Uoth branch* s of ibo city council met 
Monday evening; in the board of alder 
men, Mayor Cobb presided and all the 
members were present. There was a 
largo attendance of prominent ciitzms 
intorestod in the Brookline and Newton 
Street Hailway and other matters that 
were expected to come up. 

Mayor Cobb appointed and the board 
confirmed the following auctioneers: J. 
F. C. Hyde, Klliott J. Hyde, Edward F. 
Barnes aud S. \V. Tucker. 

J >seph H. Merrill of Washington 
street, Frederick W. Cole of Boylston 
street aud E tward E. Leland of Hillside 
street wore drawn as grand jurors. 

A communication from the school 
board stated that Gurdou K. Fisher had 
accepted hU election to that body. 

Gao. Jepson asked for permit to build 
a stable on Honshaw place, and a hear- 
ing was sot tor the 17th. 

T. J. uartuett asked for a permit to 
build a stable on his land on Tremont 
street, for three horses, the stable to bo 
100 feet from the nearest house; a hear- 
ing was grauted for the 17th at d o’clock. 

A communication from the school 
board stated that an order had been 
passed by that body requesting the in- 
spector of buildings to report the result 
of bis tests of Lho plumbing in the vari- 
ous school buildings; also to report the 
result of the tost of the plumbing in the 
now Adims school building. Referred 
to the public property committee.

BROOK LINE STREET RAILWAY. 

The hearing *on the petition of the 
Brookline & Newtou Street Railway 
company for a location on Cypress and 
Bnylstou streets was a long affair, and 
all who spoke were in favor of it. A 
large numlnr of prominent gentlemen 
who were interested in the matter were 
present, amoug them Messrs. A. D. S. 
Bell, Dana Estes, W. A. Boland of Lynn, 
Samuel Jackson, A. D Chandler of 
Bro .kline, Adams D. Claflm, W, F. Har- 
bach and a number of others. 

Mr. A. D. Chandler of Brookline was 
the first speaker, and began by quot- 
ing from Miyor Cobb’s inaugural, about 
the financial condition of the city not 
permitting tlis erection of new and ex- 
pensive buildings, and said that Brook- 
line and Newton were about ou a par. 
The anuual appropriations were now 
over a million and the valuation $59,000- 
000, an increase in the last ten years, 
through the policy that lud beeu adopt- 
ed by the town of providing broad 
avenues, and the best transportation 
facilities, and at the same time the 
annuil tax rate had been lowered. These 
two municipalities, adjoining eaih other, 
had the same problem to cousider, how- 
best to utilize their undeveloped terri- 
tory. In both, the two largest items of 
expense, were the roads aud the schools, 
but in Brookliae they were trying to 
make the first carry the latter, by de- 
veloping territory and getting a larger 
income from real estate. In Newton 
the increase in the last teu years has 
been about $10,000,000. Brookline bad 
had a topographical survey of the south 
part of the town made, au 1 hid engaged 
Messrs. Olmsted and Eliot to draw plans 
of the best way to develop the territory 
by draius aud main roads. Newton 
would gat the benefit of this, as its uu- 
oocupied land was adj lining, and New- 
ton was asked to co-operate, by'granting 
a location to the street railroad, lu 
Brookline there were 100,000.000 f *et of 
land, now valued at $1,000,000, although 
it was one-sixth of the town. Iu New- 
ton there were 3 200 acres south of the 
Boston tfc Albany, most of which was un- 
devel iped, out of a total of 9,400 acres, 
and 033 estates south of the B. & A. were 
• inly taxed for $1,439,000 Newtou should 
take some meaus to develop this terri- 
tory and equalize values. He alsi 
showed a map of the state, in which the 
metropolitan district about Boston was 
divided off. aud in this district the valua- 
tion is $2,500, 000, 000, leaving 1 1,500.000,000 
for the entire rest ot the state. Almost iu 
the geographical centre of this district 
are Newton aud Brookline, with over 
4,000 acres of undeveloped laud The 
taxes were being levied more aud mure 
ou real estate, aud in the past ten years 
the real estate iu Brighton had shown an 
increase of 11 mill i ms; iu Dorchester 21 
millions; iu West R *xburv 25; in Biook- 
line 20; iu Boston 24S; iu Newton 15 mil- 
lions; rnakiug a total of 070 mtilinu dol- 
lars in the whole district on the real 
estate, while tb<* personal property had 
only increased $83)000,000, The import- 
ance of real estate development could 
hardly be oyer-estimated, aud wo should 
so act as to best improve the undevel- 
oped territory. The company would mu 
its road from Newtou Highlands to New- 
ton Centre, counectiug with the line 
from Needham, aud reaching Brookline 
through BorUtou street, aud thence to 
Boston, and it would prove of great 
beuefit to the whole territory it passed 
through, bringing valuable building land 
into the market, and resulting as the 
Beacon street development had iu Brook- 
liae. 

Mr. Dana Estes said he appeared simp- 
ly as a tax-paver, as he was not inter- 
ested iu this railway company nor in auy 
other. He approved of watcliiug cue- 
fully the expeus*' .;s the mayor hail ad- 
vised iu hi - i'i'" * >' but he hoped uo

y atii this local ion, unless coupled 
w th a broad policy «* r public improve- 
ments, Boylslon s< rec. was now a much 
travelled thoroughfare, aud it should be 
taken iu hind aud laid out at least 100 
feet wide, to provide for future develop- 
ments. He thought the abuttms would 
meet tho city iu as liberal a spirit as did 
the landowuers along the great Common 
wealth aveuue boulevard, aud if some 
were selfish aud narrow aud tried to get 
an excessive price, the city could seize 
the laud. The only mistake made ou 
Commonwealth aveuue was iu coufilliug 
the bettermeuts to 500 feet ou each side. 
The beuefit went much farther than t hut, 

miojom would find, who tried to buj 
laud, the owners asking from 50 to 100 
per cent, more than they did before the 
aveuue was laid out. It was impossible 
to get the cost of the wideuiug from auy 
street railway corporation, as it could 
not be done legally, aud he read from au 
advauce report of the Rdlroad Com- 
missioners, which stated that to put a 
tax ou street railways was a great uud 
dangerous iuuovation, uud there would 
be just as much right iu tuxiug any 
other vehicles that used the highways. 
Ouly 33 of the 75 street railway com 
pauies in the stale paid dividends, aud 
the street railways did more for the 


streets through which they passed, to 
develop the land, than was generally con- 
sidered. What would Commonwealth 
avenue bo without the railway? He 
hoped the board would deal with this 
company in a liberal spirit, and arrange 
lor the widening before the location was 
granted, as tho more rumor of tho rail- 
way causod owners to demand a largo 
lncroase in uric*. Tho city could got the 
cost back in taxeq as the owners along, 
Boylston street would bo willing to pay 
more taxes, if that street was made a 
great thoroughfare. 

Mayor Cobb suggeated that the speak- 
ers confino thetnsttlvcs more closely to 
the subject in hand, as the mayor’s mes- 
sage was hardly in issue. 

Mr. A. 1). S. Bell said he often won- 
dered if hearings amounted to niuoh, or 
whether the board h ui uot their minds 
all made up beforehand, as to what they 
would do. He was interested in the 
proposed railway, nnd he did not know 
of a corporation that had such a high 
class of men for stockholders They 
li id done no outside work, but they be- 
lieved in their cause ns they bolioved in 
the boulevard, which had already proved 
itself a good investment for the city. 
Tbit would, however, have been of littlo 
value without transportation. It was 
the same with this section of the city, it 
was very sparsely settled nnd the men 
were very brave to build it, as they could 
not hope to have it pay in one year or in 
five years., but it would uay in time. 
Boylston street was now 00 feet wido, 
which was plenty wide enough, he 
thought. The board would mike no 
mistake if it granted the petition at 
once, aud it was for the interest of the 
city to have this section of the city 
developed. 

A communication was read from Mr, 
Chas. Everett, stating that he was uot 
opposed to a railway on Cypress street, 
if the tracks were put on one side, and a 
now bridge was built, and be thought 
there was no street in the city where the 
tracks would be less obj actionable. 

No remonstrants appeared and the 
heariug was closed. 

Hearings were held on the petition of 
the Gas company for 8 poles on Cabot 
street and 2 ou Columbus street, but uo 
one appeared. 

JOHN flood’s STAPLE, 

The famous stable of John Flood came’ 
up again. 

Mr. Everett Crosby remonstrated in 
behalf of his father, as the stable would 
come within 30 feet of tbe front door of 
his house, and the tenants had given 
notice that they would leave if the stable 
was built. It would lower tbe value of 
the property, and the neighborhood was 
now occupied entirely by dwelliug 
houses, with no stables witbiu several 
blocks. Tbe city had widened the street 
at a great expense, to improve the locali- 
ty, and an effort Bhould be nude to im- 
prove it, instead of depreciating it, aud 
making i; less desirable. All the adj lin- 
ing property owners were opposed to it. 
Mr. Fiood had complained that his busi- 
ness was ruined by tbe taking of liis 
property for widening the street, but he 
had received a very liberal price for his 
property and had no cause for com- 
plaint. 

Mr. H, F. Bent said he wished to re 
peat the same .protest he had made be- 
fore. Personally he did not want au 
undertakers’ shop and a stable right 
under his dining room windows; it 
would depreciate his property, on which 
lie had expended a good deal iu the way 
of improvements, and made it an at- 
tractive pi ice, the assessors had large- 
ly increased his tuxes, showing that they 
appreciated what lie had doDe. Tho city 
had removed all the houses on one side, 
aud made a broad avenu->, and such a 
building as this would tend to make the 
north side of tho stroel as objectionable 
as tbe south side had al wavs been He 
had uo feeling against Mr, Fiood, but be 
did strongly object to the depreciation 
of his proporty. 

Mr. J. B. Geodrich appeared for Mr. 
Flood and quoted at some leugtli from 
the city ordinances, to prove that if a 
m in put up a fire proof building he 
could build a stable anywhere without 
ueediug a permit from the board. Tbe 
building ordinance gives the board uo 
power to stop him, if he provided for 
less than four horses, and he was confi- 
dent the city solicitor would agree with 
him if he was consulted. Mr. Flood re- 
gretted that his stable was objectionable 
to his neighbors, but he must have a 
stable in conuectiou with his busiuess. 
He bad put it iu tho rear of the lot^as 
much out of the way as possible, 85 feet 
from Washington street, with the en- 
trance from Thornton street. The stable 
part was not near Mr. Bent, as tbe 
carriago house was in front. Mr. Good- 
rich also referred to the famous Belger 
case. 

Alderman Tolmau asked if Mr. Flood 
was to use the carriage house for an 
undertakers’ shop, and have bodies 
there. 

Mr. Flood said it was sometimes ueces- 
s.ti v iu his busiuess. The past year be 
bad hid to keep one body four days, 
aud he sometimes kept them iu his 
hou*6, and held the service there, when 
the deceased had uo home. 

Mr. Bent objected especially to the 
undertaker’s sh ip in such a locality, and 
I said Mr. Flood di 1 uot care about the 
i stable, but ouly wanted tho shop. 

1 Mr. Flood said if he left off tbe stable 
I part be could put the building right out 
on the street, as the inspector of build- 
iugs hid so stated. 

The hearing wae then closed, 
i Mr. P. A. McVicar petitioned for loca- 
j tiou for a stable for 3b hoises, aud a 
j frame building for a carriage shop, ou 
; his laud iu Auburndale, near the rail- 
, road aud said the Auburudale Imprnve- 
! ineut Society had eudorsed the location 
as the bust in the village for a livery 
stable. 

Mr. Miller asked where the stable was 
to bo placed, if next to his block, he 
should object. 

Mr. M j Vicar said it was on the corner 
fartherest from Mr. Miller, aud the 
latter theu withdrew his objections. 
The petition was granted. 

Alderman Noyes presented a notice 
from the sewer commissioners of a meet- 
ing, Feb. 8, at the .State House, to ap- 
portion the cost of maiutaiuiug the 
Metropolitan sewer, aud it wus referred 
to the city solicitor. 

THE NEW CHARTER. 

Aldermau Degen said that the last day 
for the legislature to receive new busi- 
ness was Feb. 5".b, so that it wus very 
important that the petition to amend the 
charter, should he voted ou at this meet- 
ing. 

Both branches met together for a con- 
ference upou the matter. 

MR. JOHN T. I.ANUFOltlJ 

as representative of the ward aud city 
committee was the first to take the fl ior, 
aud slated tbit he wished to speak in 
particular iu regard to Suction 3 of the 
proposed new charter which related to 
elections. This sectiou, he said, pro- 
vided for the electiou of tho members of 
the common council by the voters al 
large instead of the voters front their in- 
dividual wards, but uo provision was 


made for the election of the niombors of 
the school committee. He therefore 
wished to call attention to these omit- 
sions. Hero City Solicitor Slocum read 
an amendment covering this ground 
which had been loft out of tho report of 
Ibo committee, thiougli a mistake of tho 
printer. Mr. Langford next spoko ro 
lative to the term of office of the mayor 
and momtiers of tho bonrd, which he 
thought were too long. He thought that 
it would be hard work to bring out the 
voters, should on every alternate yenr, 
the name of the mayor tie omitted from 
the ticket, and that only on alternate 
year should the names of aldermon nnd 
councllmen from certain wards be on the 
ticket. Ho felt that a full munioipnl 
ticket would bring out a full vote, and 
that tho ticket should bo rnado more at- 
tractive instead of less so. Ho thought 
that any change, if found unwise, could 
bo remedied without carrying thomattor 
before the legislature. He also recom- 
mended that several slight ohnnges be 
mndo in Sections 7 nnd 10. 

ALDERMAN DKGKN 

said that he looked upon the charter in 
the same light rs tho constitution, that 
it was nn institution under which they 
had to work. Tho strongest point that 
had been brought up was the iudifferonce 
of voters, but that he felt to make the 
other changes, proposed by Mr. Langford, 
would weaken the instrument and be 
thought it should go to the legislature at 
once and porfect. 

COUNCILMAN STEARNS 

said he had looked over the proposed 
new charter and in doing so, he felt that 
it would take away the control of the 
city by the people. It scomod a plan to 
put the entire affairs of tho city under 
separate heads. The members of the 
city council, if the charter was carried 
out, would go into office and hold the 
position for two years, where iu former 
years they could be removed tho first 
year if not found satisfactory. Tho 
members naturally would hold their 
positions for two years unless there was 
some good reasou to the contrary, and 
he thought to put tho members in for 
two years would take away the privilege 
of removal by the people. 

COUNCILMAN SPRAGUE 

thought that the members of the city 
government should be elected for a term 
of two years for the reasou, that during 
the first year a member would hardly get 
settled down to work. He thought it 
would take that time for the various 
committees to get fully conversant with 
their duties so as to do the work of the 
city in tho best manner. He thought 
the idea of having tbe affairs of tbe city 
under a number of executive heads, a 
good one for tbe reason that theso heads 
would understand their duties fully. 
He did not think it could bo expected 
that men from the walks of life, such as 
dootors, lawyers, etc., could stand up 
aud give advice relative to the building 
of sewers, removal or construction of 
buildings aud like matters. He hoped 
that tho committee would bo relieved 
from all administrative work and be- 
lieved that such work was prohibitory to 
tbe statutes of Massachusetts. 

ALDERMAN NOYES 

advocated the idea of having the execu- 
tive work of the city uuder a number of 
heads of departments, and that these 
treads should be responsible for auy 
work done wrong. In regard to elec- 
tion in Section 3 he thought that they 
should be held on the second Tues- 
days of December instead of the first. 
The alderman also recommended that 
several changes be made iu section 10. 

After a few moments of further discus- 
sion duriug which Alderman Dowus nnd 
Councilman Parker made a few remarks, 
by a unanimous vote, it was decided to 
refer the charter back to the commit- 
tee for further consideration. The 
boards then retired to tbeir respective 
chambers, the aldermen to go iuto an 
executive session aud the common coun- 
cil to receive tho following petitions:

that the sum of $500 be appropriated for 
tho paying of claims. 

There being no further business tho 
board adjourned until Feb. 17th.

MASONIC HALL ASSURED. 


FRATERNITY MKMI1KRS IN NEWTON MEET 
AND FORMALLY DETERMINE TO BEGIN 
THE STRUCTURE IN THE SPRING. 


The Newton Masonio hall projeot as- 
sumed definite shape at a mass meeting 
of tho members of Dalbousie lodge, F. 
aud A. M., Newton Royal Arch chapter 
and Gotli8emane comraaudery in Masonic 
ball, Newtonville, Tuesday evening. 

As a result of this meeting it is certain 
that tbe ball will be commenced early in 
the spring, and that tbe Newton Masonic 
frntertiity will have a borne of its own 
within a year. 

George P. Whitmore, president of tho 
Masonic hail associ ition, presided aud 
nude n brief explanation of the move- 
ment looking townrd the erection of tbe 
hall and calling attention to the plans 
and drawiugs as they wore exhibited. 

The land, was purchased Nov. 20, and 
Doc. 24 the Masonic hall association was 
incorporated, with the following officers: 
George P. Whitmore, pres., Frank K. 
Porter, vice pres., Edward P. Hatch, 
treas.. Charles A. Kellogg, clerk. 

E. P. Hatch explained the plan pro- 
posed to provide fundB tor the erection 
of tho building, stating that subscrip- 
tions for shares at $10 each would be 
called for, and that it was hoped $20,- 
000 could be raised by this means. Ho 
was followed by E. W. Cobb, E. D. Van 
Tassell and L. E. Binney, all of whom 
cordially indorsed tbe report of the 
building committee. 

Subscriptions were received during the 
evening amounting to a substantial sum, 
and in view of tbe enthusiasm manifest- 
ed, the officers are confident that the en- 
tire $20,000 worth of stock will be sub- 
scribed for. 

After tbe business meotiug a banquet 
was served, and an outertainmeut was 
provided by the Dalbousie quartet. 

Tho now Masonic hall will be one of 
the architectural ornaments of Newton- 
ville, and oue of the finest Masonic build- 
ings in the state. It will bo especially 
adapted to tho wants of the local Mason- 
ic fraternity. 

The Hite is the Barker estate, corner of 
Newtonville aveuue and Walnut street. 
In architectural details the structure will 
ftdlow the French renaissance. It will bo 
four stories high with a trip roof. At 
the corner of the two streets the front 
will be brokeu by a tower. 

Tho frontage ou Newtonville avenue 
will be 142 feet and on Walnut street 92 
feet. The main entrance will be on New- 
tonville avenue, through a broad stair- 
way to the upper bal*. 

* The material will be stone for the two 
lower stories and dark yellow brick for 
the third and fourth. The ground 11 >or 
will be given up to busiiuss, and will 
contain six stores, foui on Walnut street 
and two on Newtonville aveuue. 

Tho second and third fi mrs will be 
used by the Masonic fraternity. Ou the 
second floor will be a banquet aud enter- 
tainment h ill, 50x75 faet, aud capable of 
seating GOO persons; a large coatroom, 
kitchen, sewing rooms and seven office 
rooms. 1c is also proposed to utilize the 
banquet hall as a drill hall for the com- 
maiidery. 

The third floor will contain a large 
hall, 50x45 feet and 25 feet iu height. 
Tho fin uisliings will he sold and elegant, 
but the designs hav. yet to ba cleoiueil 
upon. Ou this floor will also he located 
a prelate’s room 22x44. an armory 27x45. 
and a commodious woman’s double par- 
lor at tbe northwest comet . Dressing 
aud retiring rooms will conuect with 
eich of the larger halls.

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TIIE LAND QUESTION. 

ADDRESS OF HKV. JOHN A. HA Y KB OF 
8ALF.M AT Mil. FILLKBROWN’S. 


Nov. .John A. Hayes, pastor of the 
Now church at Salem, Mass., hold the 
deepest interest of the company at Mr. 
Pillebrown's recently, His nddrrss, not 
reported in time for last issue, was sub- 
stantially, though not in his own words, 
ns follows: -God being the Croator, 
mankind the offspring of nis Creation, 
Divine justice demands that IIo should 
mako provisions for their lifo and main- 
tenance. This ho has done in the land, 
the source and the only source of all 
material life nud wealth. Humnii justice 
demands tho maintenance unimpaired of 
tho equal right and participation of all 
living childron of God in this sole and 
only provision, to be in turn handed 
down for tho same purpose to the 
generation yet unborn, but equally when 
born the children of tho samo God, 
Private property in laud is not justified 
by its general acceptance. Human slave ry 
was once generally aocepted ; oven Christ- 
ians recognized slavery. The approval 
of tho world oinnot justify injustice. 
Private property in land Is tho twin 
sister of slavery; natural (God given) 
right, not vested right should control. 
The Single Tax emphasizes the follow- 
ing acknowledged principles of justice 
having a practical bearing upon the 
question: 

Every man (and woman, too) has a 
natural light to the free exercise of his 
montal and corporal taculties; and what- 
ever useful thing any one has produced 
by his toil and his labor, of that he is the 
rightful owner — in that he has iu strict 
justice a right of property. 

Whoever has voluntaiily subjected 
himself to the painful operations ot labor 
has, in strict justice, a right of property 
in the product or result of that labor; 
that is to say, ho, and ho alone, has a 
right to all the advantages, the oujoy- 
ments, the pleasures and the comforts 
that aro deriveable from the results of 
his labor. Others cannot complaiu of 
having been excluded from the enjoy- 
ment of a thing whose production cost 
them nothiug; which he was uot bound 
to produce for their use, nnd which, 
wero it uot for his efforts, would uot 
have existed at all. Use and exclusion 
are, therefore, tho two etsential pecu- 
liarities of the enjoyment of a right of 
property. The power to dispose of a 
legitimate propeity is almost absolute. 
Property may be devoted by its owner to 
any purpose I 10 pleases that is not incon- 
sistent with tho public good and does 
not interfere with rights of others. 

The humau lace cannot live on the 
earth if they refuse to submit to the in- 
evitable law of labor. No man can fairly 
emancipate himself from that univeisal 
decree which has made it necessity for 
every one “to earn his bread in the sweat 
of his brow.” Now, iho land of every 
country is to the people of that country 
or nation what the eaith is to tho whole 
human race — that is to say, the land ot 
every country is the gift of its Creator to 
the people of that couutry ; it is the pat- 
rimony and inheritance bequeathed to 
them by their commou Father, out of 
which they can by continuous labor nnd 
toil provide themselves with everything 
they require for their msintenance and 
support, for their raateiial comfort and 
enjoyment. God was perfectly free in 
the act by which ho created us; but, hav- 
ing created us, He bound himself by 
that act to provide us with the menus 
necessary for our subsistence. The land 
is the only menus of this kind now known 
to us. 

The land, therefore, of every couutry 
is the common property of the people of 
that country, because its real owner, the 
Creator, wlio made it, has tran-feried it 
as a voluntary gift to them. Now, as 
every individual in that country is a 
cieature and child of God, and as all His 
oreatures are equal in His sight, any set- 
tlement of the land of a country that 
would exclude the humblest man is 
that country from his share of tho com- 
mon inheritance would bo not only an in- 
justice nnd wrong to that man, but. 
moreover, would bo an impious resist- 
ance to the benevolent iutentions of Ins 
Creator. 

The essential nud inn utablo piinciples 
of justice used certainly to be — that 
everyone bad a right of property iu tbo 
hard-earned fruits of his labor; that 
whatever property a man had made by 
tho expenditure of bis capital, his indus- 
try and his toil, was really his own; that 
he, and he alone, had a light to all the 
benefit, the advantages and enjoyments 
that that property yielded; and that if 
everyone else meddled with that prop- 
erty against his will, or interfered with 
him iu its enjoyment, he was theieby 
guilty of the crimes of theft and robbery, 
which the eternal law of God, as well as 
the liWHofall nations, reprobated aud 
punished with such severity. But the 
principles which underlie the existing 
system oi land tenure, and which impart 
to its specific and distinctive character, 
are exaotly tho reverse of these. The 
principles on which that system aro 
based are — that oue privileged class do 
not require to labor for their livelihood 
at all; that they have au exclusive right 
to all the advantages, the comforts aud 
enjoyments that can be derived from a 
spleudid property; which exacted no 
patient, painful or self-deuving efforts of 
labor to create it or acquire it; and 
which, iu fact, they inherited without 
auy sacrifice ut all. That being a singu- 
larly favored race, aud being all God’s 
eldest sons, the rest of the world mint 
humbly acknowledge themselves to he 
their inferiors in ruuk, lineage, condition 
and dignity. That this superiority of 
ruuk gives them a right to sell out God’s 
gifts as if they were purely the products 
of their own labor and iudustry, and that 
they can exact iu exchange for them 
famine or scarcity prices. 

It would seem as if Providence hail 
destiued the laud to serve as a large 
economical reservoir, to catch, to oollect 
aud preserve the oveitlowiug streams of 
wealth that are constantly escaping from 
the great public industrial woiks that 
are always going on iu communities that 
are progressive aud prosperous. Besides 
the permanent improvements that ure 
made iu the land itself, uud which iu 
creates its productiveness aud value, 
there are other industrial woiks not 
carried out ou the luWd itself, hut on its 
surroundings aud iu its vicinity, and 
which euhunoe its value very consilient 
lily. A new road is made tor the accom- 
modation of a district; anew bridge is 
thrown across a liver or a stieam to 
make two important localities accessible 
to euch other; a new railway pusses 
close by and connects it with certain 
laige and important centres of industn ; 
u now factory or^iew mill is ereoted, 
or a new town is (TOUt iu the ueighboi- 
hood. Industrial works like these add 
very materially to the value of all the 


land in their vicinity. It Is a well known 
fact that a new railway has Id several In- 
stations doubled tho vnluo of the land 
through which it passed, In consequence 
of the increased facilities It had afforded 
for lire salo of its agricultural products. 
In evory state of society, which is pro- 
gressive and improving, such industrial 
works arc continually going on, and 
hence tho value of tho land is rising also 
everywhere. 

The enormous valuo then thus super- 
added to the land from the two sources 
just, indicated pisses directly with the 
land itself into the hands of those who 
own It. Those who hold tho ownership 
of the land hold also the ownership of all 
the accessions of valuo it receives from 
all quarters. This Increase lu tho valuo 
of their property cost no sacrifice, de- 
manded by painful effort of labor. Even 
whilo they slept tboir rent rolls went on 
increasing and multiplying. 

Lastly, tho va««t accessions of value 
which the laud is constantly receiving 
from tho proceeds of that "solf-imposed 
tax” which the nation levies of itself in 
tho high prices it pays for tho “raw pro- 
ducts of the soil,” together with the in- 
creased productiveness of tho soil Itself, 
go all, “neither to profits nor to wages 
nor to the public at large, but to swell a 
fund ever growing, even while its pro- 
prietors sleep— to tho rent roll of tho 
owner of the soil.” 

Thus tho appropriation of God’s gifts 
in the land led naturally, and as a mattor 
of course, to the appropriation of an 
on irmous amount of wages and earnings 
ot the nation, which, in the designs of 
Providence, kept constantly dropping 
into the land, accumulating ou the land, 
aud adding to the value of the land; not 
for the enrichment of the landlords, but 
for the support of tho public burdens of 
tbo state. Now a system of laud tenure 
which thus despoils tho peoplo of a 
nation of tho vast amount of their earn- 
ings, which transfers a valuable property 
which they have created by tho patient, 
painful and self-deuying efforts of their 
labor, to a class who do not labor at all. 
and mako no sacrifice whatever, caD, I 
think, be fairly characterized as a system 
of national spoliation. The hard-work- 
ing, industrious masses of the nation are 
taxed twice, aud for an enormous araouut 
each time. 

They are taxed first in the form of 
rent for tho annual hem fit of the owners 
of tho soil to supply them with all the 
comforts, tho enjoyments and tho 
luxuries which they desire, and secondly 
they are taxed again for as much more 
annually for lire expense of municipal, 
state and national government. This 
double taxation the Single Tax would 
abolish.

It is desirable to have some competent 
person iu attendauco to look after ac- 
cused women and minors. 

Of course until tho new Municipal 
Court house is built no oue expects here 
| wbat is begiuniug to be (be case else- 
where, that is, tbe employment of a 
matron to be always ou bnud, personally 
or by deputy. 

Wo do uot need tbe whole time of such 
au official now, but we do need her ser- 
vices at tbe police court whenever a 
child or a womau is brought for trial, so 
that tbe accused may lirst of all be as- 
sured of tbe presence of a sympathetic 
friend, and then that whenever anything 
short of the House of Collection is possi- 
ble sbe may aid iu seeuriug that, Surao- 
times it may be a release on probation, 
the accused being under her special 
supervision for a period, or it may be 
that admission can be bad into some 
home or other institution where the ar- 
rested person may have the chauco to 
make a fresh stait, or it may be nom- 
pleto removal from unfavorable sur- 
roundings of oue home to those more 
favorable elsewhere. 

It would uot require much money, 
only a few buudred dollars a year, to pay 
such a matron, uud tbe city should be 
quite williug to appropriate such a sum, 
if only as uu experiment for a year or 
two, by way of preparation for the time 
wlreu the oily reaches its 30,000 of popu- 
lation, and we shall be compelled to em- 
ploy such an official, for such is the law 
of the state. 

The great trouble now will be to fiud a 
suitable person, aud yet there may be 
good womeu living iu Newton, who 
could easily adapt themselves to the 
peculiar duties of this new office. Tbe 
ideal police matrou is a womeu of good 
cducatiou, iu vigorous health, not afraid 
of contact with rough people, a pretty 
good judge of humau nature, so that she 
is not continually deceived by the ready 
lies of tbe crimiuul class, and above all 
possessed of a Christian spirit, bo that 
she enters en‘ husiastioally iuto this 
work ot rescue uud guidance in ills 
Name. Surely such a matron or oue 
very like her must live somewhere here 
iu Newton, aud tho oity government, it 
is most respectfully suggested, would be 
autiug wisely to employ her at once.

NEWTON’S NEW CHARTER. 


NO PfiOOIlKRS SECURED AT MONDAY 
NIGHT'S CITY COUNCIL MEETING. 


The now city ohartor as proposed by 
the Newton city government was not 
ndopted at tho meeting of tho city coun* 
cil, Monday evening. Tho board ot 
aldermen finally adopted a motion to em- 
power tho legislative committee to peti- 
tion tho legislature to give Newton a re- 
vised bill, and referred tbe bill as pro- 
posed Monday evening to tbe special 
committee which draughted it, nnd 
whioh went out of existence witu Inst 
yoar’s city government. 

Tho common council was expected to 
Pubs the bill also, but that branch ad- 
journed without taking any action at nib 
The position of things is decidedly 
mixed, as tho board of aldermen's action 
is ouly tentative, nnd is of no practical 
use without the concurrent action of the 
common council. The mayor will prob- 
ably petition tho legislature simply for a 
bill for a revised cliai ter. and will seek 
to introduce the bill itself, in its full de- 
tail. Iu the mean time an efTort will be 
made to got concurrent action upon a 
bill, but it seems vory doubtful at tho 
present writing if a bill can bo passed 
that the legislature will bo likely to give 
tbe city. 

Tho bill as presented provided for the 
election of n mayor biennially ; also that 
tbe members of both branches of the city 
council bo elected iu a similar manner, 
ouly that only one-half of either board 
be selected at any ono election. It also 
provides that the mayor shall not preside 
over the meetings of the aldermen, and 
authorizes the selection aud appoint 
ment of heads of departments who shall 
have tho entire direction of their depart- 
ments similar to the powers of the water 
board, nnd virtually dispenses with the 
present large number of special and joint 
standing committees. 

Tbe charter would place in tho hands 
of these gentlemen all powers of execut- 
ing the work of their several departments 
under tho solo direction of tho city coun- 
cil. In other words, tho charter will 
create departments for the executive and 
administrative details of tho highway, 
Bewors, water works, public buildings, 
parks, etc., making tho heads responsi- 
ble to the mayor and to him alone, for 
tho faithful performance of their respec- 
tive duties. It contemplates making the 
city council simply a legislative and not 
au executive body as well. The charter 
provides for the election of a mayor for 
two years, and one aldermau from wards 
1, 3, 5 nnd 7 for the term of one year; 
from wards 2, 4 and 0, for two years, and 
one member of the coum.il from each 
ward each year. This plan is opposed 
by the Newton Republican ward aud city 
committee.

The High School Qnesflon, 

Toths Editor of the Oka rmo: 

Will you kindly permit me to com- 
ment upon your editorial of last week, 
concerning tho exteut of tho courses of 
instruction offered by our High school. 

It would appear both unjust and im- 
politic “to limit the expenditures to Just 
what the law requires." The require- 
mems are tho minimum, prescribed by 
tbe legislature hm the least that mav he 
provided by the poorest communities. 
Suiely more might he expected of a 
community claiming to bn among the 
most wealthy and cultivated in tbe 
country. How can we justify our im- 
mense expenditure for highways, boule- 
vards, water and sewerage, all estab- 
lished on a scale meant to attract new 
residents, if wo have to coniess to a 
minimum or even an average character 
for our schools? 

That it would bo unjust appears in 
that all are taxed for the support of the 
schools, and therefore all nre entitled to 
schools of such character that they can 
freely accept them for their children. 

That it would bo impolitic appears in 
the great importance of maintaining a 
truly democratic community, where the 
children of the poor ann the rich may 
know and respect o ch other, where the 
less-favored may learn to respect and 
emulate tho graces and refinements that 
grow in cultivated families, and snob- 
bery may be put down and manhood en- 
couraged among the well-to-do by see- 
ing that their poorer mites aro their 
equals in the essentials of intellect and 
character. 

No schools can meet tho requirements 
unless tho teachers are in character, culti- 
vation and remuneration on a par with 
the majority of the community in which 
they aro located. 

With tho high ideals of manhood and 
citizenship, which characterize the con- 
duct of your paper.l hope that when the 
time comes for tho tax payors to range 
themselves, your influence may bo 
counted in favor of “the present very 
liberal and expensive policy.”

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THE NEW CHARTER. 


Judging from the many faults found in 
the draft for a new city charter, at the 
hearing, Monday night, the wiser plan 
would be to allow the matter to lie over 
for another year, and in the mean time, 
by taking this draft ns a basis, work out 
a satisfactory charter, and one that will 
not ueed amendment before it has been 
in force a year. 

There is no need of haste over the 
matter, wo have so far got along very 
satisfactorily under the old charter, and 
it would answer for several years to 
come, if need be. A new charter should 
be the result of a very careful and 
thorough consideration of all proposed 
changes, with the arguments pro and 
con, and a comparison with the charters 
of other cities, with au opportunity for 
advice and criticism from every quarter, 
and then whether the change will be of 
benefit will be a problem. It may be ac- 
cepted as certain that in its present 
form, the new charter would never be 
accepted by the people, so that it is just 
as well to wait for another year. 

The committee who prepared it are 
justified in feeling that they have not 
been fairly used. They submitted it 
several months ago, and not a word of 
adverse criticism was heird, until the 
time came to send it to the legislature, 
when objections rushed in from all 
quarters. If these had been sent in, 
when the draft was made public, there 
would have been time to make the 
necessary corrections, and they can uot 
be blamed for feeling that they have 
been treated in a rather shabby manner. 
The Republican ward and city commit 
tee were especially late with their ob- 
jections, and it lays them open to the 
charge of opposing any change from the 
present system. 

We do not suppose, however, that auy 
thing of the kind was intended and the 
whole thing only illustrates the universal 
procrastination towards anything of 
public nature. As long as no action wbb 
impending, every one put off considering 
the matter, and only when the time 
came to petition the legislature, did 
people begin to consider the matter and 
find that there were grave faults in the 
proposed charter. 

The discussion, Monday night, showed 
that there were grave omissions in the 
text, that portions were misplaced by 
the printer, so as to give an eutirely 
different meaning from what the com- 
mittee intended, and that really ouly a 
foundation hud been presented, ou which 
to construct a charter that will answer 
the ueeds of tho city. 

As for some of the provisions them- 
selves, they are objected to by many 
people, who do not liki^the idea of elect- 
ing the mayor and the members of the 
city council for two years, thus making, 
it impossible to make any radical 
change, if tho board defies public seuti- 

• ment, as has beeu done in the past. 

Electing the mayor once in two years, 
and only half the members every year, 
would give us au off yoar, in which 
some of the wards would uot take the 
slightest interest, and any kind of a man 
could slip in, as a few men would con- 
trol the election, 

Every mau who desires can have two 
years now aud his second election is re- 
garded as au honor wou by good service 
in the first year, and as long as any elec- 
tion at all is to be held every year, it is 
just as well to elect all the officials. 
The theory that this permits au entire 
chauge ia the board of alderman has not 
.been found to work in that way, as in 
every year but one since the city was 
formed, a large number, if not a ma- 
jority, of old members have beeu re- 
turned, aud in that year the people made 
a cleau sweep for good aud suflicient 

• reasons. 

Many of the other provisions of the 
new charter have serious objections 
made to them, aud evidently changes 
could be made that would lessen the 
danger of the charter being defeated, 
when sub niitttd to a popular vote.

proper watering of tho streets, so that 
the wholo road will not bo made dangor- 
ous if not impassablo for wheels by ron- 
son of the mud. If tho matter was prop- 
orly presented to the city authorities, 
there is no doubt that arrangements 
could be made hero os in other oities. to 
have the watering carts fitted with fine 
sprinklers, so that the streets would not 
be Hooded; or else to havo a certain 
space left on one side of tho street, that 
would be safo for riding. 

Many of our streets aro so shaded that 
one visit a day of the ordinary watering 
cart will leave a thick deposit of mud 
aud slime, to be a nuisance for the suc- 
ceeding twenty-four hours. 

Influence could also bo brought to 
biar to havo more attention paid to tho 
maiu thoroughfares, and less to unim- 
portaut side streets, so as to give a 
better impression to visitors. Lost year, 
the entire season, Auburn street was a 
disgrace to any community, nltbough it 
is the main road to the Charles river aud 
hundreds of wheelmen had to pass over 
it daily. The same was true of Washing- 
ton street almost its entire length, al- 
though the laying of the railway tracks 
above West Newton, and the proposed 
widening below that point, furnished 
some excuse. Still it would not have en- 
tailed a very great expense to havo had 
one side of the road scraped, aud the 
mud, loose stones and dirt cleaned up, 
which would have mado a good bicycle 
path. 

Another reform would be tho doing 
away with the present practice of dump- 
ing a lot of coarse crushed stono in overy 
depression in the streets, aud leaving it 
there to be ground down by wheels in 
the course of time. Some of our hilly 
streets, after being gullied out by rains, 
were repaired in this way last yoar, and 
the heaps of stones caused many “head- 
ers” and made riding on the streets ex- 
tremely haz irdous, for all but the most 
export riders. 

Many other improvements might have 
been brought about by concerted action 
among the wheelmen. Other cities have 
such associations, with admirable re- 
sults. It is certain that reforms will not 
come if they are not asked for, and a re- 
quest backed up by several thousand 
voters would receive very respectful at- 
tention. 

A number of high League officials are 
residents of Newton, who would be just 
the men to take charge of such a society 
and do a little home missionary work iu 
the cause of good roads, aud possibly 
neighboring towns and cities might be 
inspired to follow our example. 

Our highvay committee has always 
had to struggle against tho demands of 
people living on side streets and “dead 
ends,” the improvement of which bane- 
fits no one but the residents, and in 
this way the following out of a compre- 
hensive plau of street improvements has 
b^en prevented, but if they felt that they 
had the backing of a largo and influential 
body of voters, they would have the 
courage to make the improvement of the 
main thoroughfares the first and main 
object of their labors, and iu this way 
Newton would come to lead all other 
suburbs for its tine aud smooth roads. 


toucher for cities as for private individ- 
uals, and such losses will continue until 
wo improvo our system of munioipnl 
government. In a matter concerning the 
expenditure of so much money as does 
tho widening of Washington street, the 
lesson becomes especially prominent and 
may provo unusually costly, 

It, therefore, behooveBour city fathers 
to go slow, make suro they aro right, 
and then stand their ground without 
Hinching. Tho city should pay a fair 
sum for tho estates taken, but it is hardly 
in a condition to make the owners n 
present of double what tho property was 
worth, even if the owners are so un- 
reasonable as to domand it. 


The Rtllroad Commissioners, accord- 
ing to one of the speakers at tho street 
railway hearing before tho board of 
aldermen, Monday evening, think that 
any taxation of street railways would be 
a dangerous iuuovation, and that they 
have as much right to run cars in tho 
streets rs auy one else to run any other 
kind of carriages. Our commissioners 
are very timid, one would infer from 
this, in regard to changes, but they do 
not seem to know that the taxation of 
street rnilways is no uew thing. In 
large oities their franchise is of enormous 
value, and iu mauy of the large cities of 
this country they have to pay a large 
sum for it. Street railway companies 
aro not purely philanthropic concerns, 
as the railroad commissioners seem to 
thiuk,and* they are in the busiuess primar- 
ily to make raonoy. They may make 
money by tho development of land owned 
by tho stockholders, or they make it 
from tho patronage they receivo, it all 
amounts to the same thing in the end. 
In Massachusetts it has beeu the policy 
to give away the franchise, but in other 
states, the companies have to pay a cer- 
tain per ceut. of the gross receipts, or 
they have to water the streets, or keep 
the roads iu order, or in some way make 
some return for their franchise. Yet 
they all carry passengers for five cents, 
just the samo, and the cities that require 
paymeut are so much richei, and taxes 
are that much lighter, A street railway 
takes up the best portion of the street, 
and other vehicles are crowded off into 
the ditch, it doubles tbe expense of car- 
ing for a roadway, and it calls for ex- 
pensive widenings, and yet our railroad 
commissioners are so tender of these 
corporations, that they say they must 
□ot be taxed. It would be interesting to 
get their views of Mayor Pingree of 
Ddtroit, and his success iu establishing 
three cent fares in that city, with free 
transfers. They must regard him as 
something worse than au anarchist, al- 
though the Detroit railways are still re- 
ported to be making money at the re- 
duced price. 


gard tho coming show as an invasion of 
their territory by outsiders, who want to 
get into the New England field. 

A MKMBF.it of the opnngfleld school 
committee has mado some very sugges- 
tive figures, in comparing tho proportion 
high school pupils boar to the entire 
number of pupils of tho public schools, 
in tho various cities of the state. He 
finds that Newton heads tho list, with 13 
per cent, of its school children in the 
high school. Worcester, Cambridge, 
Somorville and Salem have 8 por ceut. 
and a fraction over; Lynn, Lowell, and 
Cbelsea 0 per cent, and Springfield only 
a little over 6 per cent. It would be 
interesting to comparo the total of high 
school oxponsos in these cities with that 
of Newton, as all of thoso mentioned 
save Springfield, Cbelsen, and Salem, 
have moro high school pupils than New- 
ton, Worcester having 1518, Cambridge, 
950; Somerville, 805; as that would havo 
some bearing on the question that is of 
special interest to mauy Newton people 
just at present. 


WASHINGTON STREET DAMAGES. 


There are so mauy bicycle clubs aud 
wheelmen generally, aud also so mauy 
men high iu the L. A. W. councils in 
Newton, that it is surprising that uo at- 
tempt has beeu made to form a general 
orgauizatiou for the benefit of the wheel- 
ing fraternity. Such au orgauizatiou 
could do a great dual of good heio, iu 
spite of our leputatiou for fiue roads. 

Oue of the mutters that is reoeiviug 
much atteution iu other cities is the 


Considerable adverse commeut is heard 
in regard to the manner iu which the 
city is dealing with property owners 
along Washington street. This does not 
come from the property owners, ns 
might be expected. They seem to be 
well satisfied with their prospects, and 
have been led to believe, in some way, 
that there iu a willingness to increase 
their awards. In consequence the most 
preposterous demands are being made, 
and surprising as it may seem, there is 
manifest a disposition to quite freely 
accede to them. 

A report has gone out that one of the 
committee has said that the committee 
of last year “Jewed” the people, whose 
property had beeu taken, a statement 
whose impropriety is so evident, that it 
probably never was made, aud all the 
facts are utrougly against it. 

The settlements made last year, some 
forty in number, were the result of full 
aud fair consideration ou the part of the 
committee aud the interested parties 
were well pleased with the troatmeut 
accorded them. It is ueedless to say 
that had the city not acted iu a fair way, 
no uettlemeut could have been made, for 
it is notorious that u private party can 
nearly always get from a jury a sum for 
damages out of all reason, uud the prop- 
erty owners of Washington street were 
uot ignorant of this, as certain lawyers 
were very diligent in their ellorts to 
make trouble for tbe city. 

That uo Buits have been entered at- 
tests the lairness with which the city 
has dealt. Rut while the city should he 
fair, aud perhaps liberal, iu its treatment 
with citizens whose property has beeu 
seized for public uses, there are the pub- 
lic, as well as the private interests to 
consider. Great responsibility rests 
upou the mayor and his associates on 
tbe committee, aud their decisions 
should he ruuebed ouly after careful ex- 
amination and consideration. 

Suap judgments uud a readiness to 
listen to extortionate demands would 
greatly impair the efficiency of the 
ardious work undertaken by the com- 
mittee, aud would also add mauy thou- 
sands to the already great cost for 
wideuiug the street. 

It is unfortunate that the whole matter 
could uot have been settled up last year, 
or the same men continued iu oilice until 
the work was completed, as they hud 
made themselves familiar with the value 
of the property, aud kuew that (he 
awards made were iu almost every uase 
far iu excess of what Ihe propeity could 
have beeu sold for, hud uot the widening 
beeu undertaken.

The Rrookline selectmen had another 
heariug over the Rrookline «fc Newtou 
street railway’s petition for u locution ou 
Roylstou street. Tho West End Iiub also 
petitioned for a location and there was u 
pretty warm time between representa- 
tives of tho two companies, Clement K. 
Fay, representing several land owners, 
protested against granting a location to 
any compauy, as his clients wanted 
things left us they are, and was very 
severe on those interested in tho new 
company; council for the West End 
dilated at length upou what that com- 
pauy had done for Rrookline, and claimed 
that it would be rack ingratitude to let 
any “piratical” company get a locatiou. 
Sumner Foster said that the West 
Eud merely carried Rrookline people to 
one poiut in Boston, aud if they wanted 
to go auy where else they had to pay 
another fare. The West End compauy 
held Rostou entirely in its control aud 
wanted to hold Rrookliue too. Mr. 
Chandler for the uew compauy thought 
Mr. Whituey and the West Eud bad beeu 
piratical iu their dealiugs with gas com- 
panies aud other railways, and suggested 
that they were uot in a position to call 
uames. As a petition bad gone in to 
have Roylstou street wideued, nothing 
could be done till that was settled, but 
as for capital, his compauy could fur- 
nish half a milliou if that was ueuded. 
Evidently the outcome ot the fight iu 
Rrookline must be waited for, before 
our alderineu need to take any action.

A Woman’s Defense of Her Doctor. 

To the Editor of tho Graphic:— 

1 have read with indignation the vari- 
ous “Protests against the Fee Table” 
which have appenred in your recent 
issues, and I have beeu surprised that no 
one arose to protest agaiost the abuso 
hurled at the physicians for their course, 
for I know that tboro are hundreds of 
women and men too, iu Newtou, who 
feel that they owe thoir family physician 
a debt, which money can never repay. 
Iiow well do I remember when the 
shadow of death rested on my happy 
home, and I recall, as though it were but 
yesterday, the tenderness as of a wo- 
man, of our doctor. 

God bless him, as with earnest, anxious 
i face he spoke across the bed, on which 
! my child apparently lay dying:, words of 
courage and hope that kept my heart 
from breaking. He came three times a 
day, then, aud one night stayed all night, 
and when my boy camo back to life and 
to mo, he modestly disclaimed all credit, 
attributing the recovery to “the boy’s 
splendid powers of endurance,” and now 
that he thinks his services as valuable as 
those of the physicians of Rrighton, 
Allston, or Cambridge, shall I regard 
him as “eager to get rich,” or “mer- 
cenary.” 

I know, through no word of his, of al- 
most daily deeds of charity aud kind- 
ness, and of au instance recently in 
which he sent a receipted bill for up- 
wards of five hundred dollars, on which 
not a single dollar had been paid, as the 
lady herself, with tears, told me. Aud 
of uuother iuslauce iu which he not only 
gave a receipted bill, but ten dollars, 
also, as the family was needy. 

Oue of your correspondents said that 
physicians lead quiet lives socially, en- 
tertaining but littlo. Did it occur to him. 
I say him, for uo woman ever wrote that 
article, that perhaps the chief reasou 
why they did not entertain was because 
they could not afford it? During the 
last eight or ten years three prominent 
physicians of your end of the city, have 
disappeared. Each was popular, and 
each was reported to enjoy a lucrative 
practice. Two died at fifty, or there 
about, leaving little, or no estate, while 
tho third went away to die, as was sup- 
posed, and although he still lives, yetis 
he an exile. So far as I can observe, 
thoso who have “protested” most loud 
ly, are those who employ physicians but 
little. One lady, whom I took to task, 
admitted that her physicians bill for the 
past year had not exceeded eight dollais. 

The doctors stand between our fami- 
lies and the grave, lighting back the 
troops of disorder that come up from 
their encampmeut by the cold river. 
Let us encourage them. They deserve 
every kindness at our hands.

E iishments. Of these, Gulesian, who will 
e remembered ns the harp player, has re- 
ceived word that his uncle, three cousins 
and a brother, have been murdered, his 
home pillaged and his wife nnd three chil- 
dren burned in their house; all the poor 
fellow had in the world. Marashlittn, the 
violinist, hears that his relatives are in 
prison and many friends have lost their 
lives. Hagopian, on his way home to help 
Ills brother and sisters, has stopped in 
London, hear ng that sure death awaits 
him if he goes to Turkey, while the fourth 
member of the party lives in this village,, is 
a student at the Mass. Institute or Technol- 
ogy, working hnrd and earning money to 
complete his education, while hearing al- 
most daily of murder aud suffering among 
his friends in Armenia. Of these men, 
three are college graduates, one being from 
the Medical school at Harvard, bright, in- 
telligent, honoraO^ Christian men. These 
men come from Mnrash. There were four 
Protestant churches in Marash. Tiie pas- 
tor of one was tortured to death, two 
others are in prison, while the third is a 
fugitive. Ills house and church burned nnd 
his people despoiled of every tiling, left 
half clothed and hungry. Nearly all the 
rich, educated and influential men of that 
district have been put to death, while their 
families nre hounded in their poverty and 
distress by the fanatical Turks, with addi- 
tional horrors awaiting them. Of Dr. 
Christie's Academy, eight teachers have 
been killed, some of them classmates of tiie 
young men referred to in this article. What 
to do and how to do It, to help these people 
is the problem that appeals to humanity. 
Individuals in tills village have done some 
thing to hell), but as yet no general and 
hearty uprising and outpouring has taken 
place. The cold facts are the strouge-t ap- 
peals, no eloquence is needed. These peo- 
ple, our brothers, if they have escaped 
massacre are dying of hunger nnd cold, 
driven from comfortable homes into caves 
aud forests, destitute of food and fuel. 
25 cents will keep one of these people a 
week, 8300 will keep 1200 women and 
children alive a week.

Geuerous responses 
have been made already, and tiie com- 
mittee was enabled to cable $500 to Con- 
stantinople last week. So far as is pos- 
sible the agents of tiie Red Cross Society 
will be selected as tbe administrators of 
the fund in Turkey, but they have not 
yet arrived there, and meanwhile 
agencies are employed that are equally 
reliable. All contributions sent to any 
member of tiie committee will be proper- 
ly and promptly forwarded. 

Tho committee have detailed state- 
ments of the destruction iu 00 cities ami 
villages, showing 8,064 Armenian houses 
burned nud 15,845 persous killed, aud 
110 villages from which details have not 
beeu received.

A BOOKKEEPER. 


"Brr — what a fog!” said the good 
man stepping out into tho street. Ho 
quickly turns up his coat collar, covers 
his mouth with his mnfller, bei^j down 
his head, and, thrusting his bunds into 
his coat pockete, he sets out for the office, 
whistling on tho way. 

Without doubt a regular fog. Not so 
very thick in the streets, becauso iu the 
heart of Paris fog, like suow, does not 
Etay long. It is pierced aud torn by the 
many roofs, absorbed by tho walls, and 
gradually loses itself iu the interior of 
dwellings, even when the doors are open, 
making the stairs slippery and the bal- 
usters moist. The movement of many 
vehicles and the passing to aud fro of the 
early crowd driven to work by tbo 
pressure of poverty Cut it up, carry it 
away, disperse it, dropping it on the 
clothes of the office boys, wetting the 
waterproofs of the shopgirls aud dim- 
ming their thin, sleazy veils. 

But at the docks, still silent aud de- 
serted, on the bridges, the shore and tho 
river, it is still a dense, heavy mist, 
opaque, immovable, and the rising sun 
behind the church of Notre Dame seems 
Ehiuing like a uight lamp through a 
tarnished cover. 

Despite tho wind aud the mist, our 
good man follows the docks. He could 
easily take another road to reach his of- 
fice, but the docks have a mysterious 
attraction for him. Ho seems to take 
pleasure iu walking along the parapets, 
in glazing tho stone balusters bearing 
the elbow marks of loungers. 

At that hour and iu such weather the 
loungers are few — only here and there 
do we see a woman carrying a busket of 
clothes leaning against the parapet, or 
Borne poor wretch resting upon his el- 
bow’s and gazing into the w’ater with a 
weary look. Onr good m.wi regards 
them a little closely — the water is so con- 
veniently near them — and there seems to 
be in his mind some strange connecting 
thought us he looks at them aud tho 
river. The river is not cheerful this 
morning ; the fog mounting between its 
waves seems to deaden the surface. The 
black roofs on the shore, with pipes 
jutting out unevenly from tho chimneys, 
give a dim reflection of fog aud smoke. 
Our good man dues not seem to find this 
at all melancholy. He is thoroughly 
drenched with the drizzle, bnt he plods 
on with n pleasant smile at the corner 
of his mouth. 

Long, long ago, he became accustom- 
ed to these fuggy mornings on the Seine. 
Besides, he knows that a little distance 
farther on, at his office, ho will find a 
snug, well lined foot warmer, a good 
fire iu his stove and a warm plate for 
his breakfast. These aro the joys of u 
bookkeeper — a prisonlike happiness 
known only to the poor stunted creatures 
whoso lives are passed iu dark corners. 

”1 must not forget to buy some ap- 
ples,” says our good man to himself 
from tiwo to time. And he whistles aud 
hastens along. You liavo rarely seen one 
hurry to his work more cheerfully. 

Docks, and still nothing but docks, 
finally a bridge, and we are behind the 
Notre Dame. Here the fog is much more 
intense. It comes from three points at 
once, almost blots out the high towers 
of the church, aud gathers in a thick 
muss at the angles of the bridge, as if 
striving to conceal something. 

Our good man stops. Hu is at his 
place of work. Dimly iu tho dark shad- 
ows we cun distinguish some forms on 
the sidewalk, bending over as if waiting 
fur some one. Aud, much like the vend- 
ers ut the hospital gates aud public 
squares, they have large flat baskets fill- 
ed with oranges, apples and crackers. 

All, the beautiful apples, fresh aud 
rosy iu the mist ! 

Our good man fills bis pockets, smil- 
ing at the apple womuu, who shivers 
with the cold though her feet are en- 
cased in u foot warmer. Then he pushes 
through the fog uud touches u door, 
opens ir ami crosses a small eourt, where 
u curt is standing, with the horse hur- 
nessed. 

“Is there anything for us this morn- 
ing V” he usks, us lie pusses uloug. 

“Yes, sir, uud something very genteel 
too. ” 

Then he quickly enters his office. It 
ts very warm uml comfortublo there ; 
tho stove crackles iu the corner, the foot 
warmer is iu its place, uud his urmchuir 
is wuitiug for him close up to the win- 
dow iu a good light. 

The fog makes a mellow curtain over 
the window panes, giving a mild and 
uniform light. Big ledgers witii green 
bucks are ranged iu order on tbeir 


shelves. One would say a notary’s offico j 
and study. 

Our good iiuio breathes nt ease. lie is 
nt, home. Before beginning his work he 
opens a large closet, takes out n pair of 
heavy silk sleeves, which he draws on 
carefully; also a lit tin red plate and 
soul e pieces of sug^ He then pools his 
apples with an air of satisfaction. Tho 
fact is, olio could hardly find a more 
cheerful little office, iietter lighted or 
arranged in such goou^.rder. But, sin- 
gularly enough, one hoars tho noise of 
waiter everywhere; it surrounds you, 
envelops yon, very much as if you wero 
iu tho cabin of a steamer. 

Below you tho Soiuo rolls and tum- 
bles at tho arches of the bridge, making 
heaps of foam at this pquit, always clog- 
ged by floating debris. Even iu the 
house itself, all arouud tho office, there 
isanoiso of trickling water. I know uot 
why, but tho sound makes you shiver. 

It drops upon a hard surface and, re- 
bounding, falls upon a broad stone floor. 
There aro marble tables which make it 
seem still more cold. 

What do they wash nt this strange 
laundry? What ineffncenble stain? At 
times, when tho trickling and pattering 
cease, down below we hear tho sound 
of solitary drops of water, one by one, 
liko snow in u thaw or tho beginning of 
a shower. Wo might think tho fog was 
condensing, gathering upon tho walls 
uud continually dripping. It does uot dis- 
turb our good man. Ho is entirely taken 
up with his apples, which are beginning 
to steam iu the little red plnte, giving 
out a faint perfnmo of burned sugar, 
aud the pretty song seems to prevent 
him from hearing tho sound of the wa- 
ter — that horrible dripping ! 

“Aro you ready, recorder?” says a 
hoarse voice from the adjoining room. 
Our recorder casts « glance at his apples 
aud loaves them, with regret. Through 
the half open door a current of cold nir, 
smelling of reeds and marshes, strikes 
him, aud a vision of clothes hanging on 
a lino — faded blouses, workingmen’s 
garments, a calico dress stretched at full 
length by the sleeves and dripping, 
dripping ! 

He has finished nnd re-enters. Ho lays 
down upon tho table some small objects, 
all wet, and goes to tho stove to thaw 
out his fingers, benumbed aud reddened 
by tho cold. 

“They must havo been mad in such 
weather as this,” ho said shivering. 
"What is tho matter with them all?” 

When he is again comfortably warm, 
aud when tho sugar melts and runs over 
the side of tho plate, ho breakfasts iu a 
corner of tho office. While eating he 
opens one of his great books and com- 
placently turns over tho leaves. This big 
book is beautifully kept ; the lines are 
straight and headed with blue ink, with 
little reflections of gold powder and a 
blotter for every page. Everything is in 
perfect ardor. 

Business seems to be good. Our re- 
corder has tho contented air of an ac- 
countant looking over a good balance at 
the end of the year. 

While ho turns over the pages with 
delight they open the doors of the ad- 
joining room. There is the sound of a 
crowd upon the stone pavement and 
| hushed voices as if iu a church. 

| “Oh, how young she is! Whatapity!” 

! Aud thero is a hushing aud a whis- 
j pering. What is it to our good man 
; whether sho is young or uot? He trau- 
i quilly finishes his apples and draws to- 
, ward him tho objects which he placed 
on the table but a short time before. 

A thimble full of sand, a pocketbook 
containing a sou, a little pair of rusted 
scissors, so rusted that they uever can 
boused again. Oh, something else! A 
working girl’s book, all tho pages stuck 
together ; a turn, defaced letter — a few 
words are still legible — “tho child — no 
money — a mouth as a nurse.” 

Tho bookkeeper shrugs his shoulders 
as if to say, “1 have seen all that be- 
fore. ” Then he takes his pen, blows 
away carefully the bread crumbs which 
havo falleu upou his book, makes a lit-

ARE WE CIVILIZED? 


Ono Who Analyzes Fashions Says Wo Are 
Still Half Savage. 

Tho prevailing motivo not to appear ' 
singular accounts for the continnnnce ' 
of certain fashions, many being the re- i 
suits of superstition, roligious observ- j 
ances and tho desiro to be “uptodnto. ” 

Wo uro acquainted with what facility 
hair may bo fashioned into various f; - 
tastio shapes for personal adornment, a i 
when a part through tho middle is « - 
creed it is worn without regard to c .- 
tour, and whether it may add to or > - 
tract from ouo’s iutollectual appearai: :o 
no thought is given. 

If fashion says crimp, wo crimp; if 
curl and wave, wo obey. Aud tho cus- 
tom of keeping tho head closely shaved 
prevails, ns nmong tho Fijian women, 
while tho men cultivato long hair, thus 
reversing iho conditions met with 
among highly civilized nations. 

Tho lips, ears and nose offer a variety 
of possible alterations aud are a means 
of ornamental display, and, says Cap- 
tain Cook, over a hundred years ago, iu 
describing the naked savages on tho east 
coast of Australia, their principal form 
of ornamentation was a bone, which 
thoy thrust through the cartilage which 
divides the nostrils from each other. 
Tho lip ornamentations by the Bolocndo 
Indians nnd the Tlinket Bella are dis- 
gusting in tho extreme, and iu tho heart 
of Africa among the Bongo women a 
clamp or clasp is worn at the corners of 
the mouth, as if they wanted tocontract 
tho orifice and literally put a curb on 
its possibilities. 

The teeth cannot escape, and the Ma- 
lays view in disgust the natural tint 
aud stain theirs a jet black. 

One views iu horror the Chinese meth- 
od of foot binding, but which is much 
mitigated when considering by degrees 
the fashionable toe used iu the last ceu- 
tury. 

Thus wo can see that fashion’s fetters 
torture and harass equally civilized men 
aud savago vanity. Aro we not the same 
in kind, but differing onl^ in degree 
from tho savage?

Probably tho greatest service which 
Halley ever rendered to human knowl- 
edge was the share which ho took iu 
bringing Newton’s “Priucipia” before 
tho world. In fact, as Dr. Glaisher, writ- 
ing iu 1888, lma truly remarked, ‘‘but 
for Halley the ‘Priucipia’ would not 
have existed. ” 

Halley had the genius to perceive the 
tremendous importance of Newton’s re- 
soarchos, and he ceased not to urge upon 
the somowhat recluse man of science the 
necessity for giving his discoveries pub- 
lication. Having been authorized by the 
Royal society to undertake tho printing 
of tho book at his own expense, Halley 
spared no pains iu pushing forward the 
publication of his illustrious friend’s 
great work, so much so that in the same 
year ho was in a position to present a 
complete copy to King James II, with a 
proper discourse of his own. Halley also 
wrote a set' of Latin lioxameters, iu 
praise of Nowtou’s genius, which ho 
printod at tho beginning of the work. 
The lust line of this specimen of Hul- 
ley’s poetic muse maybe thus rendered, 
‘‘Nor mortals nearer may approach the 
gods. ” — Sir Robert Ball iu Good Words.

A 
clearing wus made iu the east end of 
the town boundary, uud here it wus that 
John llat iuun planted aud raised the 
first corn that was known to liuve been 
grown in the stute. Only u few weeks 
ufter this auspicious beginning of the 
town’s promoters four of Hurrod ’a men 
weie ambushed by lqdiuns. Jared Cow- 
jn was killed. The other men escaped, 
only one of them being iujured. — Louis- 
ville Pott,

WARD BRANCHES,

The general committee of I he Republi- 
can Club shall consist of the chairman of 
the Republican Ward aud City Commit- 
tee, the juhairmau of eaob Republican 
Ward Committee, tbe officers aud execu-

William M. Storer of Boston has re- 
cently purchased a tract of laud iu Wa- 
tertown containing about 050,000 square 
feet. The land extends from Main 
street to Waltham street, near the Bemis 
depot, Watertown. Tho estate lias been 
luid ont, and is to be placed on tbe mar- 
ket early in tho spring. A broad street, 
with six foot sidewalks, is to be laid out, 
aud gas, water and sewer pipes are to be 
laid at once. Tbe estate is to be cut in- 
to about SO house lots, and upon them 
will be erected bouses of six aud seveu 
rooms. These houses are to bo set 15 
foot from tbe street line, aud are intend- 
ed to be sold to tbe better class of labor- 
ing people. It is expected that the 
houses and lots can be sold for $1800 to 
$2000. Tbe lumber and frames for tbe 
bouses are to be shipped direct from the 
mills, thus saving the middleman’s pro- 
fits, Already oue house is uuder way, as 
an experiment, to ascertain the lowest 
possible coBt for erecting tbe same. The 
new strict, when finished, will prove of 
great couveuieuce to the townspeople, 
and to residents of Newton, giving con- 
venient means of transit from Main 
street, Watertown, to tbe Bemis depot 
and North Newton, without goiug a long 
distance round, as is now uecessary. 

The Brighton Item says: What a 
boom for Faueuil would the materializa- 
tion of tbe Brooks street extension plan 
prove. Tbe park commissioners have 
not only approved of tbe plan, but also 
favor tbe entrance of tbe street iuto tbe 
park system, Oue of tbe prettiest loca- 
tions this side of NewtoD, this section 
has been passed by, and allowed to show 
practically no growth owing entirely to 
its difficulty of access. Once brought 
prominently before speculators and 
borne hunters Faneuil will take a high 
place among the residential suburbs of 
Bostou. 

Tbe sale of tbe well known Denuy es- 
tate in Brookliue. was oue of tbe largest 
of vacant laud that has been closed iu 
Brookline for a long time. This pro- 
perty wus owned by George F. Bouve, of 
Bouve, Crawford & Co. The land is 
situated at. the junction of Newtou, Ham- 
mond uud La Grange streets, having a 
total frontage on these streets for three 
miles. Tbe situation of the property is 
a fine oue, tin* largest portion of the laud 
being about 300 feet ‘above sea level, and 
the lowest poiut 171 foot above sea level. 
The property lies betweeu Boylstou 
street and tbe West Roxbury parkway, 
aud iu close proximity to Clyde park, tbe 
proposed boulevard of Brookliue, running 
near tlie properly. The estate, which is 
taxed as acreage property, lias a total 
assessed valuation of about $60,000. Hie 
buyers are tbe Chestnut Hill Laud Com- 
pany. It is the purpose of tbe company 
to lay out tbe property into Iioiih<* lots, 
containing from about 10,000 to 20 000 
square feet, of laud each, uud a number 
ot uew streets will be laid out, aud other 
improvements made, costing iu the 
neighborhood of about $25,000. The 
transfer of this property fully shows that 
considerable development will take place 
iu Brookliue the coining spring, as it is 
ulso the intention of the company to 
oariy out the park aud boulevard im- 
provements, which have been uuder con- 
sideration for some lime past, by tbe 
residents of Brookliue. Tbe terms of 
transfer were private.

TIIE ADAMS SCHOOL QUESTION. 

ORBAT IN DIO NAT ION EXPRESSED AT 

WEDNESDAY EVRNISO’ft MEETING. 

Last Wednesday evening at Tretnont 
hall, the now famous d fficulty ov»r the 
Adams school existing between the sub- 
committee of the Newton School Board 
and t lie citizens of Newtonville, was 
fully discussed and resulted in the sub- 
committee coming in for some rather 
adverse criticism at the bards of tbe 
citizens. Tbe trouble which resulted in 
Wednesday evening’s mass meeting be- 
gan to brew some time ago and was occa- 
sioned by the ststed intention of the 
school committee that the new Adams 
school, cow nearing completion on Water- 
town stieet, should be reserved for tbe 
grammar grades of Ward 2 and that the 
younger children of the primary grades 
should continue to attend tbe old Adams 
school. The citizens bad all aioDg sup- 
posed that with tbe completion of tbe 
building, tbe old one would be 
abandoned, and tbe above statement of 
tbe school committee was received with 
surprise. A bearing was demanded and 
granted to a number of tbe leading pro- 
testants on Jan, 18, bnt in spite of all 
that was said, the committee took no 
steps in tbe matter, for tbe reasoD, it has 
been stated, that they did not consider 
tbe protests entered on the 18lb as repre- 
sentative of tbe feelings of Ward 2. 
Tbeir inaction quickly changed tbe sur- 
prise of tbe citizens to indignation, of 
which Wednesday evening’s meeting was 
tbe overflow. Ex-Alderman Chadwick 
presided and about 200 people were 
present, representing most of the parents 
in tbe district. 

Mr. T. Aubrey Byrne described the un- 
sanitary condition of tbe old building 
«nd criticised tbe local committee of tbe 
school board for not haviug investigated 
tbe matter and teported tbereor. He re- 
ferred to queotioLS be had put to the 
janitor of tfie old building in regard to 
cleaning tbe floors and closets, and bad 
beeu told that be bad never cleaned 
them and that be bad no soap or disin- 
fectants iu tfie building. 

Mr. Wallace C. Boydeo, a former mem- 
ber of the school committee, Baid it was 
understood that tbe buildiDg was to re- 
place tbe old one, which was to be sold, 
and asserted that that decision b*d been 
reached after long consideration and a 
full belief that tbe old building was in a 
thoroughly unsanitary condition and en- 
tirely unfit for further use. 

Mr. H. W. Pierce, sanitary engineer, 
repeated his condemnation of the buiid- 
icg, which he bad made at a former 
meeting. 

Mr. A. C. Leach reported that he bad 
wtitten to other towns and found that in 
roost of them the floors were washed 
with soap and disinfectants were used, 
aud that Newton was way behind the 
times in this respect. 

Mr, W. C. Gaudeiet said that the Hyde 
school could accommodate many more 
than the new Adams school, although it 
was o-* the same s :e. Tbcro was room 
enough tbero for aM tbe pupils. 

Dr. Baker told ot the unsanitary con-* 
ditiot* of tbe buildtog and the number of 
cases of illness that bad been traced 
there. Tbe «oil about tbe school was 
saturated with tilth, and be bad warned 
bis ^patients not to send tbeir children 
there. Tbe ventilation of the building 
was very imperfect. 

Dr. Talbot expressed much tbe same 
views as Dr. Baker. 

Ex Mayor Feu no said be bad under- 
stood that the Adams school was only to 
be used temporarily, and on that under- 
standing only he bad approved tbe order 
for its repair. 

Councilmau Ober said be tfiougbt the 
fire department ougbt to have iet the 
building bum down, aud be bad opposed 
its repair, although it was stated that it 
would only be used a short time. There 
was pieuly of room in the Lew building 
for all the cbtldreu.

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CITT GOVERNMENT. 

TT1F. COMMON COUNCIL IN 8K88ION — LAY 
TIIB CHARTER ORDKH ON THK TA11I.K — 
ADVERSE CRITICISM OF THE DOG MUZ- 
ZLING ORDER 


Tho call for the speoinl session of the 
board of aldermen fur last Monday even- 
ing having been recalled, tho common 
council wore the only body present. 
Papers from the previous meeting of the 
bond of aldermen were passed in con- 
currence uutil tho order appropriation 
$200 for ihe enforcement of the recent 
order of the cattle commissioners rela- 
tive to the muzzling of dogs was reached. 

Councilman Cranitch here arose and 
stnted that he thought that such au 
ordor was a farce, and ho could not vote 
to appropriate any money for any such 
an object. He was seconded in his views 
by Councilman Hutchinson. 

Councilman Sprague did not think that 
the order could be carried out, but when 
informed to tho contrary by the agent of 
the board of health, ho stated that he 
did not think it would be well to oppose 
tho cattle commissioners by refusing to 
make the needed appropriation. He 
thought it would be well to make sure 
for a certainty whether the commission- 
ers could enforce the order before the 
council bogan to butt against them. 

Councilman Cranitch thought that 
there was no need of making the appro- 
priation, as he thought it was tho busi- 
ness of the police to see that the order 
was eufoiced. The clerk here iuforraed 
the councilman that the police had been 
acting under orders from the board of 
health and that tho appropriation was 
necessary for supplying the police with 
dog chains, transferring the dogs, print- 
ing, etc. A vote by hand on the order 
resulting in a tie, President Wing cast 
his vote in the affirmative. 

THK NEW CHARTER 

wa9 the next item to cause debate. Last 
week Monday a meeting of both hoards 
was held, and it was intended that both 
boards should consider tho charter, aud 
while tho aldermen were debating upon 
it the council adjourned, but in the mean 
time the mayor petitioned the legislature* 
This was done without the knowledge of 
the council, but had they not adjourned 
they would have been giveu time to have 
passed upon the action of the mayor. 

Councilman Parker said that he had 
had a conversation with one of our legis- 
lative members several days ago and 
that he had been informed that if the 
new charter was not presented within a 
few days it would not be considered. He 
personally thought it would be unbecom- 
ing of them, the couucil, as a body, to 
rush the charter through without asking 
any questions in regard to it. He hoped 
that hasty action would not be taken 
and that the order would not prev ail. 

Councilman Hutchinson, one of the 
special committee, stated that he regret- 
ted that the charter should have come 
up in any such condition as it did, but 
that was uo fault of the committee. The 
committeo had given the matter a good 
deal of thought, and he knew of no rea- 
son why the council should oppose it. 
The matter was no uew thing as it had 
been talked of for two years back, and it 
was about time that it was brought be- 
fore the legislature. It had been stated 
that the mayor had petitioned the legis- 
lature without permission of the couucil, 
but if the council had not adjourned last 
Monday night it would not have goue 
through without their couseut. He 
thought that it was not showing respect 
to the committee to attempt to sit dowu 
on it, and that the best thing that they 
could do was tv grant the mavor the 
authority to carry the measure through. 

Councilman Crauitch said he had no 
desire to criticize the committee, but it 
seemed curious that an order should be 
passed without giviug the council time 
to consider it. They had had the old 
charter for Beveral years a id uo one had 
asked for a ch urge. He thought that it 
should not be rushed througn, but they 
should be giveu more time to consider it. 
He did not w u nt to vote for a thing 
which he only half understood, aud he 
did not believe in rushing it through 
now. He undeistood that the Republi- 
can Ward and City Committee wished 
the order oanied through. They had 
been given plenty of time to consider the 
matter, and he saw no reasou why the 
council should not be given time also. 
He saw no use iu putting iu a oill to the 
legislature which would surely he killed 
by either that body or the people, as 
they would be given a chance to vote 
upon it. He thought it would be tiest to 
get a bill drafted that could live, as 
otherwise a bad refleoiiou would he cast 
on the counoil. 

Councilman Hutchinson said that it 
would tie impossible lor the committee 
to draft au order which would be favored 
by all the citizens, as there were sure to 
be some kickers no matter what was 
done. So far from rushing the matter 
through, it had been uuder considera- 
tion tor a long time and the committee 
had done all the work on it that was re- 
quired or expected. 

Councilman Parker said that with all 
duo respect for the committee, he did 
not think that they should pu r through 
an older which was brought up at the 
time the new board was going into office 
aud the old hoard going out. It would 
n it be ptoper lie felt to bring tho matter 
before the legist iiuro without further 
c •usideration. He had been informed 
that if il was presented to that h idy iu 
an impelled state that it would not go 
througii at all; he was opposed to it very 
strongly. 

Councilman Crauitch said he did not 
wish the committee to think that iu 
speaking as he had, that he inferred that 
they hud not given the matter all due 
consideration. He had no doubt but 
what they had giveu the matter their 
consideration, hut he did not feel that 
the council as u body had. 

Couucilmau Sprague said that iu de- 
fence of the committee he would like to 
stute that all the bungles made iu the 
charter were uot the laultof the commit- 
tee, Tho mistakes had been made after 
the mutter had left the hands of the 
committee aud the errors found were 
not there when tho copy had left the 
hands of the committee. It had heeu 
stated that the charter would create a 
board of public works, it would do no 
such thing but leave to the council the 
priviledge to p»u« or reject any older 
aud also appropriate money, then the 
board would execute the work. The only 
chauge which he thought would be well 
to make was that suggested by Alder- 
man Noyes. His plau would create a 
board of public works with all its good 
features aud eliminate the bad. It had 
been suggested that tho Ward and City 
Committee wished the order passed 
with ooi tain changes. As far as the 
Waid and City Committee w as concerned, 
if they desired any changes, their best 


plan would bo to go to the legislature 
and not como to tho council. It was a 
political question and not a municipal 
one. 

Councilman llailcy said that while it 
was true that the press had Rtatcd that 
tho cliartor was full of ertors, that they 
had not specified any one iu particular. 
It also seemed queer to him why those 
who were opposed to it should be ..o 
anxious to have it defeated in the coun 
cil. If It was not all right it would uo 
doubt be defeated by the people when 
brought before them, 

C uncilman Stearns expressed himself 
ns dissatisfied in sending to the legisla- 
ture a charter which was sure to be 
killed. A great deal was done in coun- 
cil of which the members did not undor- 
stnnd the detail, but he thought that be- 
fore passing such an important measure 
that they should thoroughly understand 
what they were doing. 

By request the charter was re..d 
through by the clerk and nt the conclu- 
sion on a motion of Councilmau Parker, 
was tabled.

Single Tax ns a Fiscal Rcforn. 

This was tho subject of Mrs.TwltcheH’s 
address at Mr. Fillobrown’s on Ticsday 
evening. She first gavo a brief rttmmo 
of our present system of raising roMsnue, 
saying, nearly all are agreod tin#, the 
presont method of taxation is wrong, 
wasteful, unequal, unjust nnd one <jf tho 
chief sources of politionl corruptioi; yet 
tho vory people who hold those Hews, 
theoretically, hardly realize their full im- 
port, failing to see bow vital to their own 
highest interests would bo a just system 
of taxation. The long and bitter strugglo 
of mankind for ceuturies to secure con- 
stitutional government has boon obtained 
at gro it cost of property nnd sacrifice of 
many lives, yet so inviolable nnd bo 
sacred is that right held today that even 
at such cost it scorns cheap. Now if 
there is oue principle more fully estab- 
lished by this thau another, it is tho 
right of the people to tax themnelves, yet 
slowly but surely this right is slipping 
from the people into the hands of trusts 
and monopolies, built up either by our 
federal government by its system of iu- 
direct taxation, or our municipal aud 
state gov&rnmeutB by our giving to 
specinl privilege, free franchise. Charles 
the First lost his head for infringing up- 
on this constitutional right of the people 
and the name of Hampden is synonymous 
with liberty bocauso he resisted tbe ship 
money, yet everywhere today in foderal, 
state and in municipal government 
monopoly, corporate industry uro gain- 
ing control and using tho machinery of 
government to tax tho people for their 
own benefit. The representatives of the 
people after a long and bitter struggle 
passed tho Wilson bill, which was de- 
feated by tho Sugar Trust. It is a viola- 
tion of the laws of our land for corporate 
industry to combine to raise the price of 
auy of tho necessaries of life, the 
penalty for which is flue and imprison- 
ment, yet such things are of common 
occurrence. It is contrary to law for 
railroads to make discriminating rates, 
but tho powor of money iu some of our 
state legislatures is stronger than the 
voice of the people. 

Jn municipal goyernment atdormen 
either unthinkingly or unscrupously are 
voting away the people’s rights to the 
public streets, to oorpoiate industry aud 
so by such means special privilege in 
federal, state aud municipal government 
has already usurped tho power to tax the 
people, using tho machinery of govern- 
ment as a cat’s paw to eurich itself. 
Occasionally the people rise in their 
wrath and threaten to break the machine 
and sometimes a spasm of virtue spreads 
itself over our oultured Christian com- 
munity and ‘ the rascals” are turned out 
tor a season ; thus vengeance is meted out 
not upon tbe real culprit, monopo y, but 
upou its instrument, the political ma- 
chine. So loug as government lends its 
taxing power to enrich monopoly there 
will always be found men who can bo 
bribed. But people everywhere are be- 
giuuiug to ask “out of whom come all 
this mouoy for such extravagauoe iu 
government?” what is a franchise, aud to 
whom does it belong? The school master 
is abroad, .the masses at least are learn- 
ing and soon truth will be stronger thau 
corruption. Tho great burden of taxa- 
tion rests today upon tbe very poor, 
(those who think they pay no taxes be 
cause they own no property) a,nd also up- 
on the middle class. The question of 
questions now before the people is how 
to tax the millionaires. Au attempt was 
nia -e in Ihe income tax which was de 
dared to be unconstitutional. This 
shows that the lino of battle is already 
drawn up with special priviege. such as: 
indirect taxation, corrupt governments, 
free franchises, etc., on the one side, and 
nomocracy, equal lights and equal privi- 
leges ou the other. One or the other of 
these two lines must give way; either 
democracy will go down before monopo- 
ly or the power of plutocracy will give 
way to a higher civiiiz ition. 

The single tax is far more just and 
more powerful thau tho income tax. It 
will not only break all the trustH built up 
tty indirect taxatiou, aud tax the fian- 
cbises b ick to the people, but will return 
to the poople tbeir right to tax them 
solves, and gr.*aly purify politics. Tue 
single tax is mo tern, it is democratic, it 
is not »u arbitrary system of taxation, 
but is Nature’s method of distributing 
the production of wealth back to those 
who produce it. 

Mrs. Twitchell closed by making a 
strong appeal to all who loved their 
country aud cherished liberty, to all who 
professed to bo lollowers of Christ to 
take this cross of a new crusade agaius.

Mr. Nathan Matthews* Sr., on Taxa- 
tion. 

To the Editor of the Transcript :— 

Tho tax reformers ato making a groat 
effort to exempt all porsonal property 
from taxation, and to put the whole tax 
on real estato. This would exompt the 
personal property of tho rich, and put 
tho burden to a large extent on the real 
estate of the poor. I am in favor of 
exempting all State, effy and county 
bonda which shall bo hereafter issued, 
as the money could then bo obtained at 
a much lower rate of interest. Why 
should the gas aud electrio companies, 
the Leather and Sugar trusts, the bank- 
ers, and the largo dry goods bouses like 
Jordan, Marsh & Co,, C. F. Hovey & Co , 
and R. H. White & Co., be exempted; or 
why exempt ony stocks of goods? These 
bankers and merchants probably get 
more thau double the income on a given 
sum than do the owners of real estate. 
When capitalists could let their money 
at aix or eight per cent, thi: ty or forty 
yoars ngu, on good notes or personal 
property, improved real estate rented to 
pay an average of six percent, while at 
tho present time real estate in this city 
will uot average much more than four 
per cent, iucome, after payiug taxes. 

To exempt personal property will in- 
crease tho tax on real estate from 1 28 
per 1CCD, to about l.CI, which the 
millionaire real estate owners can stand, 
but there is no justice in such a law, 
aud those that will suffer the most will 
be the middle class of the people, the 
farmors, mechanics, laborers nnd others 
who own the houses which they live in. 
There are 300 persons, corpoiatious and 
trustees who pay a personal tax on from 
$IC ),C )0 to $2.2‘>0,0( ), and them are 
others who pay on from $1C JO to $10 - 
0C3. If a person hrx money loaned out 
on notes or other personal property, why 
should he not pay bis share of the taxes? 
It is said that the tax on porsonal prop- 
erty drives out of the State manufactur- 
ing establishments. If this is so, then 
lit a iaw be passed to exempt all person- 
al property of manufacturers.

Bewick’s vignettes of old horses or un- 
happy donkeys, huddled together in driv- 
ing showers on some bleak common, ex- 
press a vast amount of animal misery 
in an iuch of woodcut. It seems strange 
that no animal, unless it bo the squirrel, 
seems to build itself a shelter with tho 
express object of keeping off tho rain, 
which they all so much dislike. 

Monkeys are miserable in wet and 
could easily build shelters if they had 
tho sense to do so. “As tho creatures 
bop disconsolately along in the rain,”

But even the oraug outnng, which 
builds a small platform in the trees ou 
which to sleep at night, never seems to 
think of a roof, though tho Dyaks say 
that when there is much rain it covers 
itself with the leuves of tho pandanus, 
a largo fern. — Exchange. 


JACK RABBITS FOR COURSING. 

Rnlcl to lie OrfBtly Ntiporlor to th* English 
Haro For That Purpose. 

Tho sport of rabbit coursing is receiv- 
ing a now impetus since the Kansas 
black tailed jack rabbit has entered tho 
arena. Not until quite recently has the 
coursing fraternity been awaro of tho 
groat superiority of tho jack over tho 
cotton tail rabbit or tho English bare for 
this purpose. Kansas jack rabbits aro 
now greatly in demand, both in this 
country and in England, and livn ones 
command a good prico. Tho difficulty in 
catching them alivo is vory great, and 
only one man in Kansas, so far ns 
known, lias given his undivided atten- 
tion to tho work. 

Charles Fayne, familiarly known 
throughout the west us a hunter and 
plainsman, has been a jack rabbit en- 
thusiast for yoars, and it is largely 
through bis efforts thnt the^moritsof the 
animal for coursing purposes have bo- 
como so generally recognizod. Tho enp- 
turo of live jacks involves tho purchase 
of a great deal of expensive parapher- 
nalia. Mr. Payno has two nets made of 
seine twine, 5 feet in hoight, which, 
when both nro extended, reach almost 
across a section, and made expressly for 
catching live jacks. His mothod of en- 
trapping the live jacks is unique. It is 
his usual custom, when preparing for 
the raid upon tho rabbits, to advertise 
among the farmer boys the day upon 
which tho jack rabbit drivo is to take 
place. 

At the appointed timo hundreds of 
country boys, mounted on ponies, flock 
to the rendezvous, armed with fog horns, 
drums, bells and anything elso that will 
mako discordant music. They are de 
ployed in a semicircular line two miles 
in front of the net, and at a given sig- 
nal from tho marshal of tho day tho line 
moves toward the net, each man making 
all the noise possible. If the hunting 
grounds have been well solected, tho 
horsemen will have no trouble 
“bouncing” rabbits innumerable, nnd 
ns they scamper away toward the net, 
followed pollmell by the eager farmer 
boys, the scene is one of great anima 
tiou. 

Tho rabbits, if they do not become 
confused by tho noise and excitement, 
bound away toward tho net at almost 
lightning speed, and many of them 
striko the not so hard that they break 
their necks. Those that survive tho shock 
scamper into the pockets which are in 
geniously arranged for their reception, 
and for them the jig is up. Rabbits 
sometimes die of fright, not having suf- 
ficient strength to make tho race for life. 

These rabbit drives are among the most 
popular sports in which the prairie 
farmers indulge, and it is customary for 
tho organizer of tho drivo to provide a 
bounteous spread for liis gratuitous 
helpers. — Philadelphia Times. 

A Doctor’* Discomfort In a High Place. 

Some of the patients of one of the 
prominent physicians in Dorchester are 
getting well pretty rapidly these days 
under the influence of a joke which 
they have recently heard regarding their 
Aesculapius. ’ It seems that this doctor 
has a horror of high places and is al 
ways dizzy when on lofty buildings. 
Not long ago f onto relatives from Eng 
land visited nim and suggested a trip 
to Bunker Hill, and, in common with 
about one-half of tho population of Bos- 
ton, the doctor was not only forced to 
acknowledge that ho had never been to 
the top of tho monument, but was 
obliged to accompany his guests to the 
summit of the granite shaft. It cannot 
be ascertained whether the porsons whom 
they found there had ever heard of the 
doctor before, but ho had not been there 
many minutes when one of tho strangers 
was beard to remark that the sun had 
such an influence ou the monument that 
ou warm days it warped it. This was 
enough for the doctor, and, with a part- 
ing remurk that he would see his friends 
at the base, he beut a busty retreat, go- 
ing dow’n, it is said, four steps at a 
time and not feeling safe until ho had 
run out on tho lawn about tho mouu- 
meut far enough to get out of the way 
in caso it fell. The jokoof it all is that 
tbo doctor, in a state of absentmiuded- 
ness told the story himself, and now, 
much to L#i chagrin, his patients are 
laughing themselves into good health.

Sterling Klliott whs born in Michigan 
in 1802. Bis father whh a miller, which 
may In a mnasuro account for tho natur- 
good-natured wny in which the 
younger Elliott has ever accepted life. 

At tho age of 10 he went away from 
homo to learn tho carriage builders’ 
trade. Tho concentration of purpose 
and tho ability to fulfil it which have 
marked his later years was shown at this 
early age, for at the end of eleven months 
he was foreman of a factory of consider- 
able pretensions. 

At one time he was associated with 
Thomas B. Jeffrey, now Gormully & 
ffrey, in tho manufacture ot one of bis 
inventions, now used by all leading car- 
riage builders, and known as the Elliott 
dash stitching machine. 

He afterwards designed the only suc- 
cessful machine that has ever tied a 
square knot in a thread. 

One of bis most notable inventions was 
the monster electric chronograph for 
timing races to tbo sixtieth of a second. 

The pneumatic trotting sulky, now so 
universally used, was designed by Mr. 
Elliott. On this idea alone he lias seveu- 
leen pateuts, infringements on some of 
which aro the occasion of cases now in 
court. 

The Elliott wooden wheel bicycle, 
manufactured at his Newton factoiy, 
was one ot bis inventions, sold aftei a 
time to the Pope Manufactudng Com- 
pany. 

More than forty patents on smaller de- 
vices have been taken out by him. 
Many of these inventions are standard 
goods in the market at the present day. 

llis liking for mechanical study and 
bis achievements in that field have been 
no more marked than the individualism 
he has shown in the less material but 
equally as forceful world of thought. In 
akogether unpretentious and inci- 
dental way he addresses tbe public with 
voice nnd pen, and t he public has iu- 
sisted ou investing him with a breadth 
of pleasing, homely, convincing philoso- 
phy, tbe possession of which he in- 
nocently confesses he is not aware of. 
Whether he is discussing tbe correct 
gearing of a bicycle or the proper con- 
trol of tho League of American Wheel 
men, he uses tho expressions and the 
illustrations th*t make it more easy to 
believe than to doubt him. 

Interest in bicycling and good roads 
dates back half a score of years, aud he 
has ever been an intelligent counsellor 
and an active, ardeut champion ot the 
cause on any and every occasion. He 
has been a league member for ten years 
and a member of tbe Massachusetts 
board of officers for six years. He was 
chairman of tbe national highway com- 
mittee during 1804 and has been a mem- 
ber of the uational assembly since 1890. 

In 1894 Mr. Elliott was made chief con- 
sul of Massachusetts, receiving the 
unanimous vote of the division, and in 
November last was re-elected in the same 
mauner to serve during tbe present year.

THE DOG MUZZLING ORDER. 

The Common Council expressed the 
general s ntiment in regard to the order 
of the cattle commissioners, that all dogs 
shall bo muzzled for three months, and 
it is one of the most unpopular orders 
ever issued. Many think that the cattle 
commissioners have exceeded their au- 
thority. and an attempt may be made to 
test the constitutionality of the order. 

The places to be affected by the order 
were selected iu a very arbitrary manner. 
For instance, Boston was left out, al- 
though the Brighton district was as apt 
to have been visited by the two alleged 
mad dogs, as any parts of Newtou, and 
one of them was killed in West Roxbury, 
which is also left out of the order. Wal- 
tham is another place that is left out, 
although it borders both on Newton and 
Watertown. 

It is au interesting question what will 
be done with dogs from Boston aud Wal- 
tham should they venture to cross over 
the line into Newton, as dogs will. 
Their owners have not violated any law, 
and it is said that should such dogs be 
impounded by the Newton police, their 
owners could not only not be touched, 
but they could recover full damages for 
the interference with their animals. 
This will make an interesting question 
for the police to study up, in their vaca- 
tion from burgular scares, to find out 
just what the law is in the matter, and 
also how to tell at a glance Waltham and 
Boston dogs from those of Newtou. 

The muzzling order is evidently well 
known to the thieving fraternity, as since 
it was passed, their visits here have been 
numerous, and they evidently rely on the 
fact that a muzzle will so break the 
spirit of any dog that he is of no use as a 
means of protection against burglars. 
The cattle commissioners can not be ac- 
cused of course of collusion with the 
midnight burglars, unless some talented 
member of the profession hypnotized 
the board and so induced them to pass 
the order by “suggestion.” Such things 
are frequently done in novels, aud the 
adepts in hypnotism are said to have 
such extensive powers that such a theory 
is not at all improbable. 

If these burglarious visits to Newtou 
hous 8 aud buildings are to continue, 
the only thing for the citizens to do 
seems to be to buy a good watch dog, 
and petition the commissioners to rescind 
their order, or at least suspend it until 
the danger is over. Perhaps, if the dogs 
were ex imined daily by a dog doctor, or 
expert veterinarian, and furnished a 
clean bill of health, the commissioners 
might allow the muzz’e to be left oil. 

They do not order all the cows iu the 
suburbs to bo killed, because they have 
found one case of tuberculosis in Itevere, 
for instance, and it is much easier to de- 
tect hydrophobia than the other disease. 
Even those m >st afraid of mad dogs 
kuow that the disease does not appear 
without sufficient warning, the dog be- 
ing ill for a week or more beforehand, so 
that a proper inspection would be a much 
more sensible method, aud besides, if a 
dug was really and thoroughly road, the 
best wiie muzzle would not be much of a 
protection. Besides, the dog that created 
th i excitement iu Newton is kuowti to 
have bitten a number oi other dogs, and 
nothing has come of it, although time 
euough has elapsed for all of them to 
have had the disease. 


SOME SCHOOL STATISTICS. 

A comparison oi our High school with 
those of Worcester, Cambridge uud 
S cmerville, gives some interesting figures. 
In our school we have 028 pupils, 20 
teachers, with salaries of $28,205, aud an 
aveiage cost of $01.11 to a pupil. 

InSimerville, the pupils number Oil, 
teachers 14, salaries $15,150, and average 
cost $31.34 

In Worcester the High school is di- 
vided into the English High and the 
Classical High, aud these schools 
staud more nearly ou a level with ours. 
Iu the Classical High, the pupils are 704; 
teachers, 22; salaries, $24,450; total cost 
$30,701.31; average cost per pupil, $50.08. 
Iu the Euglish High there are 050 pupils; 
20 teachers; salaries, $25,050; total cost, 
$35,803; uud average cost per scholar, 
$50 87. 

There is the same division iu Cam 
bridge. Iu the Euglish High there are 
700 pupils, 21 teach tra; salaries $23,051; 
uud the average is reckoned only from 
the salaries, aud uot from the total cost, 
which is uot giveu. The average cost 
per pupil is stated to be $32 51. In the 
Latiu High, the uumber ot pupils is 308; 
teachers 12; salaries $14,350.00, aud aver 
age cost pet pupil $30.02. 

These give some idea of what causes 


tho difference in cost of tho Newton 
II igh school. Wo pay about the same, 
within $000, for 20 teachers that Worces- 
ter pay* for 20; and $12,800 more for our 
2) than Cambridge p «ys for 21. Worces- 
ter lists 20 teachers for 050 pupils in its 
E iglisli High and 22 teachers for 704 
pupils in its Classical High. Cambridge 
h is 21 teachors for 700 pupils In its Etig- 
lidi High and 12 teachers for 803 pupils 
l in its Litin High. Somerville has only 
14 teachers for 041 pupils, according to 
the school report of 1804, but last year It 
divided its High school into two depart. 

; moots, and opened a now English High 
I school building. 

Worcester and Cambridge both stand 
very high in regard to the excellent 
fitting pupils desiring to enter collego 
receive, yet either city has a salary list a 
good deal smaller than ours. In both 
the principals receive $3,000. In Newtou 
I $3,2»0 is paid. 

In Newton tboro are fivo male teachers 
at $2,000; two lady teachers at $1,200; 
! and seven at $1,000, the others receiving 
8000 and $800. 

In Cambridge one male teacher in tlio 
I Latin and two in the English are paid 
$2,000, and one in each receives $1,200. 
The highest price paid lady teachers in 
the Latin is $050; and in the English 
High there are two at $1,050, two at 
$1,000, and the next highest price is 
$950. 

In Worcester,’ the sub-master in the 
Classical gets $2 300, in the English 
$2,000. In the former two male teachers 
get $1,090, two $l,4o0,two $1,000, one Udy 
teacher gets $1,000 and the others from 
$000 to $500. In the English, two male 
teachers get $1,200, two $1,000, two 
ladies $1,000, and the others from $900 to 
$500. 

The above statistics may bs dry read- 
ing, but they explain the greater cost of 
our High school to be due in part to our 
having more and higher salaried teach- 
ers than the High schools of other cities. 


The citizens who started out to give 
the High school a thorough cleaning 
with soap and water, desks and all, have 
succeeded iu their eff >rts, no difficulty 
being experienced in raising the m >ney 
needed for the purpose, and feel well 
satisflod that they have inaugurated a 
much needed reform, In these days of 
microbes, and germs and bacilli, school 
houses of all buildings should received a 
thorough cleaning at frequent intervals, 
out of regard to the health of the teach- 
ers aud pupils, aud that the work has 
uot been doue before by the city is due, 
we suppose, to the fact that the school 
board tries to shift everything they can 
ou to the public properly committee, 
aud the public property committee think 
it is part of the work of tho school com- 
mittee, which they ought to pay for, 
aud tho result is that nothing is doue. 
But now that citizens have taken the 
matter up, it will not be allowed to drop, 
aud some of the mothers even go so far 
as to say that the school rooms will be 
well scrubbed, if they have to do it 
themselves. We may uot be able to 
build uew buildings all at once, but the 
old buildiugs should certainly be kept 
cleaD, and healthful, aud this is only 
possible by a liberal use of soap and hot 
water. 


Tiie great fight over the presidency of 
the L. A. W. was ended Tuesday by the 
election of Sterling Elliott, by a vote of 
104 to 73 for Willison. It was a lively 
struggle but the Massachusetts men com- 
bined with New York aud Ooiu, and so 
carried the day. Mr. Elliott is a hustler, 
aud his election will mean a great boom 
for the L. A. W. and the introduction of 
business like methods. Secretary Abbott 
Bassett, who is also a Newton man, 
showed that tho league membership is 
40,042, au increase over the previous 
year. Now that Newtou has two such 
high offi rials, cycling ought to boom in 
this city, aud Newton can be expeoteJ to 
set a pattern in the way of goud roids 
for all other cities to follow. It might 
be mentioned in this connection, that it 
costs two doll irs to join the L A. W., 
aud members receive all the league pub- 
lications, including the L. A. W. Bulle- 
tin, of which Mr. E liott is editor, pub 
lished weekly; road mips, etc., aud that 
league members receive a discount at all 
the league hotels. Applications can be 
sent to E. P. Burnham, consul for New- 
tou.

John J. McCormick, Prescott K. Hall, 
Albert N. Lincoln, Desmond Fitzgerald, 
John F. Noyes aud Osborn Howes. 
Clemeut K Fay represented the remon- 
strants, who will be heard uext Wednes- 
eveuiog. 


Electrici rv as a motive power is to 
bo applied to tho Dedham branch of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford rail- 
road, and more frequent trains will be 
run. This is said to he due to the 
success of the Nautaskct brauch, aud the 
Boston & Albany will have another op- 
portunity to see how successful snob a 
system would prove ou the Newton Cir- 
cuit. The New Ilavuu road is showing 
a very progressive spirit, and some think 
it would not he such u bad tbiog for that 
road to secure control of the very con- 
servative Bostn i & Albany.

SHOOTING STARS. 

now Thcsn Odil mill I'rrntlc Ilaby Planet* 
llluze Hint Darken. 

The shooting star is mi oddity of tho 
very oddest kind. It is a world of itself 
— a miniature plnnot — probably not 
larger than tho papier macho globe ou 
yonr study table or tho rubber ball 
with which tho schoolboys piny “threo 
cornered cat,” hut it is a world just the 
snmo. These baby planets aro not al- 
ways round, as planets nro generally 
supposed to be, but are known to be in 
dll sorts of queer shapes. S ine nro 
fqnnro, others octagonal; some irregu- 
lar and ninny comorod, while one is oc- 
casionally met with which is smooth 
ns a brick or n cement paving stone. 
Probnbly yon linvo uover heard of a 
mnu (or woman either, for that matter) 
“mooting with” a shooting star in any 
of his wanderings. Let us see how such 
a thing might be possible. 

The shooting star is originally a min- 
iature world, revolving nronud the sun 
with ns much regularity as the enrth, 
Jupiter, Venus or Mars. It keops up 
this unerring flight thousands or oven 
millions of yonrs. Finally it reaches the 
limit of its existence. Suddenly and 
perhaps without any visible cause it 
shoots off at n tangent. It is now a 
“shooting star.” Formerly it was a 
world, but oven now it is not bright as 
other stars are. Let us see what will 
cause it to “flame up like a gigantic 
torch in tho heavens. ” This particular 
body that we are talking about shot off 
from its orbit in the direction of onr 
earth. Its speed is not less than 20 
miles n second, probably five times that. 

In the great outer sea of space it en- 
counters no resistance to its headlong 
flight. But wait. It is nearing the en- 
velope of atmosphere which surrounds 
our globe. What will be the result when 
it comes in contact with “the nir wo 
breathe?” The first stratum it strikes 
is so attenuated that its resistance is 
very slight. Yet tho friction is great 
enough to instantly raise the tempera- 
ture of the falling world. Within the 
hundredth part of a second the dense 
stratum of atmosphere has been encoun- 
tered. The flight of tho little world is 
now perceptibly checked, the result be- 
ing n sudden firing of the mineral mat- 
ters in the stone. There is an instanta- 
neous burst of light, and then we see 
the doomed representative of the minia- 
ture planets iu all its meteoric splendor. 
Possibly the streak of fire it leaves 
athwart the heavens will not appear to 
be more than a few hundred feet long. 
Certainly it will bo thin and short if 
the little world was uot larger than a 
football — because it will bo almost in- 
stantly consumed ns soou ns it strikes 
the denser portions of the atmosphere. 
On the other hand, if this world which 
has so suddenly come to au end was as 
largo ns a good sized barn when it start- 
ed, fragments of it weighing from 10 to 
1,000 pounds may reach the enrth. It 
is from these fragments that we learn 
tho shape and composition of tho aerial 
phenomenon referred to as “shooting 
stars.” — St. Louis Republic.

Newton Federation of Women's Clubs. 

Some explanation is called for con- 
cerning a report made to tho Federation 
by the municipal committee and priuted 
in a recent isHtio of this papei. Stric- 
tures has been rondo upon tho report iu 
various quarters; its purpose has been 
miHapprohendod, and the report- itself 
misrepresented by its oritics. 

The Federation is made up of clubs 
from the various villages of the city. 
Tho municipal committee is charged 
with the duty of discovering the needs 
and aids to good municipal governniout, 
with a view to helping in all practicable 
ways, to advance the financial, icsthetlc 
and moral excellence of our city. 

Several visits were made to the police 
stations iu the differout wards of the 
city, by members of the committee. 
Their object being to ascertain the sani- 
tary and other conditions of the stations 
and to learn if, as had been frequently 
urged by thoughtful persons, thero was 
real need of a matron or woman proba- 
tion officer to care for women and minors 
brought into court, or detained to await 
trial. 

Their roport was presented to the 
council of tho Federation on the ninth of 
December, and accepted. It created so 
much interest that a wish was expressed 
that all club members could hear it. 

It was tlion voted to print it, but with 
tho understanding that it should first bo 
shownfor approval to Borne responsible 
person in authority who knew’ the facts 
intimately. It was so shown and ap- 
proval expressed, 

Oj tho minor points the committee 
was mistaken. Tho cells iu West New- 
ton are not below Cherry street level. 
But they were entered from Washington 
street aud tho writor of the report, who 
is not a West Newtou woman familiar 
with its streets, naturally compared 
their level with the grade of Washington 
street from which she entered. 

.As to any want of blankets, the visit 
to Nonantum was made in warm weather 
and no blankets were observed, but their 
absence was not noticod iu any fault- 
finding spirit (see report) At that sea- 
son no blankots were needed. 

Iu the entire report, the writer states 
what she saw and what she thought 
would interest, just ns she would de- 
scribe a visit to Sherborn or to the Stnte 
House. In all their visits, the ladies 
were treated with the utmost courtesy, 
and their good opinion of the oflicers 
was greatly strengthened by their visit. 
They believe the officers to bo kind nnd 
considerate to persons under arrest, nnd 
that those persons who have trespassed 
the law are as comfortably provided for 
as they deserve. Their wish was not to 
provide mote physical comfort for the 
criminal, but to give moral and spiritual 
help to such as would receive it. Can 
any one deny the need of this? Newton 
should be well plensed with her police 
force, and it is hoped that she will give 
her officiils every means to properly and 
comfortably to themselves, perform their 
responsible duties. 

Some cases were cited, not to find 
fault with tbe arrest of the parties, no 
doubt it was well to arrest them, but to 
show tbe need of a judicious matron who 
could, upon call, care for, advise and 
direct the culprits. In the absence of 
such as offi rial Mrs. Martin, secretary 
and agent of onr As.tciuted Charities, 
was lately called three times in two 
weeks to attend upon women or children 
arrested or detained. During the pa6t 
year fifty-eight women were brought be- 
fore the court and twenty-seven were put 
into the lock up. A large number of 
minors were also brought before the 
court. 

There is no member of the committee 
or ot the council who would wish to 
autagonise the city goverment or any of 
its officials. In the investigation and in 
the report, both the committee and the 
couuoil were moved by the simple desire 
to d > what they could to help our city to 
attain aud to keep a high rank amoug 
other municipalities.

A DROP OF BLOOD.

In 1775 tho brigantine Governor Clin- 
ton left Philadelphia loaded with flour 
for Spanish Town, Jamaica. It was tho 
15tli of December, aud Captniu Ira 
Diako, her commander, expected to eat 
bis Now Yoar’s dinner ou tho island. 
Everything wns suspicions, and with a 
northwest wind he sailed down tho river. 
He remurked long after that he felt un- 
usually flurried by his parting with Mrs. 
Drake uud his daughter Emma, on the 
wharf, bat not being of an imaginative 
turn of mflud the impressions passed, 
and he saw the tall poplurs and red 
roofed farmhouses iu tho Neck fade 
away undor the winter sunset with pro- 
fessional indifference. 

Tho Governor Clinton wns only 480 
tons, uud she loft port in company with 
20 othors, foreign bound, most of them 
square rigged. At the present time thero 
aro only two ships owned in Philadel- 
phia, aud neither sails from here. 

Mrs. Drake aud Emma walkod up 
Second stroet to their home, which was 
iu tho houso then a two story, afterward 
tbo tea storo of the late eccentric John 
Lumond, who died a few mouths ago. 
To bo a captain’s wifu iu those days 
was to hold social position next below 
tho magnates of Society Hill, and Cap- 
tnin Drake wus reported a prosperous 
man. 

“Mother,” said the daughter, “do 
you feel any unusual anxiety iu parting 
with father this voyage?” 

“No, my dear. Don’t let such things 
get into your mind. ” 

“Yes, but tho Aggy Slade has been 
out over 00 days, aud she’s bound for 
Jamaica too. Poor Mrs. Folsom is just 
wild about lier husband. Howl do wish 
father would give up the sea aud stay 
ashoroi” 

Shipmasters’ wives had to have stout 
hearts iu those days ; there wero perils 
ou tho sea then that are unknown now. 
A West India voyage meant poor 
charts, dodging among the reefs und 
keys of tho Bahama banks, northers, 
hurricanes and more deadly assaults 
from the desperate ruffians that infested 
the coast of Cuba aud were secretly up- 
held by the Spanish authorities, who 
shared their plunder, and at this time 
both Tardy and the La Fittes were 
known to be cruising in the gulf. 

Christmas passed, aud as New Yoar’s 
enmo ou u feeling of uneasiness aud 
dread entered into tho Drake household. 
Emma hud un additional sourco of aux- 
iety. Sum Spain, although only 24, wus 
first officer of tho Governor Clinton uud 
a splendid specimen of tho American 
sailor, uud before this voyage ho aud 
Emma had exchanged vows. And so 
poor Emma fretted and mudo her moth- 
er anxious. 

New Year’s day, 1790, was cold, 
blustering and sleety, and after attend- 
ance at early mass at St. Joseph’s 
both women sat down to breakfast. 

“For tlie Lord’s sako, Emma, don’t 
tell me anything about your dreums. 
You make me nervous. Your fatkor aud 
tho brig are all right, and when the 
Quickstep comes iu we’ll hear from 
Spanish Town. She sails from thero to- 
day. ” 

“But, mother, there is something iu 
droams, nud I never had such dreadful 
ones before, nilcl you know — good God, 
what is that?” Aud tho girl’s voice 
aroso to a scream. “Oh, mothor! Ou 
your hand, on your hand !” 

The mother looked and grew pale as 
deuth. Thero ou hor plump, white hand 
was a drop of ruddy blood. Sho mur- 
mured, "Maybe I pricked myself with 
tho fork.” And with a shudder she 
wiped away the dreud token. But 
there wus no wound, tho skin being 
unbroken. “There, there, it has come 
again. Oh, mothor, let’s pray ! My dour 
father and Sam are iu peril. I know it 
I fool it.” 

And they knelt and with heads bowed 
down prayed to him who rules tbo winds 
and tempests to spare their loved ones 
ou the sou. 

Tho Governor Clinton was uu old tub 
uud did hor host when sho roelod off 
eight knots ou a bowline, but this time, 
under a fair northeust wind, sho was 
outting a feather through tho waves of 
tho Bahama banks on tho 19th of Do 
comber. Horo hor good luck ended. A 
norther set in, driving them 200 miles 
off thoir course, aud thou head winds 
blow’ for u week, so thut it wus tho lust 
duy iu tho your before they canto iu 
sight of tho Cuban coast, aud not over 
ten miles off Cupe St. Antoine tho wind 
failed, uud there came one of those dead 
culms peculiar to thoso latitudes. Tito 
sails hung without u shiver, uud the 
pennant was as struight down us u yard 
of pump water. But this was not tho 
worst. Cuptuiu Druko know that ho was 
iu tho truck of tho pirutos uud was pruo 
tioully helpless to keep uway from them, 
und at this moment lie wus doubtless 
signaled off shore to some of their ves- 
sels. Everything depended on keeping u 
stout lieurt. 

His six 24 pound oarrouades were 
louded with grupe uud kentledge, the 
arm chest was opened, eutlusses und pis- 
tols wore served to tho crew, muskets 
were louded, uud the cook filled his (Kip- 
pers with hot water ready to repel board- 
ers. All bunds kept wutcli thut night, 
and iu the morning Mute Spain went 
uloft with u gluss. He ut once hailed 
the deck. “There is a topsail schooner 
lying behind that point of laud off the 


starboard quarter. I can’t make out 
any sail on hor. ” 

"All right. Come down. Wo’ll have 
breakfast. Thcrn’H trouble ahead. Bnt 
them ate 28 of ns, all good men, and 
wo ought to mnkc a tidy fight for onr 
livos. ’ ’ 

A strict watch was kept at the mast- 
head, and at 10 o’clock a hail came; 
"Thorn's n boat full of men patting off 
shorn. It is u yawl with a tug. She’s 
coming fast under sweeps.” 

Tho ensign was seized union down to 
attract boido passing vessel, and all 
waited and watched. Thero wore not 
less than 40 men in tho yawl. 

When it was within about 20 yards of 
tho boot, the captain cried, “Fire!” But 
as usual two of the carronades missed 
firo, tffo other scattered teu foot wide of 
the boat, and noxt it swept under the 
bow, tho leader a white man, springing 
into tho chains, followed by a gang of 
mnlattoes, negroes and Spaniards, all 
big men. Thoir captain 's head jnst came 
above tho bow, when ho was run through 
the nock by a pike and dropped ovor- 
bonrd, but his men managed to get on 
the bowsprit and como aboard. Two of 
the pirates mounted the channels and 
tumbled into tho waist. Tho cook, a ne- 
gro giant, weighing 800 pounds, rushed 
ut them with a cutlass, beat down thoir 
guard and hewed them down. A third 
hud grasped tho swifter to help him up, 
when liis arm was cut clean off at tho 
shonlder by the negro. A splash iu the 
wator told the rest. 

Iu the bow the defenders had done 
good work, bnt Cuptuiu Drake was 
stretched on tho bits covered with blood. 
Tho last pirate bad run out on the jib 
boom and fired bis pistol just as a mus- 
ket ball took his life, but bo had doue 
his work, for poor Spain got his ballet 
iu the head aud never spoke ufter. They 
wore beaten, and undor a parting volloy 
the ruffians sprang to their sweeps and 
with the loss of half thoir crew mude 
for land. 

Suddenly the mainsail gave a flop. 
No orders were needed. Tho topsail hal- 
yards were manned. “Up with the fly- 
ing jib, trim sheets, round iu starboard 
braces!” was the cry, aud the little brig 
begun to surge through the water. 

“See, see! The schooner’s making 
sail. Up go her gaff aud foresail. The 
fight’s not over, men ! She’ll cut us to 
pieces with her long Tom !” Just then 
came the sound of a heavy gun, and so 
intent wero the crew -watching the pi- 
rate vessel that they had not seen, half 
a mile away, a British corvet piling 
on sail up to royals. She was a flier, 
too, and insido of five minutes swept 
down on the brig, bailed and was told 
what hud occurred. 

The pirate craft was intent only ou 
saving her men iu the yawl, bnt it was 
too lute. The corvet ran her down and 
at 100 yards gave the marauders a 
shower of grape that tore the boat aud 
crew into splinters. The schooner made 
off, followed by the mau-o’-war, aud 
both disappeared in the southern board.

| Philippe and Louis Napoleon hud oou- 
! seuted to tuke him at his own valuation 
| as u statesman. Beruuger, who was u 
j republican pure und simple, notwith- 
standing his supposed share iu tho es- 
tablishment of Louis Philippe ou the 
French throne, summed up Victor 
Hugo’s republicanism iu one lino. One 
duy, shortly ufter the February revolu- 
tion which overtopped that throne — as 
it would seem forever — an acquaintance 
of Beruuger met him coming out of the 
Puluis Bourbon. “1 sliull feel obliged, ” 
tho poet said, “if you will see mo borne, 
for I do not feel ut all well. Thoso vio- 
lent scenes inside there are not to my 
taste. ’ ’ 

This, pointing to the erstw’hilo resi- 
dence of the illegitimate daughter of 
Louis XIV by Mme. do Moutespau, bet- 
ter known us the widow of that mis 
ohievous dwarf Louis, third duke do 
Bonrbou-Conde, the stuull minded aud 
small bodied sou of the grout Coude. “I 
urn not ut ull well,” he repeated with a 
wistful smile. “I huve been accused of 
huviug held tbo plank over w’hich Louis 
Philippe went to the Tui lories. 1 wish 
1 could be the bridge across the chuuunl 
ou which ho would return now. Cer- 
tuiuly, I would huve liked u republic, 
but not one such us we ure huviug iu 
there. ’ ’ And his hand pointed once more 
to the home of the constituent ussembly. 
“You ought to be pleased,” remarked 
his interlocutor. "Victor Hugo is iu the 
suuie regiment with you.” “Victor 
Hugo is not iu the regiment ; he is iu 
tho baud.” — Contemporary Review. 


MAGIC OF THE WOODS. 

Wliat Hunter* Hay Ahnnt th« Spell of an 
Otter’s Eyes. 

By tho Adirondack woodsmen along 
the hanks of the West Canada creek tho 
otter is regarded ns quite as sly as tho 
fox, inasmuch ns it is very difficult to 
trap in nny kind of contrivance. Thero 
are fewer stories about tho creature’s fn- 
tolligence, as the animals nrn scarce nml 
havo not been so much observed as hnve 
the foxes. 

Thorn hns been, and probably is, nn 
otter that for six years nnyhow, and per- 
haps longer, has traveled down tho creek 
winter and summer about every two 
weeks. In tho winter it left n running, 
sliding trail in the snow on the ice, sel- 
dom leaving the creek bed to go into a 
cove or overland for a dozen or 15 rods. 
In summer w eather it fished and canght 
frogs in tho coves of tho flats. A good 
many Hhots havo been fired nt it and a 
lot of traps sot for it, nut none was 
over successful. It is bolieved by W’oods- 
men that the otters, like the hell divers, 
loons, mink and others, dodge shot or 
ball. I saw this otter once some years 
ago in the summer time, aud while only 
ouo feature of the animal is distinct iu 
my mind, I do not recollect any other 
wild animal so welL The body is a mere 
glimmer of black in waving swale grass. 
Even the bead is a burly, rusty gray 
phadow, a sort of background for tho 
two eyes. 

I have seen deers when they were 
standing still looking at me, have look- 
ed at squirrels, rabbits, partridges, foxes 
and other wild animals alarmed by my 
presence, but their forms, rather than 
their eyes, are more or less distinct. In 
fact, the eyes soem secondary in tho 
mind pictures, except in the case of the 
otter. It seems to me that the otter did 
not merely look at me; it was more ns 
if it looked into me, the same as the 
sensation one has when some one — a 
man or woman — “reads your innermost 
thoughts.” These eyes were large and 
full rounded, dark brown with a shim- 
mer of light gray skating across aud 
around the center, and w’ith a lively 
beauty as different from the dead beauty 
of a deer’s full eye. It sent precisely 
such chills up and down my back as 
dark human eyes have doue. It was a 
tense, particular look, and not the gen- 
eral gnzo of a bird or other animal. The 
otter, I think, hypnotized me, for I did 
not shoot, although my impression is 
that W’e looked at one another for a 
minute or tw*o. — Forest aud Stream.

Betle was next introduced, as the son of 
an old soldier, himself the well-known 
friend of the Grand Army. Mr. Berle 
was received with great applause. 

Ex-Mayor Fowle of Newton, on behalf 
of Mrs. A.E. Sylvester of Newton Centre, 
presented the Dost with a death mask of 
Gen. Grant. During impressive silence. 
Comrade Geo. M. Fiske read President 
Lincoln’s famous Gettysburg speech. 

The enthusiasm of the evening reached 
i's greatest height when Commander 
Whitney announced as the next speaker 
Gen. Martiu, known to his comrades 
Capt. Martin oi the 3d Massachusetts 
battery, better known as “Martin’s Bat- 
tery.” which had been a strong factor in 
winning the battle of Gettysburg. Gen. 
Martin was received with three hearty 
cheers and a tiger, the comrades all ris- 
ing. 

Geu. Martin made one of his character- 
istic speeches. His reference to the 
name of Massachusetts’ honored son, 
Gen. Miles, brought forth applause. He 
said be wished to say a word by way of 
personal vindication. Some time since 
at a public gathering iu Boston, he had 
said that the average age of the men en- 
listed in the Union army during the 
civil war was 22 years. This statement 
hnd been challenged. During his recent 
visit to Washington he, with the assist- 
ance of Gen. Miles, had fouud a docu- 
ment which piovcd him to be substan- 
tially correct. By this paper it was 
shown that the average age was 25 
years.

THIS BUMMER — OTHER STREET R All.* 
WAV PETITIONS— PUBLIC PROPERTY 
COMMITTEE REPORT IN FAVOR OF 
NEW HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING — M ANT 
SEWER HEARINGS. 


Tlio board of Aldermen met Monday 
night, with all the mombors present, and 
Mayor Cobb io the chair. Vioo Presi 
dent Cummings of the West Eud Streot 
Railway was prosent and was aivon a 
hearing on the potition for a location for 
his road on Tromont, Park and Washing 
ton streets for double tracks and over- 
head electric fixtures. 

Mr. Cummings said that the West End 
had inherited tho rights of the old New- 
ton street railway, which had b.«en built 
to Newton, but as it didn’t pay, the 
tracks had boen taken up. The charter 
had never been repealed, however, so 
that the West Eud might be considered 
to have a right in Nowtoti streets. When 
the consolidation of the Boston street 
railways took place, many Newton peo- 
ple wanted the tracks extended to New- 
ton, but tho West End had all it could do 
in changing from horse toelectrio power, 
and the routes proposed had serious 
grade difficulties. When you decided to 
widen Tromont street, then we were glad 
to accept tli 9 invitation of Newton peo- 
ple, and have the road go somewhere. 
As soon as the spring begins, piovided 
we get the location, and the street is 
ready, we will begin operations, aud hope 
to have the cars run to Newton early in 
the summer. Tho West End intends to 
have one fare to Boston, 5 cents, and we 
have told Watertown people that they 
would havo the same, provided they 
would give us double tracks, and there is 
a hearing in Watertown, this evening, od 
a petition for double tracks in Galen 
streot, Lie bad heard that it was New- 
ton’s policy to impose many conditions 
on street railways, but one thing should 
bo borne in miod, as long as the street 
railways had no rights in the streets, you 
can’t expect them to put mouey into per- 
manent improvements, aud you ought 
not to expeot money from them for 
special purposes, until the public is 
ready to give them better protection. 
We do not look on the privilege of com- 
ing to Newton as a bonanza, as Newton 
Corner is most too far away, and even 
crowded cars from that point to Boston 
with five cent fares would not pay ex- 
penses. We do not intend to compere 
with the steam cars, as the exteusion is 
not one we would bo willing to fight for. 
The cost of the extension would be very 
heavy. The three miles of tracks from 
Newton Comer to Oik Square would 
cost $130,000 

Alderman Tolman suggested that Mr. 
Cummings had made a mistake about 
the distance, as it was not half that, but 
only a 1 • ttle over a mile. 

Mi. Cummings said he was not very 
familiar with the ground, and if that 
was so it would reduce the cost of con- 
struction that much, but the expense for 
new cars, tracks, overhead wires, etc., 
would be $200,000 or more, and be 
thought it was worth more to Newton to 
h ive a five cent fare to Bostou, than to 
tax the road even a million dollars lor 
the location, aDd have it charge a ten 
„cent fare. 

He did not waut to make promises, 
but the road would build the* best 
track it coulJ, fit it up with cirs aud 
equipments, and run as mauy cars as 
could be arranged for. 

Mayor Cobb .asked if the road would 
extend the tracks right away, even if 
they had to stop at the railroad crossiug, 
and leave a gap of 2X) feet or so, to get to 
to the Cambridge cars, until the bridge 
was built. 

Mr. Cummings said if tbe distance was 
as short as that, they would build right 
aw *y; the intention wai to start the cub 
from Watertown, aud the Watertown 
cars from Newt, on, so as to cover as much 
territory as possible. 

Alderman Degen asked if be meant by 
conditions, tbe stipulations about paving 
between the rails, etc. 

Mr. Cummings said be did not, as the 
tracks would be laid just ns well as they 
are iu Boston, where the best rails and 
construction is used, 

Alderman Degen asked if the West 
End would issue transfers, good on the 
Newtou street railways, aud vico versa. 

Mr. Cummings sai i they would not, as 
they were doiug all f<»r a five cent fare 
that could be asked of them. 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse said that the New- 
ton street railways exteuneu a hand of 
welcome to Mr. Cummings and the 
young and struggling corporation he 
represented. lie was interested in the 
Newton *& Brighton Avhich had a peti- 
tion for a location over the same route 
the West E'id asked for, but for himself, 
lie would make uo opposition, aud be 
glad to have the West E id have it. He 
was very sure the West E ld could uot 
afford to pay for their extension, as the 
through fares would uot piy expeuses 
and urofit must come from the “drop 
offs ” Ir was the same with the Newtou 
& Wallh am road. 

Mr, Cummings said there was one 
thing Newtou and other far suburbs 
ought to consider. Jf too much was 
said about the injustice of making riders 
lor a short distance pay 5 cents, the time 
might come when the puces would have 
to be graded, aud thus the faither sub 
urbs would have to uay a bight r rale. 
Tbe hearing was then closed. 

A healing was held on laying out 
Doylstou road from Centre to Boylstou 
street; also ou laying out Pierce street 
from Centre to Boylston, hut no one 
appeared, aud orders were passed for 
their acceptance. 

A healing wus called ou widening 
Washington street from Chestnut street 
easterly to the Eddy estate, but uo one 
appeared. 

A bearing ou petition of Geo. .lepsou 
for stable ou Ileushu v place, brought 
out several remoustrauts, Mrs. Amelia 
Davis, Chas. II. Stacy and George Bailey 
all protested, ou the ground that a stable 
iu that locality would be a nuisance, 
and would lessen the value of their prop- 
erly. 

Mr. Jepson staled that the stable was 
only 10x18 feet, aud would accommodate 
only one horse. 

Mr. Kimball, au abuttor, protested 
aud said the stable would only be 10 feit 
from a house lie plauued to build. 

A plan of the laud was exhibited, and 
after a good deal of desultory talk, Mi. 
Jepson stuted that he h.ul over 11,000 
feel of laud, which ought to be large 
enough for a stable, after which the 
hearing was closed. 

A hearing was held ou T. J. IUituett’s 
oetition for license to build stable ou his 
laud ou Treiuout street. 

A protest wus received from Mrs. Wil- 


Baton, as it would lessen tho value of ' 
her land. 

Mr. Hartnett said lie had bought the 
land with tho intention of building a 
stable there and none of the other land 
owntM-s objected. The stable would b*» 
right hick of Mr. Williston’s stable, and 
be doubted if it would be even as objec- 
tionable as that. 

Mr. Hartnett was grantod n licons \ 

The Telephone Co. was granted a 
hearing on their potition for poles on 
H untie well avenue to O.ikloigh road. 
Ilorton S. Allen said tho line was needed 
to reach a party who had applied for a 
telephone. 

Mr. F. O. Stanley said the residents 
wore unanimous agaiust having any 
poles on the entrnnee of tbe avenue 
which was now nu attractive spot, and 
they did not wish it disfigured. They 
thought the line might vun down the old 
private way, next to Aldormau Tolman’s 
house, whore it would not be conspicu 

Oils. 

THE ALLISON STREET SEWER 
next came up, and Attorney I). J. Gal- 
lagher appeared for a number of the 
property owners, and protested, as tbe 
sewer was uot ueeded, and would ontail 
a heavy expense which tbe people could 
uot afford at this timo. 

Alderman Tolman said the sever had 
been ordered by the board of health. 

Mr. Gallagher said wo must submit to 
tbe board, he supposed, but if thev made 
a full investigation, they would find the 
sewer was not needed. 

Mr. Roberts thought the sewer was 
ueeded, especially to draiu the laud, and 
to free the cellars from water. 

Mr. Gallagher said tho last speaker 
must be thinking of Los Angelos street, 
and it bouses had beon built in a swamp, 
ho did not think tbe owners could expect 
to call upon others to help them drain 
their land. 

A hearing on taking private land for 
sewer from Crescent to Allison street, 
brought out a protest from Mr. Gal- 
lagher, who said the Nonautum Worsted 
Company did not wish a sewer thero, as 
they iutended to build a reservoir there. 

The hearing on sewer on Los Angelos 
street also brought out a protest from 
Mr. Gallagher, aud from Timothy Healey 
and others, who claimed their cesspools 
wore always so dry that thero was noth- 
ing in them to clean out. 

Mr. Roberts favored the sower and 
said it was urgently needed. 

No one appeared at the hearing for 
sewer on Hillsboro terrace. 

Protests against betterments on Com- 
monwealth avenue were received from 
Henry McGrady, heirs of Auu Murphy, 
and others a id r jferred to special com- 
mittee on awards. 

The city marshal’s report for 1895 was 
received, also that of the inspector of 
buildings. 

An order from the common council 
was passed, requesting the public prop- 
erty committee to report on the advisa- 
bility of using manure from tbe city 
stables for fertilizing lawns about school 
houses. 

John D. Long petitioned for drain and 
sewer on MoDtvale road. 

Tho annual reports of the Fire Depart- 
ment, Water Board, Free Library aud 
City Eugineer were received and tabled 
for publication. 

Wm. Claflin was refused permit to 
move two old buildings to Central street, 
all of tbe residents protesting, as they 
would decrease the value of property, 
increase the fire risk and such buildings 
could not now be put up. 

A main draiu ADd sewer from Com- 
monwealth avenue to land of Mr. Clafiin, 
(Ward Six) was asked for, owners of the 
land consenting to have it laid. 

A street lamp was asked for on the 
corner of Highland avenue and Alpine 
street. 

The TelephoneCo. was granted a hear- 
ing ou March 2, on petitiou for poles on 
Cratts and Trowbridge streets. 

W. F, Chapman asked to have the 
award made for land taken at the corner 
of Highland avonue aud Appleton street; 
referred to highway committee. 

THE NEWTON STREET RAILWAY 

asked for location ou Adams street, Mid- 
dle, Chapel, California and Bridge street, 
uot having been able to make arrange- 
ments witu tbe Newtonville aud Water- 
town street railway for tho use of their 
tr icks, as per a former petitiou. A hear- 
ing was grauted for March 1(3. h, aud the 
matter was referred to the street railway 
committee. 

The same company renewed their peti- 
tiou for a location on L“xiiigtou street, 
Auburn street aud Charles street, and 
staled that the recommendation ot last 
year could not be complied with, oatne 
reference us ou preceding, and hoariug 
set for March 10 

The Newton street railway also asked 
for double tracks on Washington street, 
from Elm to Centre streets, and hearing 
was set for April 0 at 8 30 
The Common wealth avenue street rail- 
way asked lor location on Centro ’'street 
to tue traeks of the Newton & Bostou ou 
Homer street, and hearing was set for 
March 10 

Alderman Allen presented a protest 
aud appeal from the highway committee 
iu regard to the widening of Washington 
street in West Newtou, aud especially 
against a blank wall ou Margin street, in- 
stead of a slope. He also presented the 
figures of tbe awards, aud the figures of 
Mr. Kmg’s plau, showing that the city 
only saved about $20, (XX) aud los: a great 
opportunity to beautify tho street. The 
laiiroad should he moved, and a slope 
put iu on Margin street, from Highland 
street to Liucolu Park, lustead of a 15 
foot wall, to which every one objtcted; 
the protest was referred to the commit- 
tee. 

Mrs. Nettie E. Rockford was grauted 
license for intelligence office. 

N. E. Chapman was grauted license for 
a restaurant. 

Several petitions for state aid were re- 
fen eJ to the Soldiers’ Relief Committee. 

.J me A. Maguire presented cl liras for 
iujuries received by falling on au icy 
side walk ou Adams street; referred to 
claims committee. 

Telesphoie Morris presented claims 
for injuries received while working iu 
sewer ut Newtou Ceutre; referred to 
sewer committee. 

E. L. Pickard was granted lioeuse to 
move two buildiugs from R>we street to 
Webster street. 

Wm. H. Mague was grauted jlieeuse to 
move two buildings from the boulevard 
to Lexiugtou street, 

The secretary of state sent iu a notice 
of the application of the Newtou Athletic 
Association for incorporation, under the 
geueral law, requesting the board to 
certify that the applicants are of good 
character. Some one raised a laugh by 
asking if these applicants had not been 
in tin- poliofl court, referring 1 1 tbeii 
struggle with au iojuuotiou last year. 

Geo. W. Jackson petitioned for the 
layiug out of Crown uud King streets, 
Auhurndulu, and hearing wus appointed 
for March 1(3, at 7 45, aud Match 23, ut 
same hour. 

Mi ileury F. King wus granted leave 
to withdraw on his petitiou for widen- 
ing of Wushiugtou aud Margin streets. 
The highway committee reported on 


tho usarsamonta of tho Newton Land Im- 
provement Co. for tho houlovard, that 
tho mombors in their private capacity 
had given land for tho widening and 
agreed to give a certain amount of 
money, and recommending that when 
these sums were paid tho city koop its 
agreement and release them from better- 
ments. 

W. H. Mague protra'eri against the 
widening of Washington streot, from 
Chestnut stroet to the Eddy streot land, 
«KW 1IIOII SCHOOL. 

Alderman Tolman presented the ro- 
port of the public property committee, 
recommending the eroction of a now 
High school building. 

A petition was presented for lamp, 
corner of Linden and Chestnut streets, 
Upper Falls, ns thero is a datigorous rail- 
road crossing there. 

The joint committee on tho mayor’s 
address reported, referring the recom- 
mendations made to the appropriate 
committees. 

Tho sum of $101,100 was appropriated 
for expeuses of the city in March. 

Ordors were passed authorizing tho 
mayor to petition the general court for 
authority to appoint a reserve police 
force; also for the oity to make contracts 
with Boston and Brookline for sewers, iu 
sections inaccessible to the Newtou 
sewer system, such ns the easterly slope 
of Chestuut Hill, aud the easterly slope 
of Wabau Hill. 

O.ders were passed discontinuing parts 
of Saavertis street and Ash streot, not iu 
eluded in the boulevard. 

An order was passed for the widening 
of Washington stroet from Chestnut 
street to the Eddy land, and awarding 
tho following amounts for tbe land 
tnken: Wm. F. Mague $7,500, Henry G. 
Houghton, $5,080, heirs Luther LI. Fel- 
ton, $4,953. An order was also passed, 
that all buildings and other obstructions 
shall be removed within 30 days. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$887.10, for repayment of assessments 
illegally made. 

The gas comp my was granted location 
for poles on Crafts and Columbus streets. 

The mayor was requested to potition 
tho general court to havo Chap. 213, of 
the acts of 1895, apply to Newtou, the 
same as to cities of 50,000 inhabitants. 
This gives the board of health authority 
to decide as to the eroction of Btablos. 

The sower committee was authorized 
to contract for tho materials, etc., for 
sewers to be built the coming year. 

Orders were passed for the construc- 
tion of main drains and eewors ou Hills- 
boro terrace and Devon road. 

The board tben at 10.35 adjaurned.

THE GRADE CROSSING. 


TIIE FIRST HEARING BY THE SPECIAL COM- 
MISSIONERS. 


Saturday a hearing was given at City 
Hall before tbe special commissioners 
appointed by tho Superior Court to 
determine tho method of changing the 
grades of railroad and street cross' ngs 
between Newtou aud West Newton, 
along the main line of the Bostou & 
Alhiny railroad. Among the remon 
strants to appear were Samuel L. Powers, 
who represented Charles Whitternore 
and 20 others, objecting to the changing 
of Bellevue street; H. H. Tilton and W. 
H. Kami, obj acting to the discontinuance 
of Greeuwood avenue at West Newton, 
aud Henry F. Kiug, remonstrating 
against several changes iu West Newton. 
Contractor W. II. M igue also appeared, 
objactiug against the chauging of Chest- 
nut street, West Newton. Mr. William 
8. Slocum, the city solicitoi, made a 
presentation of the case, readiug the en- 
actments of the legislature, the several 
measures adopted by theory council of 
Newton, the agreement mule b 'tween 
the city and the railroad company, and 
declared that there was a general uua- 
niraity in the necessity of making the 
proposed changes. He stated (hat 05 per 
cent of the changes would be borne by 
the railroad company, 38 per cent by tho 
Commonwealth aud 10 per cent by tho 
city. After the hearing, the c mimissiou 
had dinner at the Newtou Club at the 
iuvitation of Mayor Cobb.

.Sterling Elliott, president of tho 
Leaguo of American Whoolmen, ap- 
peared before tbe railroad committee at 
the Stato House, Tuesday, in advocacy 
of tho bill to compel railroads to carry 
bicyclos free, He said thero are 121 
railroad companies and 11 steamboat 
companies in the United States that 
carry bicycles free, just as they carry 
any other nrticle of baggage which is 
offered by a piBsonger. Iu Misha- 
chusettB ail tho principal railroads make 
a charge for bicyclos. This Mr. Elliott 
thought was unjust to the wheelmen. 
Tho railroads now, he said, enrry baby 
carriages free, though the passengers 
who accompany them pay no fare at all. 
The carpenter’s tool chest is enrried free, 
nnd so is tho camping outfit of the tourist 
when the weight is uot excessive. Tho 
railroads permit ovory ono but tho wheol- 
men the liborty to carry 150 pounds of 
baggage. 

Mr. Elliott admittoi that the bicycle 
is awkwark aud curaborsome to handle, 
but wi h the exorcise of caio it may be 
easily transported without liability to 
damage. Iu other states, Mr, Elliott 
said, baggage cars have been fitted up ho 
that bicycles may be bung up on the 
sides of tbe car. He believed it would 
pay tbe Massachusetts railroads to fol- 
low tbe practice in vogue in othor states. 
Instead of being a loss, he wa< suie tho 
railroads would make a gain on account 
of a large increase in business. 

W. A. R iwe, formerly champion rider 
of tho world, gave testimony similar to 
that offered by Mr. Elliott. Col. Bouton 
aud W. H, Coolidge, council for two of 
tho large railroad system, undertook to 
show by interrogatories that tho privi- 
leges asked for wore more than tho rail- 
roads should be reasonably asked to 
grant. Mr. Rowe was asked a number 
of questions, based upon the assumption 
that the riders would overrun the sub- 
urban trains H they were permitted to 
carry their machines free, but lie would 
not subscribe to that belief. He thought 
the wheelmen would uot use tho cars to 
any great extent for short distances; it 
would be for long distances that tho 
privilege would be availed of. 

air. Rowe gave somo of the railroad 
charges from recollection. From New- 
buryport $1 is charged to carry a bicyclo 
to Boston, and the fare for the wheel- 
man is less tbau twice that sum. Ho be- 
lieved the charge was excessive. From 
Boston to Lynn 15 cents is the charge, 
and 25 cents to Beverly. 

George A. Torrey, for tho Fitchburg 
railroad, appeared in remoustrance. 
With a single exception, he believed the 
bill the most absurd he had ever seen. 
It discriminated unfairly between classes 
of merchandise, placing the cycle iu 
preference to a barrel of flour, and forc- 
ing tbe railroads to do business free of 
charge. 

The bearing his been adjourned for 
one week, in order to give Pres. Sterling 
E liott aud Senator Quinn an opportunity 
to confer witb the railway commissiou- 
ois in the hope that an agreement may 
be reached without legislation. The 
amendments agreed to by Messrs. Quinn 
and Elliott are that whore tho railroad 
fare is less than 15 cents the bicyclist 
shall be charged 15 cents additional for 
his wheel.

ONF. OF THKM A FOUMKIl NEWTON HIGH 
SCHOOL HOY— A HAT HER SENSATIONAL 
STORY WITH CURIOUS FEATURES. 


City Marshal Richardson leTt for Now 
York, Sunday evening, in responso to a 
tolegram from the Now York police. Ho 
was informed on arriving there that a 
young man suspected of the Newton 
burglaries was under arrest, and Tues- 
day morning ho bad an interview with 
the boy, who was recognized by him as 
Irving J. Adams of Auburndalo, 10 yoars 
old, and son of John P. Adams. 

lie appiied at a New York drug store 
on Sunday for a pint of nitroglycerine, 
and the suspicious druggist notified a 
doteotlvo, who arrested the boy by fol- 
lowing him to his boarding place, at 34 
12th street, and also arrested his room 
mate, Thomas Stevons, 40 yoars old, who 
is thought to bo a noted crook. Stovens 
olaimed to bo a drummer, and protested 
his innocence of any crime, but Adams 
weakened and told the police such a 
wonderful story that they did not dare 
believe it, for fear of being laughed at if 
they made it public. 

Adams said to Chief Richardson that 
while in the Newton High school, ho be- 
came very much interested in chemistry, 
and discovered a powerful explosive, by 
mixing nitroglycerine and another chem- 
ical with gun powder, and seeing its 
value in opening safes he determined to 
become a burglar. 

Later on ho bought “Lang” Moore’s 
book, and became so iutorested in ils 
contents that he determined to be a great 
cracksman straightaway. He went to 
Moore, mado himself known to him, and 
told him his ambition. He told Moore 
he was a good chemist, but wished to be 
up on the more rugged, technical details 
of the art. Moore introduced him to 
Stevens, The latter claims to hail from 
Beloit, Wis. He boasts of having 
cracked many a good safe, aud of having 
done time both in Massachusetts and at 
Sing Sing, Tne police believe Stevens is 
not the fly man ho must have been if he 
was an old-time friend of Moore, because 
Stevens’ work with Adams on their jobs 
showed inexperience. 

They went to Newtouville, Jan. 7, by 
way of the Oak Square cars, and tried to 
break open the sate of the Co-operative 
bank, but their drill broke, and they had 
to give the job up. 

They then planned to rob the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance office in Newton, 
and on Feb. 7 they again camo out on 
the Oak Square cars, and before 10 
o’olock were in the office and began 
work. 

The gun powder mixed with the ex- 
plosive was placed in the holes at 2.30 
o’clock in the morning, and ho aud his 
companion sat down to await the com- 
ing of the long freight train which passes 
near the building at 3 o’clock every 
morning, 

When it was heard close by. a fuse 
was placed in the hole, and a match ap- 
plied. Then both ho and Stevens stepped 
into another room to await the explo- 
sion. 

It came just as ihe big freight train 
passed by, tho noise of which was suffi- 
cient to drown the explosion. 

As far as it being heard on the stroot 
their plans were successful, but the 
charge was such a heavy one it blew tho 
safo door across the room and wrecked 
the office. He (Adams) was half fright- 
ened out of his wits. 

He thought the building was coming 
down so great was tho noise, aud ran up 
stairs and onto the roof, thinking tho 
police would be after them. 

Stevens, he said, showed his courage 
by standing by tho safe, and when tiie 
smoke had cleared away grabbed the 
money box and esc.iped. 

They left the building by tho back 
window and ran up tho streets loading 
to Newton Center. They believed the 
police were after them at first, but their 
fears were quieted after going a mile or 
so. 

They kept on a straight road, passing 
through Newton Highlands and on to 
Needham. 

Before they got to Needham Stevens 
broke opeu the box in the gray light of 
the moruiug aud they divided the money. 
There was. Adams says, ouly $000, but 
there were a lot of checks besides. 

After dividing the money Adams says 
he and Stovens tore the checks tnto 
small pieces aud disposed of the pieces 
by putting them into a sewer. After 
doing this they kept on travelling until 
they passed through Weston into Way- 
laud. 

They reached Boston at 8 o’clock, aud 
left for New York at 0 o’clock. When 
arrested they were about starting for 
New Orleans. They had lived well iu 
New York and ouly had $200 left when 
arrested. 

City Marshal Richardson believes the 
boy’s story and says he has been sus- 
pected by the police. 

NEWTON POLICE HAVE NO DOUBT OF 
YOUNO ADAMS’ GUILT. 

Clerk Whittlesey of the Newton court 
issued warrants for tho arrest of Adams 
aud SteveuB, Tuesday evening. Two 
warrauts w»re issued for each, for break 
ing aud entering and larceny of $770 
from Flint block, and for breakiug and 
entering and attempted larceny at New- 
tonville. 

Although Adams has never, as far as 
is kuown, beeu under arrest before, there 
is hardly a crime in the catalogue of 
ordinary offenses of whioh he has not beeu 
accused. The police say they have uover 
entertained the least doubt of the laa’s 
guilt of the offenses of which he has 
been charged, but positive proof bus iu 
every iustauce been wanting. 

Two years ago be was known in Au- 
burudale as the “Boy Terror,” aud if the 
stories told of the exploits of the lad aud 
tho other members of “the gang” o( 
which he was a member were true, the 
good puople of Auburudsle applied tho 
title not inaptly. The members of the 
gang were dubbed “Bill,” “Giu” and 
“Dynamite,” the latter title belonging 
to Adams. 

It was not until young Adams ap- 
proached his 14th yeur that he began to 
display any of tho peculiar oh iructeris- 
tics which afterward distinguished him. 
About this time lie entered thp Newton 
high school ut Newtouville. Here his 
development was rapid. 

In his course iu chemistry he ooustaut- 
ly left the lines laid down by his instruc- 
tors to experiment with explosives of 
high power. He ueglectod all other 
studies for chemistry, and soou became 
unusually expert in laboratory work. 

Five years ago the Auburudule post- 
office was robbed, and u check for a con- 
siderable sum, drawu iu favor of Rev. 
George M. Adams, was stolen. {Suspicion 
at once rested ou “the gang.” 

The police aud government inspectors 
failed to secure sufficient evidence to 
warrant an arrest. They put the boys 
through the swoatbox, however, ami 


were amazed at their coolness, and par- 
ticularly at the nonchalant manner with 
which young Adams roceivcd their ques- 
tions and answerod them. The residence 
of George M. Adams was also entered 
about this time. 

Shortly after this a number of small 
buildings in tho Fowlo and Benyon es- 
tates at Riverside, overlooking tho 
Charles, woro burned. Theso fires oc- 
curred night after night, and although a 
watch was kept no trace of the incendi- 
ary could he foupd. It was known, how- 
over, that young Adams was not at homo 
and in bed on some of these nights, and 
he was again put through “tho sweat- 
box.” He could not he moved to a con- 
fession, however, and tho authorities 
state that he declared he would shoot 
the first man that attempted to arrest 
him. 

About this time several persons, who 
hail been more or less active iu investi- 
gating these fires, received a number of 
threatening letters, all postmarked, “An- 
burndalo.” 

The letters wero written in a school- 
boy baud, which tho writer had evident 
ly attempted to disguise. The bottom 
of each page was ornamented with a 
skull and crossbones, and eacli epistlo 
was filled with threats of honseburning 
and murder. These leaves were found 
to fit exactly into a much mutilated 
school note book belonging to Adams. 

Shortly after those occurrences a barn 
on the Pnrker estate, on Hancock street, 
Auburndalo, was burned. The tire was 
preceded by an explosion, and after it 
was extinguished the remains of some 
kind of an infernal maebiue was found 
on tho premises. 

The next day young Adams appeared 
with a burned face and hand, which he 
ex plained by snviog that an explosion of 
aoids in tbo school laboratory the day 
before was the causo. Again the police 
could not secure enough evidence aud 
young Adams escaped arrest. 

Within a few weeks Vickers’ store was 
entered and $50 was stolen, J. Q. Adams’ 
house was robbed of $75 worth of jewel- 
ry and Bidwell’s market was relieved of 
a small sum. 

The next crime was more serious. 
Robertson’s boathouse at Riverside was 
entered and tbe safo blown up with a 
terrific explosion. More than $100 in 
cash aud somo cigars were taken. Next 
the safe at Woodland depot was twice 
blown, and both times holes were bored 
iu tho top, as at the Riverside boat 
house. 

Some months later George Bourne’s 
residence was broken into on two occa- 
sions and considerable sums were stolen. 
At the time of tbe secoml robbery, Mr. 
Bourne pursued the thief, until warned 
to stop by a pistol bullet. Within a few 
weeks of this occurrence six cuioe loads 
of fruit woro stolen by river from Chas. 
Burns, 

It is said that the police made them- 
selves so uucomfortable.aml public senti- 
ment was so strong, that it had some- 
thing to do with his going west, where 
he remained for two years. His father 
does not believe that he was concerned 
in any of those affairs or in the burgla- 
ries, and has engaged counsel to fight 
the ense. He also claims that bis sou is 
insane. 

HIS BUSINESS LIFE. 

Young Adams was well-known and had 
many friends, as he was an unusually 
bright and intelligent boy. He did uot 
care for books, and wanted to be a mer- 
chant. He left Rchool two years ago. 
aud took a position in an apartment 
house iu tho Back Bay, and in the sum- 
mer had a better place offered him at 
Mauchester-by-the Sea. Tho proprietor 
of a large hotel in Michigan, who was 
visiting there, liked him so well, that he 
gave him a fine position in bis hotel, 
where he remained for a year. Tbe 
hotel changed hands, aud after a few 
months at another hotel, he came r» Bos- 
ton, aDd became agent for the Morris 
Safe Company. Ho did well, and be- 
came familiar with the construction of 
safes. Whou tbe Morris Company got 
into trouble, he left the firm and decid- 
od to go to New’ York, and left home the 
day of the burglary at Eliot block. 

REQUISITION PAPERS. 

City Marshal Richardson of West Now- 
tou left for New York Wednesday even- 
ing. Another officer will triug back 
Adams’ compuuiou, Stevens. 

The city marshal took with him requi- 
sition papers for the return of both 
prisoners. 

Stovens has been identified as Myron 
J. C. DjIIosh, a noted burglar, who has 
served time in tho statu prison for 
several burglaries. 

SYMPTOMS OF INSANITY. 

The father of the boy, Mr. John P. 
Adams, has sent the following card to 
the papers: 

In the great grief which has come to 
my wife and myself by the alleged act of 
our sou, J. Irving Adams, about which 
wo know nothiugsavo wh it has appeared 
in t lie newspapers and from a tew min- 
utes’ conversation with the city marshal 
of Newton, l will ask you to publish, if 
you please, this statement iu lieu of re- 
quests for interviews by your reporters, 
who have showu us the greatest kiud- 
nesH aud sympnthy. 

Some six or seven yenrs ago symptoms 
of insanity appeared in our son, which 
developed iu a greater or less degree, aud 
at no time siuce have we considered him 
fully sane, and at times olearly iusane, 
almost beyond coutrol. We have doue 
all in our power to keep this knowledge 
within our family, hoping that such 
symptoms would disappear. 

While we dou’t tbiuk it wise, at pres 
out, to detail his mental coudition, the 
proofs are ample aud we believe conclu- 
sive. 

Kuowiug these things, whioh have 
, caused us for several yeais untold aud 
ooustaut anxiety, we would ask a fair 
aud discerning public to accord to them 
their just weight.

KIDNAPED. 

We nro n high ensto and enlightened 
race, and infant mnrriago is vory shock- 
ing and tho consequences aro sometimes 
peculiar, but, nevertheless, tho Hindoo 
notion — which is tho continental notion, 
which is the aboriginal notion — of ar- 
ranging marriages irrespective of tho 
personal inclinations of the married is 
sound. Think for a minute, and yon 
will seo that it must be so; unless, of 
course, you beliovo in “affinities” — in 
which caso you had better not read this 
tale. How can a man who has never 
married ; who cannot be trusted to pick 
up nt sight a moderately sound liorBo ; 
whose head is hot aud upset with visions 
of domestic felicity, go about the choos- 
ing of a wifo? Ho cannot see straight or 
think straight if he tries, and the same 
disadvantages exist in tho case of a girl’s 
fancies. But when mature, married aud 
discreet people arrange a match between 
a boy and a girl, they do it sonsibly, 
with a view to tho future. 

Properly speaking, government should 
establish a matrimonial department, 
efficiently officered, with a jury of ma- 
trons, a judge of the chief court, a senior 
chaplain and an awful warning iu the 
shape of a love match that has gone 
wrong chained to the trees in tho court- 
yard. All marringes should bo mado 
through the department, which might 
bo subordinate to the educational, de- 
partment, under tho same penalty ns 
that attaching to the transfer cf land 
without a stamped document. But gov- 
ernment won’t rake suggestions. It pre- 
tends that it is too busy. However, I 
will put my notion on record, and ex- 
plain tho example that illustrates tho 
theory. 

Onco upon a time there was a good 
youug man — a first class officer in his 
own department — a man with a career 
before him and, possibly, a K. C. I. E. 
at tho end of it. All his superiors spoke 
well of him, because he knew how to 
hold his tongue and his pen at the proper 
times. There are today ouly 11 men in 
India who possess this secret, and they 
have all, with one exception, uttained 
great honor and enormous incomes. 

This good young man was quiet nud 
self contained, too old for his years by

THE BOY BURGLAR. 


The account ot the arrest of young 
Adams in New York and his confession 
of having boen engaged in the recent 
burglaries in Newton, is so sensational 
as to be almost incredible, and it is no 
wonder the New York police hesitated 
to make it public, for fear of being 
laughed at. That a boy of 10 years 
should have been engaged in such 
afftirs, and be so well posted in ekem 
icals and safe-breaking is, certainly a 
test of the reader’s credulity, and if 
true, it is a testimonial to the excellence 
of the chemical instruction given at our 
High school. It is no wonder that bis 
father claims that tbe boy is insane. 
The police, however, appear to believe 
the story, and also that tbe boy is at tbe 
bottom of .the reign of terror that has 
existed at Auburodale for several years, 
when be was tbe moving spirit in a gang 
of boys, who set fire to buildings and 
committed many burglaries. If this is 
so, they should lose no time in gettiug 
the rest of the “gang” into custody. 

That so many crimes were committed, 
and the perpetrators suspected, but 
without a single arrest being raado, 
shows tbe shrewdness of these young 
boys, in beiug so muph more than a 
match for the police. It seems hardly 
possible, and tbe whole thing savors too 
much of the “blood and thunder” boys 
novel, to be taken seriously. 

Yet, if these stories are true, it is a sad 
reflection on the dangers of the modern 
method of bringing up children. Time 
was when parents insisted on knowing 
where their children were, especially in 
the evening, who were tbeir associates, 
what they were doing and wbat books 
they read, and in this way they kept in- 
formed of the influences that surrounded 
them, and were not liable to be uu- 
pleasautly surprised some morning. 
Yet that method was abandoned as old- 
fashioned, and parents now a days seem 
to give up any idea of responsibility and 
boys are allowed to go and come with 
oyen more freedom than the head of the 
family. Their parents know less of their 
real character and habits than they do of 
the habits of the average hired man. 

It would be a good thing to go back to 
the obi-fashioned way, both for the 
rising generation and for tbe parents 
themselves, aud it would save many un- 
pleasant discoveries that are sure to 
come some day, as the old proverb about 
“murder will out” is true of all sorts of 
misdemeanors. 


fuse to carry all who may apply for 
ride. lie evidently was not familiar 
with this coruor of the suburbs, as he 
spoke of the cost of building n three 
mile extension from Oik square lo No- 
u an turn square, which could hardly he 
done unless he weut round by Newton 
Centro.

Tho best 
news Mr. Cummings announced was that 
the work of extending the tracks to 
Newtou would begin as soon as tbe 
spring opened, if Tremant street was 
ready, and it is now widened from the 
Boston line to Waverley avenue. Mr. 
Cummings said the cars would stop at 
tho railroad crossing, until tho bridge 
was built, as that short break would bo 
uo objection. The ladies who wish to 
be carried directly to the shopping dis- 
trict will be especially interested in this 
announcement. 


The remonstrants against tbe use of 
the Adams school building would have 
had the sympathy of all if they had 
based their complaints simply on the 
ground that as there was room enough 
iu the new building, all the pupils should 
be accommodated there, as this would 
be iu tbe interests of economy and of 
fairness. But they attempted to prove 
rather too much when they asked people 
to believe that the old building was in such 
an unsanitary condition, that its further 
use was daugerous to health, no matter 
what was done in the way of cleaning, 
aDd that the only thing it was safe to do 
with the buildiug, was to burn it. This 
is rather too great a strain on the credu- 
lity of the public, as soap and water and 
whitewash are wonderful cleansing 
agents, and buildiDgs have been used for 
hundreds of years, and are still used, 
without auy danger to the health of their 
occupants. Sanitation and germs and 
microbes and bacilli are the fashionable 
popular fad now, and people who read 
“popular” scientific articles are fright- 
ened nearly to death at the dreadful 
things that surround them, without 
thinking that the same thiugs have al- 
ways existed, and yet people have lived 
to a very comfortable old age. in viola- 
tion of every sanitary law. Tbe Adams 
building is probably in no worse condi- 
tion than any of the other older school 
buildings, and it is an entirely new 
doctriu^that school buildings must be 
burnt up every ten years or so, because 
tbe microbes get such a foothold in them.

MATRIMONY IN EGYPT. 

Tlie Carious Wedding Processions That 
Are to Be Scon In Cairo. 

As you look out of your hotel window 
in Cairo, yon will see a native musician 
sauntering by, twanging the lute of the 
country; then a sound like the tinkling 
of baby cymbals informs you that tho 
eberbetly is going his round, with his 
huge glass iur slung at his side, from 
which h ponses (to the unwary) 
sweet, ‘stu^T drinks of licorice juice or 
orange sirup in tho brass saucers which 
he perpetually clinks in his baud. Late 
at night the sounds of eastoru life in- 
vade your pillow. Tho distant throbbing 
of tho naggarnh tolls yon that a wedding 
procession is making its tonr, and if you 
have the curiosity to get up and sally 
out yon will bo rewarded by one of the 
characteristic sights of Cairo, in which 
old and now are oddly blended. Prob- 
ably a circumcision is combined with 
the wedding to save expense, and the 
procession will be headed by the bar- 
ber’s sign, a wooden frame raised aloft, 
followed by two or three gorgeously ca- 
parisoned camels — regular stage proper- 
ties hired out for such occasions — carry- 
ing drummers, and leading the way for 
a series of carriages crammed with little 
boys, each holding a neat white hand- 
kerchief to his mouth to keep out the 
dovil aud the evil eye. Then comes a 
closed carriage covered all over with a 
big cashmere shawl, held down firmly 
nt the sides by brothers and other rela- 
tions of the imprisoned bride; then more 
carriages and a general crowd of sym- 
pathizers. More rarely the bride is borne 
in a cashmere covered litter swung be- 
tween two camels, fore aud aft ; the 
hind camel must tuck his head under 
the litter, and is probably quite as un- 
comfortable as tho bride, who runs a 
fair chance of seasickness in hor rolling 
palanquin. 

Iu the old days the bride walked 
through the streets under a canopy car- 
ried by her friends, but this is now 
quite out of fashion, and European car- 
riages are rapidly ousting oven the 
camel litters. But the cashmere shawl 
and tho veil will not soon bo abandoned. 
Tho Egyptian woman is, at least in 
public, generally modest. She detects a 
stranger’s glance with magical rapidity, 
even when to all appearance looking the 
other way, aud forthwith the veil is 
pulled closer ovor her mouth aud nose. 
When she meets you face to face, she 
does not drop her big eyes in the absurd 
fashion of western modesty. She calmly 
tarns them away from you. It is much 
more cutting — really. — Saturday Re- 
view.

CONG UKOATIONAI, CLUB. 


AN INTKUKSTINO DISCUSSION ON VARIOUS 
CHURCH RELATIONSHIPS. 


Monday evening tho Newton Congregn- 
tionnl club held its regular gutheiing at 
the West Newton Congregational church, 
President Granville B. Putnam presid- 
ing. Following tho usual supper and 
tho rending of the auditor's report by 
Rev. II. J. Patrick, the speaking for the 
evening commenced. Tho general topic, 
“Church Relationships” was taken, Mr. 
C. A. Haskell of tho Eliot church, Now- 
ton, making the first nddress, on tho 
sub-topic, "The Relation of Church to 
Church.” In his remarks, Mr. Flaskoil 
stated that very early in the considera- 
tion of this subject was the necessity of 
being acquainted with tho members of 
your church. 

It was necessnry for him, ns a member 
of the Eliot churcb, to bo acquainted 
with the other members of his churcb. 
Ho had uot met with many of the mem- 
bers of his church, owing to the cares of 
his business. It was for the club to 
know the members of the different Con- 
gregational churches, nnd therein lay tiie 
success of the club. The Newton Con- 
gregational Club ought to exist and in 
existing carry on its work in such a man- 
ner as to strengthen the bauds of Chris 
tiau love. He felt that the club was ex- 
istit g for the purposo for wbich it was 
formed, as a strong band between the 
congregations of the various Newtou 
churches. Many of the other churches 
had tbeir fullest quota of representa- 
tives iu the club, but he thought the 
Eliot church had tho worst. Hero the 
speaker stopped for a moment and said 
he did not menu “woist quota” but 
smallest, but being a business man he 
was apt to make mistakes of that kind, 
However as a member of that quota lie 
tbotight be had u right to criticise one 
member of that quota. The example of 
a church not having its full quoia was 
not their fault, as they had a committee 
hard at work among tlie members of the 
Eliot. One of the first poiuts to be em- 
phasized was the duty and privilege of 
the members of churches to streugt hen 
the club, for in 80 doing they exemplified 
tho life and thought of Christ. They 
would strengthen the cause of Christ iu 
many ways, by making the club a strong 
organization. A second thought was the 
relation of coDgiegation to congregation, 
lie thought iu ibis regard it would be 
profitable to have a number of delegates 
trom one church visit and take part iu 
the prayer meetings of some other 
church, and iu this way a great many 
uew thoughts ami methods ol carrying 
on work would be suggested. In the 
prayer meeting one soon got used to the 
same voices, and he thought if the 
pastor and a few members were sent 
about visiting, it would be very bene- 
ficial for both churches. Another 
thought wns, why not, as Congregational 
chinches, have one day every year set 
apart as a day of thanksgiving, and have 
all day exercises, morning, afternoon aud 
evening. The subjects may not neces- 
sarily be religious ones, but the affairs 
of tho city or home life may be brought 
up tor disewtsiou. He thought that his 
three suggestions might be a fiuitfulaud 
practical way to solidify themselves to- 
gether as Cougregationalists. In closiug 
Mr. Il'iskell read a few verses from 
Revelations. 

Rev. ,\fr. Burley of Brighton was the 
next speaker, he taking us his topic, 
“The Relation of Member to Member.” 
After a number ot bright opening re- 
marks the speaker said he bad only two 
points to biing out in regard to liis sub- 
ject, common sen »e and common houesty. 
For an illustration, he said he knew of a 
church uot a thousand miles away from 
Newton, which had been blessed with 
great riches and was entirely iudepoud- 
dent. There was another church near 
this well fayorerl church, not so prosper- 
ous, and needing assistance. T he pros 
perous church promptly gavo them $1200 
to help it aloug. There was also another 
oliutch near by wbich the well-to-do 
church had helped each year. Another 
church that did work down towu among 
the masses was also helped out by the 
well favored church. Some people had 
thought out the solution ot such astute 
of tiffairs. He would like to ask the 
question, if a man who was worth, $10,- 
000 a year lent Ins money yearly to a man 
who was not so well favored, what was 
the relation between the rnan who lent 
the money, and the man who borrowed 
it? If the pastor of this certain well 
favored chinch wrote a book, would the 
pistors of those other churches, who 
wer>* not. so well favored, dare to criti- 
cise it? Perhaps one mau iu about 450,- 

000 would, but the rest would havo 
nothing to say. One of tho pastors of 
these churches had the misfortune to 
think that the Congregational church 
could be independent aud tiiat a pastor 
had the right to ideas of his own. He 
had voiced his Hentimeuts aud the next 
year his church was cut off entirely from 
the supply of money coining from the 
well favored church. It was wrong, but 
such thiugs were inevitable. 

It was ten years since he had been 
ordained. At ihut time he hnd said that 
•he Cbristiuu churcb was a bond of love 
and fellowship, a band of biotherhood, 
but he had found it different. Suppose, 
he said, that a man has au income of 
$.*>0 000, which enables him to live on a 
certain plane, and that there wasauother 
man a member of his church, hud only 
halt ot that to live ou, ami vet ugaiu 
another man who had only $2000 a year. 
They uiu all members of the same 
churcb, but the only church under 
heaven that would bring them together 
on the sumo plane is the Roman Catholic. 
There was no other church which even 
pretends to do it. The chinch is made 
up of a number of cliques or sets, and 
tiie pastor does uot attempt to i ring 
them together, tor such a course would 
only invite luui. He lias all he cau do 
in emleuvoriug to glide ubout among 
these sets. 

These people all belong to the same 
church, sing the same songs, and often 
sit iu the same pews, and lie would like 
to see them social. This spirit shown 
was not Christum, but in time Christ 
would triumph, although foi the present 
it could uot be helped. What lie wanted 
to plead for was common honesty and u 
leaving off of talking about fi tends!. ips 
and relations iu a church which did not 

1 xist. He wanted to have tilings spoken 
of as they were. He would apply the 
maxim of common honesty hi receiving 
the fuels as they were and a common 
sense method of dealing with them. 

Rev. Dr. Pruddeu, pastor of the West 
Newtou Congregational church, next 
spoke ou “The Relation of Adults to 
i Youth.” lie said that there were two 
j principal thoughts suggested by his sub- 
ject. What was ofteu the relation be- 


tween tho adults nnd youths, and what 
ought tn bn tho relation. Iu Ids opinion 
the adults were responsible fur the state 
of nffatis in many ctiurches. One ot 
their principal faults was the habit of 
ignoring the young people. The older 
members aro very glnri when they enter 
the church, but alter that they have 
nothing more to do with them. The 
young people in this manner get out of 
feeling with the chinch, and a coldness 
soon springs up. The adults as soon as 
they get the young people into the 
church Heem to think that their part of 
the work has been accomplished Some 
of the adults legarded the C. E. society 
as a church within a church, but he did 
not thiuk it right to speak against the 
society. Another fault of ndul's is to 
expect, of tho young people, tilings that 
they do not want to do themselves. They 
also expect the young tolks to follow in 
the same lines as established by thorn 
nnd do the same as they did when they 
were joung. In a church of 850 mem- 
bers there may be 50 young people, and 
out of the 70 or 80 others, who come to 
the prayer mootings, there may lie some 
few men who take part. The rest, don’t 
take any part at. all They s*y the young 
people should carry ou tiie meeting, lur- 
getting the example which they are set 
ttog by keeping silence. Tho si»y young 
people should bo encouraged to speak by 
their elders or they will not speak at all. 

Another fault of the elders is that they 
expect tho young people to act entirely 
contrary to the example set them by 
their eiders. They expect the young 
people to speak, while they do not 
speak, they expect the y ung people to 
go to church, when they don’t go. they 
expect the young people to bo social 
when they are not social, etc. Things 
that adults should remem her aro that 
the young people arc most important to 
carry ou the work of a church, for in the 
future years, tho work will fall upon 
them. 

Tiie adults should use wise methods if 
they would win the young people to 
loyulity to the church. He would like to 
see 40 adults bring 40 young people inti 
the church. He believed they could do 
it and not find it a very difficult feat to 
do, if they would use tho right methods. 
Tuo adults should give them a few words 
of welcome and also set the example of 
what they wished them to be. In a 
family nothing was so powerful as the 
infiueuco of an elder brother, yet in a 
church the young people are sot an ex- 
ample of indolence and lack of partici 
nation iu prayer meeting. There was uo 
power in a oh inch like the power of 
example. All the good iu a church 
should come from the idea that it was 
for the building up of the kingdom of 
lieaveu, and the adults should set an ex 
ample which they thought Christ would 
like to have them. 

Rev. Edward M. Noyes also gavo a 
short address on “The Relation of pastor 
and people.” Several times during the 
evening music was rendered by the male 
quartet of the Newtonville Congregation- 
al church.

Unique Pianos. 

“All manner of articles in place of 
wood have been used in the manufac- 
ture of pianos,” says oue of the great- 
est English piano makers. “Perhaps the 
most successful of these is paper, of 
which many piauos of exquisite tone 
and appearance have been made. The 
Duke of Devonshire has oue of the finest 
specimens of the paper piano, this beiug 
of French make, and decorated most or- 
nately with pictures by Freuch artists. 
Tho duke gave 600 guineas for this, 
mainly, no doubt, ou account of the or- 
uumoutation. 1 suppose you know that 
pianos for very hot aud very cold cli- 
mates — all instruments for export, iu 
fact — have to be specially made, and in 
this direction all maunerof experiments 
have been tried. Among others, a sort 
of cellulose, oue factor iu which is ac- 
tually common molasses, from which 
sugar is made, is employed, aud a com- 
position made from the chemical treat- 
ment of guttu perclia aud leather pulp 
has been tried. Ivory piauos are by no 
means uncommon, aud the downger 
Countess of Dudley has a magnificent 
carved specimeu. Piauos of ivory aro, 1 
might say, made every year iu numbers, 
but chiefly for Indian princes and rich 
Spanish Americans. Many piauos of 
solid silver have been made; indeed, 
oue was ouly recently completed by a 
London firm for the nizarn of Haidara- 
bad, aud piano cases have at various 
times been made of bronze, a species of 
aluminium, glass, porcelain and iu com- 
bination mother of pearl.” — Exchange.

Robert Lonla Stevenson Tells of tho Delu- 
sions of One of Ills Servants. 

Poor jVIisi Folo— -yon remember tho 
thin boy, do you not? — had a desperate 
attack of influenza, and he was iu a 
groat taking. You would not like to be 
very sick in some savage place in tho 
islands and have only tho savages to 
doctor you? Well, that was just the 
way ho felt. “It is all very well,” he 
thought, “to let these childish white 
people doctor a sore foot or a toothache, 
but this is serious — I might die of this! 
For goodness’ sake, lej^-mo got away in 
to a drafty native hous^ where I can lie 
in cold gravel, eat green bananas and 
have a real grown up, tattooed man to 
raise spirits and say charms over me. ” 

A day or two w f o kept him quiet and 
got him much better. Then he said he 
must go. He had had his back broken 
in his own island, ho said. It had come 
broken again, and ho innst go away to a 
native house and liavo it mended. “Con- 
found your baok, ” said we. “Lie down 
in your bed. ” At last one day his fever 
was quite gone, nnd he could give his 
mind to the broken back entirely. He 
lay in tho hull. I was in tho room 
alone. All morning and noon I heard 
him roaring like a ball calf, so that the 
floor shook with it. It was plainly hum- 
bug. It had the humbugging sound of 
a bad child crying, and about 2 of the 
afternoon we were worn out and told him 
he might go. Off beset. Ho was in some 
kind of a white wrapping, with a great 
white turban ou his head, as palo as 
clay, and walked leaning on a stick. 
But,. oh, he was a glad boy to get away 
from these foolish, savage, childish 
white people and get his broken back 
pnt right by somebody with some sense. 
He nearly died that night, and little 
wonder, hut he has now got better 
again, and long may it last! 

All the others wore quite good, trust- 
ed us wholly, uud staid to be cured 
whero they were. But then he was quite 
right if yon look at it from his point of 
view, for, though we may bo very clev- 
er, we do not set up to cure broken backs.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. | ADMIRAL FYKFK IS DEAD. ONLY A QUESTION OF TIMK. 


THE COMMON UOUNC1 L STRIKES OUT FOR 
ITSELF ON 8KWRK M A.TTKK8. 


Monday overling at City Hall was hold 
the regular spRaina of the Newton com- 
mon council, President Wing in the 
chair, Papers from the board of alder- 
men wero passed in concurronco with the 
exception of the report of tho highway 
committee, granting loave to withdmwn 
on petition of II. F. King. By vote Mr. 
King'd petition was referred back to the 
highway committee. 

HEARINGS 

were given on the laying of sewers in 
Allison, Los Angeles, Allisou and Cres- 
cent streets. 

D. J. OAI.LAOIIF.lt 

representing residents of those streets 
and the Nonantura Worsted Company, 
appeared in protest against the laying 
of tho sewers. 

Ho said the streets in the locality did 
not need to have any sewers run through 
them, and tho oitizeus did not waut 
them. Several weeks ago the citizoos 
bad signed a petition asking for tho ac- 
ceptance of Allison street, but they had 
been granted leave to withdraw. They 
had asked that the street be accepted 
owing to its poor condition as it was 
nothing but a loam bed. Every timo it 
rained tho water soaked into the road 
bed and remained tboro instead of being 
drainod oil as it would bo if the street 
was properly constructed. The people 
on tho street felt that they were getting 
no return for the money which they were 
paying out in taxes. Following tho 
leave to withdraw the board now 
wisbos to run a sower through tho street. 
If half of the money which will be 
needed for tho sower is put into the road 
bed, he felt that it would be iu much 
better condition thau it ever had been 
before, and that no sewer would be 
needed, 

The citizeus living in that neighbor- 
hood had plenty of opportunity to dis- 
pose of their sewage, aud a sewer 
would not only be of uo advantage but a 
hardship. They considered that the 
placing of a sewer in the steet was a 
privilege and if they did not desire it. 
did not see wby it should be imposed 
upon them. When the citizeus began to 
complain then it was time to put in a 
sewer. The street was very sloping aud 
if properly graded there would be no 
need of a sewer, as the water or surface 
drainage would run into the brook at the 
foot of the street. 

COUNCILMAN SPRAOUE 
has asked Mr. Gallagher if a number of 
houses in that vicinity did not empty 
offal, etc., into the brook. Mr. Gal- 
lagher said they did not as far as he 
knew, but then went on to say that 
Beveral houses had been built on a 
swamp in that vicinity by a man who 
was not a citizen of Newton, and had 
provided them with cesspools no larger 
than a barrel. Ho soou found that the 
swamp would not drain itself and con- 
sequently the offal from these houses 
was dumped into the brook. Other 
people on tho street did not feel like 
paying for a sewer to properly drain 
these houses and make them tenant 
able. 

MR. GIBSON, 

a resdent of the street, also appeared and 
entered his protest against the putting 
in of the sewer on the ground that it 
was not required or wanted. 

COUNCILMAN STEARNS 
stated that he was well acquainted with 
the viciuity under consideration aud 
knew that the laying of a sewer would 
make couditiuos very hard for the resi- 
dents of the street. 

Most of the bouses wore owued by 
young men who had bought them on the 
co-operative plan, and each was he tvily 
mortgaged. If a sewer was placed iu 
the street many of these young rueu 
would have to give up their homes as 
they would not be able to stand so great 
a burden. 

ROBERT SUAW, 

a resident, appeared and said he agreed 
most heartily with Mr. Gallagher's re 
marks relative to the condition of the 
street, but he disagreed with the latter 
when he arid there was no need of a 
sewer. The cesspools of mauy of tho 
houses were not able to empty them- 
selves and therefore overtimed. The 
trouble was the people did not want to 
pav for a s-iwei. If it was paid for by 
the city they would bo glad to have it. 
He himself would like that plan. He 
felt that the street iu its present condi- 
tion was a great menace to public 
health. 

Mr. Quieik, another resident of the 
street, also appeared and stated that a 
sewer was very much needed. 

MB. GALLAGHER 

agaiu spoke and said that when Mr. Shaw 
stated what the motives of his clients 
were in seudiug him to protest at City 
Hall, he would inform him that what 
their motives were, was his business, 
aud that his clients were uo more a drug 
on the market than he (Sbuw) was. The 
whole matter had been agitated by 
Watertown parties whose laud this 
brook overflowed. If the cesspools of a 
□umber of these houses had beeu proper- 
ly constructed there would be no ueed of 
asking for a sewer. 

In regard to tbo Xonantum Worsted 
Company, they should protest agiiust 
the taking of their land for sewer pur- 
poses, but if the city decided to put 
through the sewer they would not op- 
pose it. It was their intention, how- 
ever, to construct a large reservoir on 
their premises aud if this was interfered 
with they should expect heavy dam iges. 
Them being no one else desiring to speak 
the hearing was closed. 

At a hearing ou the widening of 
Washington street from Chestnut street 
easterly, W. II. Mague appeared iu pro- 
test. 

The annual report of the superinten- 
dent of streets was received after which 
the council adjourned.

MUCH LOVED AT THE CHARLESTOWN 
NAVY YARD AND AT NEWTON— HE SAW 
VERY ACTIVE SERVICE IN WAR. 


R**ar Admiral Joseph Fylfe, U. S. N.. 
retired, died at Ills home at Pearce, Net)., 
at 10.20 p. m., Tne«Hny. He had been 
ailing for some time, but had been 
seriously sick but a short time. 

In tho death of Admiral Fyffo the navy 
loses one of its prominent characters and 
best officers. He will be universally 
mourned, for he was a favorite with 
officers and men alike. Tho old admiral 
had thousands of persoual friends in 
Boston, who will be deeply grieved wben 
they learn of his demise. 

“Fighting .Joe,'* as bo was popularly 
referred to by tlioso who knew him, en- 
deared himself to all who met him by 
his frank, honest, straightforward man- 
ner aud his whole-souled geniality. IIo 
was that type of naval officer, so seldom 
met with nowadays, known as “of the 
oli school,” a man of powerful physique, 
(luo bearing, with handsomo features, a 
clear eye, strong voice, always alert, a 
little gruff but not vulgar. 

He was stern when necessity demand- 
ed it, generous to a fault, courteous and 
kind. To apply a popular quotation, 
“he was brave as a lion aud gentle as n 
lamb.” 

He did several terms of duty at tho 
Charlestown navy yard in various capaci- 
ties, as nu officer, and latterly as com- 
mandant of this station. He endeared 
himself to every one at that station; his 
brother officers loved him, the employes 
regarded him as a friend, and the blue- 
jackets kuew him aud trusted him as a 
brother. 

Never in the history of the Charles- 
towu uavy yard was a uavnl officer more 
revered than “Fightiug Joe.” He was 
always kindly aud considerate, aud was 
very democratic in hiR mauner. “Jus- 
tice” was his watchword. Withal, he 
was a yarn spinner par excellence, which 
in itself is regarded as a chief qualifica- 
tion among good naval officers. 

His career in the service was a rather 
remarkable one, aud volumes could be 
written on his exploits and of the inci- 
dents iu which he figured most promi- 
nently. 

His last active duty in the naval ser- 
vice was as commaDdaut of tho Chanes- 
town navy yard, and it was while at- 
tached to this station that he was re- 
tired, on July 20, 1804, as a rear admiral, 
having been iu command of the uavy 
yard about a year. Ho had beeu com- 
missioned a rear admiral but two days 
before his retirement. 

Rear Admiral Joseph P. Fyffo was 
born iu Ohio on the 26th day of July, 
1832. lie was appointed from that state 
Sept. 9. 1847. Bis first duty was ou 
board the bomb vessel Stroraboli, of 
wbat was then known as the home 
squadron. The next year he was ordered 
for duty off the coast of Africa ou the 
sloop Yorktown, where he served for 
two years, after which he returned to 
the home squadron. 

In 1853 he was placed on duty at the 
Naval academy for one year, aud on Juno 
15, 1S54, was promoted to the grade of 
passed midshipman. He rendered 
special service iu the year 1855 ou the 
steam frigate San Jacinto. On Sept. 10 
of the same year he was commissioned 
lieutenant. He was then transferred to 
the storesliip Relief, of the Brazil squad- 
ron, where he served in 1850 7, His next 
duty was iu the East Indian squadron, 
ou the aloop Germantown, where he re- 
mained two years. 

lie was transferred to the steam sloop 
Lancaster in 1800, after which he was 
ordered to the steam frigate Minnesota, 
the fligship of the North Atlantic block- 
ade squadron. On the Minnesota lie ex- 
perienced two years of very active ser- 
vice, during which time he took part in 
the destruction of the blockade ruuuer 
Hebe aud two rebel euus on the beach 
near Fort Fisher, North Carolina, in 
August, in 1803 

He also took an active part iu the de- 
struction of the Ringer, another block- 
ade limner, as well as iu an engagement 
with iufauiry below Ft. Caswell, North 
Carolina, in Jauuary, 1804. 

Iu May, 1804, he engaged a rebel force 
of artillery on tbe James river, abovo 
Cox’s wharf, Iu the next month he en- 
gaged confederate batteries near Deep 
Bottom, ou the James river, also batter- 
ies at Curtis’ Neck, near Tilgman’s 
wharf, James river. In J inuary, 1805, 
he engaged rebel batteries and rams near 
Dutch Gap. He was commissioned as 
lieuteuant commander on July 10, 1802. 

lie vas assigned to duty at the navy | 
yard at Boston in 1807 and the next year 
was ordered to duty on the steamer 
Oneida of the Asiatic squadron. lie 
w is o«lm missioned commander Dec. 2, 
1807, aud *as placed in com maud of the 
steamer Centaur of the North Atlantic 
Heel, 1809-70. He was in charge of the 
niter depot at Malden, in 1871*2. 

lie commanded the Monocacy at tbe 
Asiatic station from 1875 to 1878. The 
following year lie was promoted to cap 
tain and was placed iu command of the 
receiving ship St. Louis. 

Iu 1880 he took commaud of the re- 
ceiving ship Franklin, seiviug two years 
ou that ship. He was tlmu ordered to 
commaud the Pensacola at the Pacific 
statiou, and after one veal’s service there 
he was returned to the navy yard at Bos- 
ton aud remaiued there three years. 

He was promoted to commodore in 
February, 1889, aud remained on waiting 
orders until 189<>, wben he was assigned 
special duty at Boston iu October of that 
year. The next year he was ordered to 
command the naval station at New Lon- 
don, where he served until July, 1893, 
when he took c >mrnand of the uavy yard 
at Bostou — his last duty before miring. 

As before stated much could be wiitten 
of the iucideuts iu which the admiral 
was the priucipal. Reference will be 
made to but one at ibis time. 

A vear ago last Jauuary, when the ad- 
miral was living at West Newton, he 
saved his niece, Miss Louise Van Horn, 
from burning to death, beiug quite 
seriously burned iu so doing.

BURGLARS CAN GET INTO ANY SAFE, AC- 
CORDING TO A MAKER OF THEM. 

Tho New York Sun reporter asked tho 
m ■ linger of one of the biggest safo build- 
ing concorns iti the world wbothor n safe 
lmd ever been built that was absolutely 
burglar proof. 

“There never was,” lie replied. “Most 
big safes are called burglar proof, but 
they are not. No man oan build a thing 
that somo other man cannot unbuild. 
Now, here’s n safe,” be said, leading tbo 
reporter to the back of the store, “that 
is as near burglar proof as any made.” 

The safo ho pointed to looked like a 
solid block of steel, with two enormous 
hinges in front and a stool lever that rail 
across tho block diagonally. The door 
was round. 

“That safo,” said tho mauagor, “is al- 
most what it appoars to be— a solid 
block, but a properly equipped burglar 
could got iato It, nevertheless, provided 
bo had time. It is this question of timo 
that m ikes it possible for us to bo moro 
or less truthful wheu wo spoak of the 
safe as burglar proof. It requires so 
much time to get one of them open that 
before the work can be done it is almost 
certain that somebody will come around, 
and thou the jig is up. By tho way, it is 
a mistake to talk about blowing a safo 
open. Most people have an idea that a 
buiglar comes along, punobos a hole in 
tho Rtfe aud throws in a lot of dynamite, 
which he touches off. What tho bur- 
glars do is to drill a hole in tho door uear 
tbo combination, and then, by exploding 
a small quantity of powder, or some- 
times ouly a cartridge, smash tho com- 
bination. This enables thorn to work at 
it with their Augers, and the opening of 
the safe is not so difficult a job, though 
explosions of this kind have boon known 
to lock safes tighter than they wore 
locked before— so tight, In fact, that they 
could not be opened without a second 
explosion and tbo use of a largely in- 
creased amount of power. Burglars will 
not. as a rule, take chances on that, for, 
I don’t care how uervy they are, tho 
noise of tbo first explosion never fails to 
frighten them half to death.

Taylor of Lowes, Delaware, who was tho 
first speaker, began by snying that nil 
histoty manifests the fact that the aim 
of all men from the beginning hns been 
to realize the ideal of freedom. That 
aim did not depend upon any existent 
conditions, but was tho rosult of an in- 
nate instinctive consciousness upon the 
part of each individual of his right tbore- 
to. lie then proceeded to show that it 
is ovident from tho decline aud fall of 
mnny kingdoms and empires in the past 
that this object bad not heeu attained. 
It is also evident that the inhabiting of 
America by our forefathers aud the Itevo- 
lutiouaiy wnr, resulting from the 
Declaration of Independence, and the 
erection of tho ropublic upon the con- 
stitution, did not accomplish this pur- 
pose, for it became necessary by an in- 
terneoino war in the sixties to destroy an 
institution of human slavery among us, 
and while wo deemed that the object 
had boon attained at the close of that 
war, circumstances and conditions, sinco 
created among us, havo resulted in a 
system of industrial slavery, and freedom 
still remains to be secured. Men every- 
where have been conscious of this fact, 
aud fretting under the friction of these 
conditions have sought to solve the 
problem by numerous projected reforms, 
but have met with but little success. It 
is said that “when the hour strikes, the 
man of destiny is born.” The hour has 
struck, tho man is born, that man is 
Henry George, the message he brings to 
the men of this generation is the Stugle 
Tax, and in that term is included the at- 
tainment of the object at which all these 
reforms havo aimed, and secures without 
question mau’s freedom from a hitherto 
unseen source the provision of the per- 
ment earth which God created for the 
sustenance of the race, for it is without 
question a fact that the monopolization 
of natural opportunities under the guise 
of laud ownership, has been the source 
of this industrial slavery and has de- 
feated the object of humanity in all the 
ages. He then claimed that with such a 
fact within reach of all, to longer con- 
tinue to dissipate their energy and means 
on these collateral issues by reformers 
seems to be not only unnecessary but 
uuwise. The remainder of Mr. Taylor’s 
speech was devoted to a discussion of 
the subject from a moral standpoint iu 
which ho took issue with the claim that 
the law of society was the survival of the 
fittest, denouncing it as baibarous, and 
asserted tho truo law to be “thou shall 
love thy neighbor as thyself,” and that 
the law of fcove is self Sacrifice for its ob- 
ject, that is to give all aud claim nothing 
in return. 

Mr. Hermau V. Hetzel of Philadelphia, 
who has been prominent in the practical 
work of the Delaware Campaign, gave 
interesting particulars concerning the 
movemeut, its manner of propaganda 
and results obtained, His illustrations 
of the arguments, usually urged by the 
campaigners and the objections made bv 
the opposition, how they wore answered 
aud the effect produced, were highly 
appreciated by the audience. Quite a 
number of questions were asked which 
Mr. Uetzel replied to in his charactistio 
manner, to the evideut satisfaction of the 
men aud women present. Long after the 
usual hour of adjournment discussion 
contiuued with unditniuished interest 
among groups of eager participants till 
near midnight. 

Rev. Charles Hardon, who for several 
years has edited the Contoocook Inde- 
pendent at Contoocook, N. tt,, upon 
Single Tax hues, spoke us follows: 

I am, aud not being personally re- 
sponsible for this circumstance, 1 may 
safely infer that I have a right to be. 
No one has a right to kill me except it 
be to preveut my killing bim. I have a 
body, or, so far as political economy is 
concerned, so far as natural rights are 
concerned, I am a body. This body, 
considering as something alive, is that 
which owns, I and my body are one. 

1 do not own the earth, but 1 own a 
right witli others to use the earth. I 
cannot give away or sell this right. It 
belougs to my existence, If I could give 
it away or sell it and should do so, then 
others would have a right to kill me, for 
they would possess my right to have ac- 
cess to the earth to raise that whereby 
my life could be sustained, and I would 
have a right to let them do it; iu other 
words to kill myself. \ 

Having used the earth, I have created 
a value, aud that value is mine. That 
which I have produced I can sell or give 
away. It is simply ray right to be and 
to use the earth put together by labor, it 
is these two rights combined or put into 
a thing. 

That thing I can sell or give away be- 
cause with access to the earth 1 can re- 
produce it. Iu solliug or giving it away 
however, I do uot part with it, 1 simply 
change its form to that for which 1 give 
it away or sell it. It is still mine. I am 
identified with it. As I and my body 
are one, so I aud my body aud the thing 
produced are us one. They are the 
bumau triuitv, the father, sou and holy 
spirit, of political ecouoniy — of the 
human being or natural man. 

As the thing produced belongs to mu 
aud is one with me, no other bumau be 
iug and no uumber of human beluga 
combined, that is, uo government, com- 
munity or public, has a right to take it 
away from me. For uu individual to 
take it away frpra me is theft; for the 
puidio to take it away from me is the 
same thing, but it is culled personal 
property, taxation. 

Now suppose that in exercising my 
right to use the earth I niise 
corn, and the market being forty miles 
away, I have litne to raise aud market 
2(K) bushels; at length, however, people 
move iu ueurer to me, and having to g<< 
but a short distance, 1 have time to raise 
300 bushels. Having brnugnt the mar- 
ket so much nearer to mu, they have 
thereby enabled me to produce the 100 
bushels extra. They ure therefore to mu 
us an extra huud who works for ntu to 
that exieut. 

Hut this nearer market uot ouly helps 
mu to raise more corn, it saves tue time 
iu gettiug my horse shod, iu getting my 
carpentering done ami my grinding, in 
carrying my children to school, in going 
to church; in f not. it helps me to accom- 
plish more iu every liue. 

The way society thus helps me is by 
giviug me nearness. This nearness 
brings the ./eight of ail production closer 
to the fuloi mu, so to speak. It helps 


me to raise my otnps, to sell my produce 
and in a hundred wnys. 

Now this help, this extra hand, in 
many ways amounting to a great many 
extra bands, I am uot entitled to without 
compensation, Iu furnishing mo neat- 
ness they gtvo mo a help which thoy can- 
not but give and which I cannot but re- 
ceive. The value of this nearness at- 
taches to position or looality. It is what 
wo cull laud value, and to reach back to 
all who contribute to it, it must be given 
to nil in the form of a public revonne. 

This is tho singlo tax. It is simply 
ptymentfor value received, paid by the 
one who receives the valuo to tho one 
who produces tho value. The public iu 
levying this tax takes personal property 
to pay it. but it is a personal property 
orontod by the public nnd not by the in- 
dividual. It takes the 100 extra bushels 
but does not, like tbe present system, 
take 25 out of the original 200. 


Why Not Native Teachers in Our Pub- 
lic Schools; 

A day of tho graduation iu one of tho 
New England High schools, tbe chair- 
man of the school committee in his 
speech said “that the principal aim of 
American schools is not as in Europe, to 
make the study the burden for the 
pupils, but to prepare them to bo able 
to draw from tho study the greatest pos- 
sible pleasure,” Such a bright look on 
oducition is a natural cousequeuce of 
that masterpiece of tho Americau litera- 
ture, the Declaration of Independence 
emphasizing tho “pursuit of happiness.” 
Among many studies the knowledge of 
the foreign language should occupy 
quite a prominent place iu the life of 
Americans, who more than any other 
nation like to travel. To make a journey 
among foreign nntions not only agreeable 
luit also useful— “utile dulci”— a good, 
or if possible, a ported knowledge of the 
liviug language is necessary, because 
only theu a traveler draws all possible 
pleasures derivatiug from the contact 
with those with whom oue can talk their 
own language, To attain this aim the 
teaching of a foreign launuage ought to 
bo conducted by a native teaciier as it is 
dono in certain European countries. 
There is so much spokeu about the ability 
of the Russiaus for foreign lang- 
uages, but this is purely a legond, when 
oue coosiders that only the Russian no- 
bility speak well foreign languages, aud 
this is becauso from their childhood, 
they are taught the foretgu language by 
native teachers, and when they go to 
“Gymnasiums.” which correspond to 
colleges in this country, or to the Uni- 
versity, they have the same opportunity, 
nnd tt.at is the reason why they speak 
beautiful Freucb, English and German. 

No matter how clever ts a man or wo- 
man, if they do uot study a foreign 
laugungo from their childhood and witli 
a native, they never will be able to talk 
the language perfectly aud consequently 
when they are promoted to be teachers, 
they show their imperfect knowledge 
to their pupils. Another legeud quite 
popular iu this country, is that Ameri- 
cans have no talent for the foreign lang- 
uages. Tho idea! And why not? Are 
the Americau ears and tongues diffetetit- 
ly made? No! Ten thousand times uo! 
The whole question lies in this.thal there 
are in this country many teachers, 
especially of the French language, know- 
ing very well the grammars, but they do 
not have au idea how to talk aud vety 
seldom hqw to pronounce, not only per- 
fectly but quite well, and therefore wliilo 
teaching, instead of correcting pupils and 
give (item an assurranco how to pro- 
nounce certain Bounds, they advise their 
pupils to correct themseves, without 
giving them previously the standard 
pronunciations. And how cau they do 
it, when the elementary pronunciation 
of many lotters of the alphabet is de- 
cidedly different in French aud English? 

The inductive methods, used with an 
advantage iu the State Notmal School, 
cannot he applied to the pronunciation 
of a foreign language ; such is the opinion 
of the greatest peuagogist Pestalozzi. 
Aud iu fact, bow can a teacbor make 
his English pupil prououuce, for in- 
stance, the Fr< nch sound of the letter L? 
Or, how he cau teach them to pronounce 
it correctly, when, ho himself orouounces 
it iu the English way, which spoils all 
the beauty of that sound in Freuch? 
Oue cau prove by a great many other ex- 
amples that the essential aud prettiest 
sounds of the Ft ench language are 
violated by a bad pronunciation. 

We oan put at work our fancy ns for 
tbe pronunciation of the Latin, every- 
body can adopt his own pronunciation 
and sustain it with a good consoieuce.that 
his prouuuoiatiou is the best, because 
we do uot know how the Romans have 
prouounced, but we cannot introduce a 
faucy pronunciation for a living language, 
under penalty of ignorance. 

The perfection is nor separated from 
tho imperfecliou by an abyss. From the 
sublime to the ridiculous there is only 
oue step. A few lines a little higher 
degree make a thing, iu auy direction, 
pertoct, when the one which is lacking 
of those few Hues, remains inferior. 

A horse making one mile in two 
minutes and six seconds is worth $20,000, 
while a horse making the same distance 
in two miuutos and four seconds is worth 
$40,000. 

The city of Newton, being one of the 
most select communities in the state, 
having, if not the richest, ut least great 
wealth aud with that refinement and 
teudeucy to perfection, why should it 
uot muko oue step further iu that direc- 
tion by having a uative teacher for the 
French, the language of the most re- 
fined society iu all countries? Because 
there is uo doubt about it, that while 
the most people ( wo are talking about 
the Caucasian race), something like 125.- 
000. 000 speak Euglish, the most refined 
socioty speaks Freuch. 

Even tbe German Emperor, and with 
him all Gertnuu nobility speaks French; 
aud when the eminent Freuoh economist, 
Jules Simon visited Ueiliu, that proud 
William could not testruiu his vanity 
from asking the Freuoh savant, wbether 
ho find his French perfect. The Ameri 
cau people, with their refinement iu their 
dresses, in their houses, wh.v should tbuv 
not beoome refined ulso iu that direction? 
It depends entirely ou themselves.

find any trouble about raising tho money 
and usually they are only too glad to pr 
capo with such a small assessment, 
representing as it does but a fraction of ' 
their property.

THE ADAMS SCHOOL BUILDING. 

I 

The school board heard the Adams j 
school remonstrants, Wednesday even 
ing, and also listened to a report from 
Prof. H. S. Woodbridge, of the Institute 
of Technology, one of the most compe- 
tent experts on sanitary matters, which 
stated that the old building waB in ex- 
cellent sanitary condition, but the venti- 
latiou was defective. There was thus a 
direct conflict of testimony between Dr. 
Baker of Nowtonville and the sanitary 
expert, and the school board bad to 
choose between, and sided with I’rof. 
Woodbridge. The trouble with the re- 
monstrants was that they overstated 
tbeir case, and made such extravagaut 
charges against the old building that 
they failed to carry conviction. To be 
lieve them, the old building was worse 
then a pest-house, the rooms were filled 
with bacilli and other creatures with big 
names, ready to devour the helpless chil- 
dren, and no child could eDter it with- 
out danger of its life. This was due 
more to the enthusiastic nature of New- 
tonvilie people, who always enter heart 
and soul upon any cause, rather than 
from any wish to exaggerate matters. 
It is something in the air of the vicini- 
ty and cannot be resisted, probably, as it 
only takes a few years residence there 
for the coolest natured mau to become 
infected. 

There are old wooden school build- 
ings all over the city, which are proba- 
bly in fully as bad condition as the i 
Adams building, but the people in other ; 
districts take things more easily, and do 
not condemn the school house, because 
tbeir children catch cold in the winter 
months, or have any of the usual chil- 
dren's diseases. 

The Adams school building is even 
said by some outsiders to be in much 
better condition tbon most of the build- 
ings, as tbe 11 )ors are new, the rooms 
are better lighted and aired, and tbe 
nature of tbe soil is more conducive to 
health. There may be some repairs 
needed, but they are Dot of a serious 
nature. 

We see tbe school board has yielded to 
the clamor so far as to recommend that 
a new system of ventilation be adopted, 
although most of the high-priced systems 
area delusion and a snare, as tbe city 
has found after spending hundred! of 
dollars upon them. The old-fashioned 
system of having recesses, during which 
all tbe windows aud doors were thrown 
open, and supplies of fresh air provid- 
ed, was one of the best methods of 
ventilatiou, and some teachers still 
practice this to the great advantage of 
their scholars. As tbe building will not 
need to be overcrowded, there ought to 
be uo trouble about tbe ventilation. 

Tbe school boatd's chief reason for re- 
fusing to transfer all the pupils to tbe 
new building is that they say that it 
would then be filled to its utmost ca- 
pacity aud there would be no room for 
further growth. In a year or two an- 
other new building would be required, 
and this would baldly be fair to the rest 
of tbe city. 


TI1E NEW TAX BILL. 


Brighton has just tiuished a large 
and handsome High school building, 
which it might be a good thing for our 
public property committee to look over, 
before committing themselves to any 
plan. It does not look like an expen- 
sive building, but it has a substantial ap- 
pearance, and well adapted to the pur- 
pose for which it is designed. There is 
a good deal of nonseuse talked about the 
effect of fine architecture upon tbe 
youthful tniud, in an educational way, 
with the assumption that fine architec- 
ture involves a high-priced architect aud 
all the latest “flummadiddles,” which 
are very expensive, but the influence of 
such a building is far from being 
as salutary as that of a perfectly plaiu 
building with simple lines, but with an 
interior perfectly adapted to its purpose, 
and with proper light, heat and ventila- 
tion. It is tbe fad now to rave over the 
tine examples of Colonial architecture, 
whose great virtue is its simplicity. In 
this connection, an amusing story is told 
of a wealthy gentleman, who gave a 
fashionable architect au order for the re- 
production of the famous Longfellow 
house, to be built upou his estate, not a 
hundred miles away from Newton. The 
owner was called away and the architect 
went ahead and “improved” upon the 
plan, with the result that instead of a 
simple, dignified and home-like place, 
the architect had furnished au over- 
elaborated and decorated affair that had 
a ridiculously jaunty air, and neither the 
owner nor any one else could recognize 
auy resemblance to the original pattern. 
But it was “high art” and “consisted,” 
aud all that, and above all it cost a large 
sum. Now Bchool buildings of this kind 
are not what are called for in Newton or 
anywhere else, and their influence upon 
the youthful mind, if they have auy, are 
harmful aud “shoddy,” for all their 
great cost. 

The Brookline Chronicle has been 
persuaded that Boylston stieet in that 
town should be widened, and if it is 
finally decided to do this, Newtou will 
have a loud call to follow suit with its 
section of tbe same street. Tbe street is 
now a uurrow aud not very attractive 
thoroughfare, running through a section 
that is mainly undeveloped, aud its 
widening would be of immense benefit to 
the abuttors, though not of especial use 
| to the rest of the city. It lies to one 
j side of the local travel, though it is used 
a great deal by teams that pass through 
the city. If the wideuiug question ever 
comes up, the owners of the laud on the 
s'reet are the ones who will be benefitted, 
and if they are willing to pay the ex- 
penses no objection will be raised. The 
i experience the city has had on Washing- 
, ton street, with owners who demauded 
I more for a few feet than their whole 
| estates were taxed for, is not one to 
I cause the city to be anxious to engage in 
l any mure improvements of that kind. 
1 Boylston street land owners prefer to 
have a narrow street to a wide one, the 
rest of the city has no objections, as not 
one in a thousand of the citizens ever 
have occassiou to pass over the street. 
Beacon street, Commonwealth avenue 
and Washington street accommodate tbe 
| Boston-bound travel, and there is no 
J great ueed of another wide thorough- 
fare, although as a speculation it would 
pay the Boylston street laud owners 
1 handsomely to go ahead with the work, 

! at their own expense, besides giving the 
! laud that might be ueeded, which is at 
present of very small value. The high- 
way committee have found that the 
county commissioners laid the street to a 
width of UO feet in 1880, and this is wide 
euough for all practical purposes, unless 
the land-owners desire io be at the ex- 
pense of a greater width. 


The tax bill formulated by tbe Boston 
Merchant’s League is meeting with a 
good deal of opposition, especially \ 
atnoug the small property owners, who 
pay a tax only on their homes, aud who 
find that their taxes would be largely in- 
creased if this bill should pass. 

Tbe framers of the bill admit that 
taxes would probably be raised about 
one-fourth by it, in Boston, aud probably 
about the same in Newton, which would 
make a very appreciable ditleieuce to 
the great n.aj >rity of tax payers. 

It would probably mean au iucieuse iu 
rents, so that those who own their 
homes and those who do not would be , 
about on a par, aud by the giving up of | 
the tax on persoual property, those who | 
can best all. ml to pay would goeutire- 
ly free. 

It has been very elaborately explained 1 
that those who have both persoual | 
property aud real estate would have 
their taxes so increased ou thulattei, 
that they would have to pay about the 
same amount, but the trainers of the bill 
apparently forgot that the gieat maj hi 
ty of lax payers pay only on their 
Houses aud have uo persoual piopeity to 
speak of. These would feel the increase 
severely, aud they are the class who i 
should be considered first, tveu though 
their iudividual payments qru small. 
The meu who pay a heavy tax ou per- 
soual property, are the oues who never 


In Somerville the Board of Health has 
doue the collecting of ashes, but it has 
proved au expensive policy, aud tbe cul 
lectiou will probably be transferred to 
the Highway department. The Journal 
urges this, as the salary of two ageuts 
will be saved the city, and the use of tbe 
highway carls aud horses iu the winter, 
wheu work ou the streets is slack, aud 
ashes are most plentiful, would also ef- 
fect a saving by keepiug the horses at 
work the year rouud. It is also uiged 
that ashes are too valuable filling for 
street work to be thrown away ou 
dumps, aud that they would be much 
more valuable thau gravel on the streets, 
especially if covered with crushed stoue. 
Here iu Newtou the collection is let out 
by coutiact, although au elTort was made 
to have the collection plucjJ iu the 
hands of the Bourd of Health, which 
.Somerville tinds is too expensive a 
method to be contiuu.-d. 

The bill to require bicyclers to carry 
lanterns at night has urouned quite a 
sensation among wheelincu, aud will bo 
bitterly opposed. It will eutail au ex- 
pense of some $200,000* or more, ou ihe 
I i idem of the state, aud be a continual 
I nuisance to evety rider, who happeus to 
be out after suuseL lu the cities the 
streets are or should be biitttrioully well 
1 ghted to make lauterus unnecessary, 
aud iu the couutry the roads are very 


seldom dark enough to render tho law’ 
necessary, and It seems to havo been 
framed mainly for the benefit of the lan- 
tern manufacturers. 


Editor Cook of the Milford Journal 
thinks it is possible that Gen. Draper 
will bo persuaded to remain in Congress. 
This will ho sad nows to many aspirants, 
but Mr. Cook Rays that when Senator 
Hoar rotires Gen. Draper will bo his suc- 
cessor, if he remains in tho House, and 
this is the argument his friends are using 
to induce him to remain. 


The Common Council seems resolved 
this yoar to bo something olso than an 
eoho to the board of aldermen, and haR 
refused to concur on soveral matters. 
This may be either because the machine 
has pot got into good working order yet, 
or because the lowor board really think 
the aldermen have made mistakes. 


Congressman Barrett of the Adver- 
tiser and Record dodged tho vote on a 
free coinage measuro, the othor day, for 
the reason, it is claimed, that ho doos 
not want to autagouize the silver men, in 
his campnign|to become tho successor of 
Speaker Reed. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD 

VOTES TO CONTINUE TUB USE OF THE 
OLD CLAFLIN HUILDING. 


Wednesday evening was held the regu- 
lar meeting of the school board at New- 
tonville, Mayor Cobb presiding. The 
question of whether the old Adams 
school building is to be continued ns a 
school building, was practically decided 
by the board passiug a resolution iu tho 
athtniative. 

In his monthly report, Superintendent 
G. I. Aldrich stated that as the new 
school building was rapidly uearing com- 
pletion, it was quite uecessary for the 
board to determine whether the old 
school should be continued or not. On 
April 27, 1894, the old building was part- 
ly destroyed by fire, audit becamo ueces- 
sary to send the pupils to the Jackson 
and Eliot schools, lu September the 
younger pupils in the lower grades re- 
turned, the higher grade of pupils re- 
maining at the Eliot school. May 3rd a 
meeting was called to consider the 
amount of damage doue to the old build- 
ing and what would be the best plau to 
pursue iu regard to it. 

The committee at that time reported 
that it would take from $0001) to $10,000 
to repair tbe ouilding, aud stated that 
they thought it would be a bad plan to 
rebuild it. They suggested that a lot be 
purchased near the site of the old school 
for the purpose of erectiug a new school. 
The public property committee ol the 
city government considered this pirn, 
but decided to pursue a dittereut course. 
The upper story of tbe building was 
consequently removed and the building 
made a into a four room school house. 
The building went thiougb .tu entire 
overhauling costing some $3900. 

A site for the uevv building was uoc 
found until after much delay, but a lot 
on E nuburo street was finally decided 
upon and purchased. At tbe time it was 
believed that 12 rooms would he needed, 
but the new Adams school contained 
uuly S school rooms, with a hall aud two 
smaller rooms. It had been urged that 
all the pupils be put in these S rooms. 
It this uo done, besides 30 Kindergarten 
scholars, there will be 45 pupils iu grade 
1, 30 iu grade 2, 33 iu grade 3, 35 in grade 
5, 30 in grade 0, with 24 in grade 7, 21 in 
grade 8, and 12 iu grade 9. From these 
figures the superintendent said be 
thought the board could see that the 
sebuol would be tilled to its fullest cap- 
acity, aud that before long new accoiu- 
mod . lions would be needed. 

The alternative of this cousists iu us 
ing tbe . Id buildiug lor tbe kindergar- 
ten aud grades 1, 2 aud 3. It was evident 
that iu the interests ot education aud 
economy n would be better to pursue 
the latter plan. With the Adams school 
as it was, they ni’gbt hesitate about 
occupying it longer, but the buildiug bad 
uudeigoue considerable ebauges. Hero 
tbe superintendent read a letter from 
Ml. W, A. Spiumv, who was master at 
i ho so joul from '79 to ’90. iu which bo 
stated that while master at the school, he 
bad never Duticed any unpleasant stuelP 
uor had he noticed that there was any 
utek of healtn among tue scholars 
While lie was master, there had been no 
epidemic in the ward. 

The superintendent went on to state 
that personally lie thought tbe Hchuol 
children of the ward were as healthy as 
children in the other wards, and that 
tbe superintendent of buildiugH and 
agent of tbe board of health hail stated 
I that the old buildiug was lit for occu- 
1 pauoy. The superiuteud»Mit here read a 
! letter from Prof. 8, \V. Woodbridge, in 
which be stated that while the ventila- 
tion of the school was not what could he 
deemed, yet it was uo worse than in other 
schools built at the same ponod. He 
a so recommended that the wooden lloor- 
ing in the cellar be replaced by concrete, 
On motion of President Hollis, after 
the reading of a letter and tho resolu- 
tions passed at the recent mass meeting, 
the committee from the citizens was 
given a hearing before the b mid. 

Wallace C. Bovdou said tho resolutions 
lepreseuted the strongest feeling ot the 
citizens of Ward 2. Ex Alderman Nathan 
11. Chadwick followed iu support of the 
resolution, llu stated tha the parents

Mr. T. Aubrey Byrue 
claimed that the naronta of tho district 
had been deceived in rogard to tho iiro of 
the old building, and t lint the sanitary 
condition of tho ouilding was extremely 
had. No one else appenred and 9.16 tho 
hearing was closed. 

Mr. Avery of Ward 2 moved that tho 
wIhIior of the citizotiR bo acceded to. 
The sentiment of the ward, ho Raid, was 
so Rtrnng that it would bo wiso to recog- 
uizo it, and Rooure the co-operation of the 
parents of tho district. No one Heoonded 
Mr. Avery’s motion. 

Mis. Mary R Martin, M r . Avery’s col- 
league from Ward 2, said she sym- 
pathized with those parents who were 
disappointed that their children were not 
to attend tho new school, and also with 
thoso who believed that the building was 
unhealthy. She did not believe, however, 
that the condition of tho school house 
was so bad, and had no fear for the henlth 
of the pupils. 

Mr. Stmuel Ward of Ward 0 stated 
that a great doal of the talk heard now- 
adays about germs, microbes, etc., was 
all humbug, and that he would not hesi- 
tate to let his children attend the Adams 
school. He had always heard that the 
citizens of Nowtonville were a very en- 
terprising lot of people. He thought 
that they were. If they wanted anything) 
they had the habit of kiokiug until they 
got it. Howover, they did not pay taxes 
for tho whole city, and it was about time 
some of tho other wards had uew 
schools. It ths board yielded to their 
wishes, soon they would come and ask 
for another new school house. He for 
one did not propose to vote in favor of 
granting their wishes. 

After some further discussion a resolu- 
tion was passed that the old Adams 
school be put in as desirable a condition 
as possible, and that it be put iu a condi- 
tion for permanent occupaucy. 

Orders were passed appropriating $15,- 
408.78 for tho school expenses for Febru- 
ary, and that Bergus Elements of Botany 
be adopted in the High school, aud that 
Werner’s Primer, Masterpieces of British 
Literature, Bancroft’s Object Lesson 
Cards, aud Bailey’s luductive Elements 
aud Physical Culture he adopted in the 
primary and grammar schools.

A NIGHT OF TERROR. 


When 15 years old, I waa one of a 
grew of throo that manned the little 28 
ton schooner Ornament, which lay 
moored in Monhegan harbor — a deep, 
narrow strait between the islands of 
Monhegan and Manana, Maine. Tho 
entrance is from the south, and is un- 
obstructed, while to the north tho pas- 
sage is barred by a rocky islet called 
Smutty Nose. This is separated from 
Manana by a narrow passage on the 
westerly side called Drunken Gut. The 
harbor is fairly good shelter except 
when tho wind is from the southwest. 

At daylight on the morning after our 
arrival at Monhegan there was a stiff 
breeze, with rain from the southwest, 
and by noon it had risen to a heavy 
gale. All day coasters, traders and fish- 
ing vessels ran in till about 20 sail were 
in harbor when night fell. 

They were nnchored as near together 
as they could be and yet swing clear of 
each other. This compact gathering 
would be well onough in a smooth har- 
bor, but on little Monhegan, exposed to 
the increasing gale, with night coming 
on and the probability of a heavy sea 
running into the strait, tho prospect 
looked serious. Should a vessel part her 
cables or drag her anchors, collision 
with those to leeward of her would be 
inevitable, and the result of collision 
might be disastrous. 

When darkness came, tbe gale’s fury 
increased. The unobstructed sea rolled 
into the narrow harbor in huge billows 
that dashed against Manana or Smutty 
Nose, or raged as breakers on the reef? 
about Druuken Gut. The vessels, ham- 
pered by their anchors and unable to 
rise freely on tho surges, strained* at 
their cables, plunging and rolling wild- 
ly, while nearly every wave toppled its 
crest upon their decks, or swept them 
from stem to stern. 

About 9 o’clock, when the gale seem- 
ed at its height, a little craft that had 
been anchored all day just on our port 
bow dragged her anchors. Her crew, 
like somo others, had sought safety on 
shore long before night. Swinging to 
our broadside, she began to pouud against 
us and to break into pieces. 

Her bowsprit snapped, her bulwarks 
crushed in fore and aft, her masts went 
over her taff rail. At last, plunging from 
the top of a big sea, we crashed down 
upon her forward deck. Her windlass 
bits gave way, and off she went, broad- 
side to tbe wind, till she was lost in the 
gloom and rain. 

Anxiously we crouched by the wind- 
lass, the captain’s hand almost constant- 
ly upon either one cable or the other, 
that he might detect the first vibratory 
motion, indicating that the anchors were 
being dragged over the rocky bottom. ! 
But they seemed to hold securely. Our I 
danger was of another sort. 

I was crouching in tho lee of tho fore- j 
mast to shelter myself from the wind | 
and spray, when I heard thecaptain sud- : 
denly shout : 

“Up, up with yon, boys, quick! i 
There’s a coaster adrift, coming right 1 
for us F’ 

Through the driving rain, sure enough, 
camo a big schooner stern first, wildly 
swinging to and fro, now toppling on a 
crest, now wallowing down in tho hol- 
low depths. Her gunwales almost rolled 
under, and her main boom, free from its 
lashing, swayed madly from side to side. 

Just as we were receding from a roll 
iug swell she crashed into ns and snap- 
ped our bowsprit. Then she hung square 
across our bow. 

“Quick, quick! Give me the ax!’* 
criod the captain. 

In a moment he severed both cables at 
the windlass, and we were drifting with 
the gale. No vessel lay directly astern 
of us. Tho captain’s hope was that we 
might not only go clear of the coaster, 
but drive upon a small, sandy beach at 
the end of Smutty Nose. But tho heave 
of the sea and the slant of tho wind 
drove us to one side, uud we went upon 
the rocks instead. 

There was a shock, a grinding crush 
as she struck. Then we seemed to stop, 
uud now the sea broke over us in fury. 

“To the dory, boys! The schooner 
will go to pieces!” shouted tho captain. 

Without much difficulty we got tbe 
dory into tho water to leeward. Jack, 
my shipmate, flung hia clothesbag into 
the stern of the boat, while I tln%>w a 
coil of small rope into her ere I tum- 
bled in myself. There was but one pair 
of oars. These tho captain took and be- 
gun to pull toward Manana. 

Away from tho lee of the schooner 
"we were exposed to tbe full fury of the 
gale, and the course to which we were 
compelled kept us in tho trough of tho 
sea. Every moment it seemed uu though 
we must bo swamped, and in spite of all 
that we could do we were drifting 
rapidly toward Drunken Gut. 

Suddenly a tholo pin broke. Before 
another could bo put in tho pluce we 
were ufoul of the standing rigging of a 
sunken vessel, the dory almost on her 
broadside uud we in imminent danger 
of being washed overbourd. But cling- 
ing instinctively to the uppermost gun- 
wale wo succeeded in righting tho dory 
uud workiug her clear of the wreck. 
Aguiu wo were adrift indeed, for we 
had lost an cur und now hud but one. 

Our destruction now was apparently 
but u question of moments, for if we 
escaped the reefs und boiling surf upon 
one side we were ulmust certain to be 
dashed against tbe iron sides of Manana 
upon the other. 

I was in the bow, peering uheud, 
when the hull of a vessel suddenly 
loomed up almost directly before us 
uud Apparently at uuebor. While the 


onptniu endeavored to keep tho dory | 
headed for her I bent one etui of my coil 
of line to tbe painter ring. Then, grasp- I 
iug a bight in my band ns tho dory j 
grazed tho schooner’s sides, 1 irmdo a ' 
spring for tho r i 1 and climbed on i 
board. Then I enught my line round a 1 
cleat, checked tho drift, of tho dory and i 
brought her alongside. 

Wo soon found thnt the schooner was 
deserted. Her crew had sought safety on 
shore. We thought ourselves exceeding- 
ly fortunate that, their vessel had been 
in onr way. 

But we had been upon the deck scarce- 
ly 20 minutes when tho captain started 
us with the announcement that the ves- 
sel was rapidly filling. It was evident 
that she had dragged from the harbor, 
and first striking upon tho reef had | 
swung to hor present position. 

While the captain searched for a spare | 
oar, I grasped the line by which I lmd 
fastened tho dory and was horrified to 
find it slack. No dory was there — the 
rope which had held her trailed away 
astern and was lost in the darkness. 
Onr last hope seemed to have departed. 

But no — as I peerod through the 
gloom I caught sight of a boat attached 
to a long warp that trailed over the talT- 
rail of the schooner. It was a soine 
boat. We quickly drew it up and got 
into it. 

Onr drift in tho dory had carried us 
considerably to the leeward of Smutty 
Nose, so that in our present position the 
force of the sen was much broken. As 
we crouched beneath the guuwalo of our 
new’ refuge, momentarily expectiug to 
see the abandoned schooner go down, a 
light from Smutty Nose gradually shone 
out over the waters. 

We saw that a firo had been kindled 
upon tho island. Down at tho water’s 
edge people were moving about among 
the rocks. In a little while n boat seem- 
ed to leave the shore nnd drift slowly 
toward ns. 

As her erratic movements seemed to 
indicate that she bad no one aboard, but 
was drifting at the will of tbe wind, I 
attached no special significance to her 
appearance, though I glanced toward her 
occasionally. Yet nearer she came, some- 
times directly toward us. 

At times a heave of the sea would 
throw her far to one side; then she 
would seem to linger a moment, to 
start off anew in our direction. Half 
dazed from exhaustion, I watched hor 
with flagging interest xmtil she was 
close at hand. Thou I saw the captain 
reach ont and grasp her by the gunwale 
and hold her fast alongside. 

He shouted for us to get into her. No 
sooner had we all obeyed than she start- 
ed swiftly for tbe shore. Then I per- 
ceived that a long warp led from her 
to Smutty Nose and that the people 
there were pulling us toward them. 

Owing to the direction of the current 
the boat con Id not be dragged back to 
the point from which she started, and 
we struck the outer edge of the wide 
reef of rocks. It was nearly low tide, 
and though the sea did not break upon 
the reef every wave that rolled through 
tho narrow passage boiled up over it in 
a swelling flood, submerging the rocks 
many feet, to subside again, leaving 
them entirely bare. 

To run this gantlet w ? as our next 
trial. Waiting until a sea retired, we 
started over the slippery, weed grown 
rocks und ran as fast as we could until 
an incoming wave overtook us. Then 
we flung ourselves flat upon the reef, 
while tbe flood boiled up over us, clutch 
iug tbe rockweed with both hands uud 
clinging to resist the terrible undertow 
backward. 

When the reflux left tho reef bare 
1 again, we rose and ran once more. Four 
| times tbe flood passed over us. Then, 
breathless, bruised and half dead, I felt 
a grasp upon my collar, and I was drag- 
ged up out of tho grip of the sea, safe 
at last. — George H. Hosea in Youth’s 
Companion. 






A Tunnel Through Tike's Peak.

, ut Colorado Springs. The tunnel is 
11,000 feet above the sea level und is to ] 
I bo over u mile and a half long. The 
workmen will drill through solid gran- 
ite, and a tunnel 5 by 7 feet will bo 
built. The contract calls for the com- 
1 plotiou of tho work within two years. 

| The price to be paid is $10 per foot, 
and at this rate it is estimated that the 
work will cost $250,000. Workmen 
i liavo begun operations at both ends (if 
I tho proposed tunnel. Owing to tho fact 
t hat gold has been found in paying 
quantities in so many places near Crip- 
ple Creek, tlio contractors huve great 
expectations us to the result of boring 
through Pike’s peak, and a sufficient 
j* number of claims huve been secured to 
protect any find that may bo made dur- 
I iug tho progress of tho work, — Railway 
j Review.

PROGENY OF FREAKS, j 

SOME RESULTS OF ROMANCES IN THE 
SHOW BUSINESS. 

— 

The First Krai Living Skeleton, 111* Wife 
and Tlielr Throo Skin anil llnno Son*. 
An OUI M 11*011 in ami Slilo Show >lan- 
• alter Tap* HI* Memory Tank. 

According to Manager T. E. Sofckett 
of tho Bijou theater, Isaac W. Sprnguo 
was the first unnaturally or abnormally 
thin skin nnd bones man to bo exhibit- 
ed to the public under the title of a 
“living skeleton.” It was during the 
palmy days of Bnrnum’s Greatest Show 
on Earth, nnd while that celebrated 
sbowmnn wns raking the continents in 
senrch of curiosities in 1804. Incident- 
ally Mr. Snckett was in those days with 
Tony Pastor. Mr. Snokett was acting ns 
doortender, manager and all around 
mnn for Pastor. Ho had previously beon 
out with Millie Christine, tho two 
headed girl, and had an eye out for 
freaks. When the Tony Pastor show 
reached Florida, Stono & Murray’s cir- 
cus came there. Tho old inhabitants 
will remember Stono & Murray’s show. 
It was contemporaneous with Dnn 
Rice’s, Thayer & Noyes’ nnd afterward 
with tho John Robinson circus. With 
Stono & Murray was Isnao W. Sprague, 
tho living skeleton. Mr. Sprague had 
been discovered by Barumn in Massa- 
chusetts. He was the first living skele- 
ton on record since the discovory of tho 
world by Adam. And Sprague wns a 
real living skeleton too. Ho was noth- 
ing but skin and bones, yet he was 
healthy and jolly. 

In 1865 Barnum collected several cu- 
riosities, including Sprague, and sent 
them for a tour of tho world. Sprnguo 
was tbe big card. Next to him was a 
skeleton woman, nearly ns attenuated 
as Sprague, whose name has escaped 
the wonderful rnomory of Showman 
Snckett. Among the other freaks with 
which Barnum expected to and did as- 
tonish the world was Joyce Heth, tho 
colored woman ho picked up in tho 
south, supposed to be 125 years old; the 
“woolly horse,” nnd Annie Swan, the 
first itess ever on exhibition. 

Sp ague, on the steamer going over 
to Loudon, fell desperately in love with 
the skeleton woman. She returned his 
affection, and, according to Manager 
Sackett, who was on the voyage, it was 
a sight for the sentimental to observe 
the billing and cooing of these attenuat- 
ed specimens of Pharaoh’s “lean kine. ” 

The outre love affair gave Barnum a 
business hint, which be was not slow to 
take advantage of. On their arrival in 
dear old “Lnnnou” tho showman adver- 
tised and heralded tbe astounding fact 
far and wide that on a certnin day there 
could be seen at St. James hall (where 
they were showing) something that the 
world had never before witnessed, name- 
ly, the marriage of two living, breath- 
ing skeletons. He also announoed the 
fact that never before in tho annals of 
show* business had snch a thing ns the 
wedding of freaks been performed iu 
public. This was a fact too. 

Of the enthusiastic crowds which such 
a unique announcement drew, or the 
interesting conduct of the living skele- 
tons, wedded iu the presence of “as- 
sembled thousands,” Manager Sackett 
is silent. But he tells of a fact, how- 
ever, which is of such interest that it 
wus recorded in medical works, but 
never before has seen the light of news- 
paper prblication. That was that a 
year after the marriage of the skeletons 
the wife bore a child which also wns a 
“living skeleton. ” 

Stranger still to rolato — but Sackett 
stakes his fortune on tho truth of$ it — 
two other children were also born to 
Mr. uud Mrs. Sprague, and (hey were 
uIeo of the skeloton mold. For many 
years afterward the parents traveled 
with tlieir unnaturally thin offspring, 
and udded to the stock of the world’s 
astonishment, including both crowned 
heads and those that were bald. Tho 
original Sprague and liis wife are dead, 
but the three skeleton children, now 
young men, are showing about tho coun- 
try, healthy, happy and rich. 

This is tho only case or succession of 
cases in medical annuls where a fathor 
and mother transmitted the disease of 
wasting atrophy to their offspring. 

Mr. Sackett also tells of another weird 
case thut came under his observation in 
his peregrinating show days. Mujor 
Burnell, a celebrated showman of the 
sixties, found a pair of freak twins in 
the south, the offspring of colored peo- 
ple. One of the twins, a boy, was black 
us Kongo stock. The other, a girl, \tus 
a pure albino. The major engaged the 
twins for his show and exhibited them 
, for years Tho albino girl grew up and 
married an albino iu the west. The 
offspring of the marriage wus a baby us 
black as tbe ace of spades. Of course 
this enhanced the showing price of 
Charley and his albino wife, and Mujor 
Burnell increased their salaries accord- 
1 iugly. 

I D. K. Prescott was the discoverer of 
1 the far fumed Sleeping Beauty, whom 
ho found in Tennessee in the sixties. He 
brought her to St. Louis. She was a 
young girl of surpassing beauty, with 
but one fault discoverable. She slept 
nine tenths of the time. She was the 
greatest puzzle the medicul men had 
ever seen. It was one of theso hitler 
who deprived her mother of u fortune 
und Prescott of one of his most popular 
curiosities. The young doctor wus left 
nlone iu the showroom one day while 
iho beauty was sleeping as usual. His 
curiosity prompted him to take out his 
lancet and puncture her arm. Tho blood 
started out und the beuuty awoke with 
a scream. Her mother rushed in fro*') 
un adjoining room. Seeing the blood 
flowing from her daughter’s arm, she 
fainted away. This ended the showing 
of the Sleeping Beuuty. Her mother 
took her home, uud she never slept iu 
public any more. — Buffalo Courier.

IN $ 10,000 BONDS. 


DYNAMITIC ADAMS AND STRVKNS IN COURT 
ON MONDAY— TAKEN TO EAST CAM 
BR1DOB JAIL. 


Chief Kioharrlson aud Offlcor Fletcher 
returned on Fridny • veiling with their 
prisenuis, Dollots and Adams, and they 
were locked up at the police station uutil 
Monday. 

Adams had a private interview with 
his counsel, Mr. Holcomb of Boston, on 
Saturday and also with his father. 

On Monday both prisoners were ar 
rsigned in the police court, which was 
crowded with spectators. No evidence 
was presented. 

Adams’ hands were thrust deep into 
his pockets, nnd his face woro nn ex- 
pression of tho utmost unconcern. When 
he lmd taken his sent in tho dock bo 
glanced carelessly about the court room 
and recognized several of his friends 
with a bow and smile. 

A momcQt later Dolloss wns ushered 
into tbo dock. He showi d less bravado 
than iiis companion, but bis huge size 
and geutlemnuiy appearance evidently 
made an impression on the spectators. 

Dolloss whs the first to be called. 
Only oco of tbe two complaints against, 
turn was read — that for breaking nnd 
entering, and the larceny of $770 and 
$1800 worth of checks from the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company, at New- 
ton. Dolloss rnso nnd said. “I pload not 
guilty, and waive examination.” 

F. I. Holcomb, who appeared for 
young Adams, requested a continuance, 
which was granted. 

Dollosss was held in $10,000 for tho 
grand jury, nnd the case against young 
Adams was continued until March 2. 
His bonds were fixed at $10,000. 

Neither man was able to obtain bail, 
nnd both were removed to the Cam- 
bridge jail Monday afternoon.

Adams, 
on the contrary, the police say, tells a 
good, straightforward story, and they 
are beginning to think that” the ex bank 
burglar, ‘‘Lang” Moore, knows some- 
thing about the bold break iu Newton, 
Moore is in New Orleans, and this fact 
goes to prove that at least a portion of 
Adams’ story is true. 

The police have been hard at work on 
the case, aud claim to have positive evi- 
dence that Adams had several confiden- 
tial talks with Moore. Adams, they as- 
sert. sought out Moore and told him he 
had a new chemical explosive of his own 
manufacture which was powerful, sure 
and easy to baudle. Moore, they allege, 
bectme interested and examined a sam- 
ple of tbe compound. Whether Moore 
really introduced Adams to Stevens or 
not the police decline to state. 

Langdon W. Moore has been beard 
from in New Orleans and has beeu in- 
terviewed by tbe editor of the New 
Oi leans Picayune. He denies that he 
ever saw Adams and s.iys his whole 
story is a lie out of whole clotb. He 
stated that be would come north at once 
and refute all the assertions that Adams 
makes.
